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T HAS TAKEN OVER 300 YEARS FOR THIS NUMISMATIC TREASURE TO BE MADE AVAILABLE TO THE 

English-speaking world. The editor’s last visit with Dr. Rainer Opitz (*1954 +2019) in Potsdam in September 2017 (in 

preparation for the partial auction of his massive Reformation collection by Kiinker in Osnabriick) ended with his strong 

conviction that the translation of EBENEZER into English would be the most important task in advancing Reformation 
numismatics around the world. To that end, the editor has produced this long-overdue volume in his memory. 


Historical Introduction 

When Christian Schlegel, who had previous authored “Biblia in Nummis” (1703), was tapped by Ernst Salomon Cyprian to 
author the third section of HILARIA EVANGELICA, he had a realistic idea of what was necessary in order to responsibly 
document the numismatic efforts of the 1717 Reformation jubilee. The future value of EBENEZER was greatly enhanced by 
Schlegel’s decision to include 12 full-page tables or plates to more accurately illustrate the designs discussed in the text. 


It is apparent that Christian Schlegel (and Ernst Salomon Cyprian) had to balance speed in writing and production of the third 
section of HILARIA with efforts to produce an accurate text. Jubilee events were carried out in October/November 1717, and 
printed copies of the 1600-page HILARIA followed in 1719. 


It is unclear if Schlegel carried out the writing of EBENEZER in Gotha or another location. More research needs to be done 
on the relationship between the production of EBENEZER and the historically significant Reformation coin and medal 
collection in Gotha (Historisches Miinzkabinett, Schloss Friedenstein Gotha). It seems evident that Schlegel made use of 
actual commemorative pieces locally available and drawings and descriptions of pieces he did not actually see while writing the 
EBENEZER text and managing the graphic illustrations shown in the tables / plates. 


For any knowledgeable student of Reformation numismatics it is clear that Reformation pieces crafted in 1717 and 1730 stand 
as the “golden age” within the 500-year history of Reformation numismatics. The numismatic expressions minted in 1617 reach 
their full flowering in 1717, employing the highest-quality artistic engravings. (Note that some 1617 designs were re-worked for 
1717 pieces.) 


An example of this zenith in the history of Reformation numismatics is the extensive use of anagrams and chronograms (a device 
that fell out of fashion in the later part of the 18th century—until they were re-introduced by the editor in Reformation pieces 
produced by Victor Huster in 2011 and following). The thought taken in developing compelling numismatic commemorations, 
the rich use of symbols, and the inscriptions utilizing Hebrew, Greek, Latin, German, etc. are remarkable. The engraver’s art in 
these 1717 medals included in the pages of EBENEZER is unmatched. 


Translation into English 

Much attention has been spent in closely following the original German text and layout. Many in-text corrections to Schlegel’s 
documenting of the actual wording of inscriptions have been added in brackets. (The reader should also note that there are 
documented variations among individual, extant pieces presented in Schlegel.) Original page breaks are also noted in the text 
and footnotes (example: <28>). 


The Term “EVANGELICA” 

A linguistic and theological examination of the actual text of HILARIA EVANGELCIA, along with a historical study of the authors 
shows that the Latin term “Evangelica” and the German term “Evangelische” denotes something other than “Protestant” or 19th- 
century Evangelicalism. Since the time of Martin Luther, the church of the Augsburg Confession (later labeled “Lutheran”) had 
as its formal principle the Word of God alone. The New Testament refers to itself as the Word of God / the Word of the Lord, 
and also as “the Gospel” — the Word proclaimed by the Evangelist. Distict from this meaning is the central content of the Word 
of the Lord proclaimed by the Holy Spirit-inspired prophets and apostles: the Evangelion, the Gospel of salvation through the 
sacrificial substitute of Jesus Christ and delivered to the repentant sinner through faith by the means of grace (Holy Baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper). This explains Cyprian’s use of the term EVANGELICA to focus the content of the joyful / cheerful Jubilee 
celebrations. Yes, the scope of Cyprian and Schlegel has been clearly narrowed to only Lutheran territories commemorating 
the Reformation under Luther and the territories that enjoyed rule under Lutheran princes. Schlegel makes that plain in the 
text: commemorations by Reformed or those church entities of the “Radical Reformation” (for example the Anabaptists) are not 
considered for EBENEZER. For example, see the text on pages 60-61, where the meaning of “Evangelical” is clearly pointing 
to the Christian church that places Lutheran understandings (Word and Sacrament of the crucified and risen Christ) at the 
forefront of it’s theological identity: “the Evangelical Christian religion kneeling in gratitude upon a square base, holding in 
her right hand a chalice and crucifix, but with her left pointing to the Bible lying open on a pedestal ... ” Again, when Schlegel 
writes, “the second Evangelical festival of thanksgiving” (60) he means “the second Lutheran festival of thanksgiving” In a longer 
footnote of the festivities, Schlegel writes: 


Among the children’s lessons held, it was especially notable that in the St. Egidius [Giles] congregation, thirty poor children 
from the local St. Sebald school for the poor (to whom a benefactor had given brand new sets of clothes) were publicly 
conducted into the church and examined from the pulpit concerning the circumstances of the festival of thanksgiving, 
and they made a public confession of Evangelical doctrine, and a reasonable account of the salutary Reformation as 
comprehended in those questions. Then they were also presented with a commemorative coin. (60) 


Schlegel writes, “From this it may easily be presumed that by the risen sun with the name Jehovah, the artist has in mind the light 
of the Gospel which by the grace of God has now been sustained and mightily advanced in the Evangelical Church for some two 
hundred years.” (61) In sum, the inscriptions function in a very similar manner: 


IVBILAE[Z] VM EVANGELICORVM SECVNDVM (54) 
IVBILEVM SECVNDVM LVTHERAN[VM] (64) 


EVANGELISCH-LVTHERISCHEN IVBILAO (48) 
EVANGELISCHES IVBEL-GEDACHTNVS (40, 41) 


Historical, Political, and Theological Forces Effecting 1717 Reformation Jubilee Coins and Medals 

The fading memories of how the Reformation was observed in 1617, the lingering effects of the Thirty-years War (1618- 
1648) and the conditions under which Lutheranism was allowed to exist under the Peace of Westphalia (October 24, 1648), the 
subsequent rise of pietism and rationalism, and Friedrich August’s announced allegiance to Rome and directives just before 
October of 1717 prescribing only positive expressions of the Reformation. These factors influenced the numismatic products 
crafted and handed out in localities that had historically embraced the Reformation teachings through the instrument of Luther. 


This produced a major distinction in 1717 Reformation coins and medals: those whose legends and graphic symbols follow 
the theological convictions of the 1617 Reformation Jubilee, and those numismatic pieces that present only a positive side to 
the theological position detailed in the Book of Concord. For example, Friderich August’s directive to silence any element 
of the Jubilee events that placed the Papacy and the Roman Church in a bad light by changing traditional Scripture passages 
historically linked to Luther and the Reformation (such as Daniel 8:23-25; 2 Thessalonians 2:3-12 and 1 John 2:18-27). His 
newly-prescribed pericopes for the Jubilee events in 1717 were very intentionally chosen, and included Psalm 46:2-6; 2 Peter 
1:19; Matthew 22:15-22; Luke 12:32; and 1 Timothy 6:12-16. 


Another substantive element to be explored is the use of the Swan among these 1717 pieces. Historically speaking, there is no 
Swan of Wittenberg without the Bohemian Goose. While not overt, many Reformation coins and medals struck in 1717 clearly 
echo the second half of Hus’ prophecy of an impossible-to-silence Word via the advent and agency of the Swan (VDMIAE).

T IS WELL KNOWN THAT, WHILE 
many, in setting about the same 
object, are commonly able to do 
their part to best of their ability, 
they do not all do so in the same 
manner. And thus we see that 
while they all frequently shoot 
at the goal, one hits nearer the 
mark than another. Moreover, when a rich 
reward is announced by a great lord for a 
work on a certain theme, there is never a 
lack of verses and orations, as France has 
taught us hitherto; yet there is usually only 
one, or very few, who have come nearest to 
the object and have presented it in accor- 
dance with the dignity of the monarch’s in- 
tention. 
What are we to say here of the numerous 


Jubilee-medals that have come to light till 
now? Only this: that all their manufac- 
turers had good and innocent intentions 
for the spreading of God’s glory and the 
grateful commemoration of this enor- 
mous and inestimable benefit. That is, 
they all sought to establish a memorial to 
the bicentennial Jubilee which they, their 
family, and their respective subjects and 
charges, and indeed, the whole of Evan- 
gelical Christendom, has lived to see in 
substantial and blessed prosperity, and by 
minting such coins, to pass on a remem- 
brance thereof to the succeeding gener- 
ation, and in this way to bequeath it to 
posterity as a valuable deposit.(a) But how 
close or far the authors of the coins below 
came in the endeavor to meet the appoint-

the responsibility of those who produced 
them. Besides this, it only needs to be noted 
in passing that everything will be arranged in 
the same sequence noted before in the first 
volume, except that the cities appear in al- 
phabetical order. 

And since nothing has been made avail- 
able to us from the Kingdom of Sweden, on 
account of the familiar and still developing 
troubles of war, we fittingly begin here with 


the 
Royal Danish [Medals] 


of which three pieces come to our attention 
to date: 
I. 

The first side of a medal minted in two 
metals: mostly in 10 and 12-ducat gold, and 
later also in 2-loth silver, depicts the bust of 
his Royal Majesty the King of Denmark, now 
most gloriously reigning (whom we must ex- 
tol as a specially firm pillar of the Evangel- 
ical religion), who from inborn piety most 
graciously ordered that in commemoration 
of this special benefit of God shown below, 
this feast should be gratefully celebrated 
most solemnly and with all conceivable cer- 
emonies throughout his whole kingdom and 
incorporated territories for all of eight days, 
from October 31 to November 7 inclusive, 
and in particular, that it should be observed 
with prayer and thanksgiving to His divine 
Majesty, to the glory of God, the consola- 
tion of the Evangelical Church, and the pro- 
found joy of all the faithful, even in the midst 
of continuing war and unceasing tumult of 
arms. Those who desire to know something 
more substantial and detailed about these so- 
lemnities we would hereby refer to the spe- 
cial Beschreibung(b) already printed above 
and drawn from the office of Hieronymus 
Christian Paulli, printer in Copenhagen. 


But let us only add something relating to 
our purposes: On the 3rd of November, the 
Wednesday after the beginning of the feast, a 
very learned oration was successfully deliv- 
ered by the bishop of Zealand and attended 
by his Royal Majesty and the all the senior 
ministers in the great academic auditorium, 
after which this medal in gold at 14 ducats, 
specially invented for this occasion, as well as 
the subsequent one in silver, was most gra- 
ciously presented by his Royal Majesty to all 
who were then invited to the royal table, one 
on the plate of each guest.(c) 

The circumscription (to return to the med- 
al, which may be found in Table I, number 
1) around the commendable portrait, reads 
thus: FRIDERICVS IIII. Des Gratia DANie 
NORwegie, VAndalorum, GOthorum REX. 
That is, “Frederick the Fourth, by the grace of 
God, King of Denmark, Norway, the Wends, 
and the Goths.” 

The reverse depicts a temple of peace resting 
on six pillars, in which, in a place elevated by 
four steps, an altar is visible, on which a book 
or Bible lies open, the inscription of the two 
leaves of which not only bears witness to its 
contents, but also, according to the Roman 
numerals, indicates the year (1717) of the 
jubilee celebrated. Specifically, on the first 
page it reads: sACRA sCrIpTVRA, but on 
the second page, VERBVM DEI, that is, “Holy 
Scripture,” “the Word of God” Below in the 
exergue, the cause of this treasure presented 
publicly on the altar is discerned, in the 
following pentameter: 

GENTIBUS. ARCTOIS. IAM. DUO. SEC- 
LA. PATET. 

That is, “Dem Land, das sich nach Norden 

streckt, / Zwey hundert Jahr nun aufgedeckt! 

[To the land that lies to the north, / it has lain 

uncovered now for two centuries.]” 

The script around the outside is this: CON- 
FESSIONIS AVGVSTANAE IVBILAEVM 
SECVNDVM. MDCCXVII. That is, “The 
Second Jubilee of (the subscribers to) the Augs- 
burg Confession, 1717.” The letter B. added un- 
der the portrait <3> designates the present Roy- 
al Danish medalist, Petrus Berger. 


page 175: “But chiefly occupied in this endeavor are the Lutherans, that the remembrance 
of this affair (he is speaking of the celebration of the Evangelical Jubilee of 1617) might last 
the longer, to immortalize it through silver coins, such as Saxony, Frankfurt, Worms, and 
Nuremberg have had struck.” What would he write if he saw how many were made for the 
Second Jubilee now, which previously were so few?

The second medal, in 2-loth silver, to be 
seen in Table I, number 2, (which, as we re- 
ported above, was not only presented to the 
chief men honored at the royal table but 
likewise in this metal, at his Royal Majesty’s 
command, distributed among the people by 
the Lord Marshal on horseback on the pal- 
ace plaza on the same afternoon of the 3rd of 
November toward 3 oclock)(d) again bears 
the laurel-wreathed bust of the highly es- 
teemed Royal Majesty placed on a pedestal, 
on which may also be read:

That 
is, “Fridericus the Fourth, by God’s Grace 
King of Denmark, Norway, the Wends, and 
Goths.” The letters P. B. inserted below [the 
plinth] again refer to Petrus Berger. 

The reverse consists of the following lines 
filling the interior space:

DEN SANDE TROE BLEV FRI, 

FRA PAVENS TIIRANNI. MDCCXVII.

After this, his Royal Majesty’s most re- 
nowned zeal went further and most gra- 
ciously had yet another medal prepared as 
an inextinguishable memorial of the pre- 
ceding:

The third Jubilee medal, which in size 
and weight (weighing 12 to 16 loths, and 
to be seen in copper engraving in Table II, 
number 1) surpasses the previous medals. 
(e) On its obverse again appears the 
frequently lauded royal bust, yet with this 


notable circumscription: FRIDERICVS 
III. DANIAE, NORVEGIAE REX, 
EVANGELII PROPAGATOR ET 


DEFENSOR, (below:) 1717. OCT. 31. 
That is, “Frederick the Fourth, King of 
Denmark and Norway, Promoter and 
Defender of the (Holy) Gospel, 31st of 
October, 1717.”

On its reverse, Dr. Martinus Luther is 
seen on the right, Dr. Johannes Bugen- 
hagen on the left, both in their priest- 
ly habit, standing with bared heads and 
holding in both hands a placard on which 
is read: TIMETE DOMINVM ET DATE

and give Him the glory, for the time of 
His judgment is come; and worship Him.

That is, “A medal 
of the Second Jubilee in commemoration 
of religion being brought back to light 200

Luther. October 31, 1717.” Accordingly, as 
the feast solemnized by the medals noted 
above was begun with prayer and thanks- 
giving, so it was also continued until the 
7th of November inclusive, under quite 
unusually clear and calm heavens, much 
to everyone's amazement, and brought to 
a completion in a desirable manner, just as 
if the collected inhabitants of this kingdom 
were to be assured of God’s good pleasure 
below. And it was the earnest wish of all the 
currently reigning Royal Majesty’s faithful 
subjects especially that, just as his ancestor, 
King Christian IV, after celebrating the first 
evangelical Jubilee, had from God the good 
fortune to live another thirty-one years, 
so also the Most High might be graciously 
pleased at least to grant this also to their 
anointed and most glorious King.

HE OBVERSE OF THE FIRST MEDAL, 

in5.5-lothsilver, which may be found 
in the sketch in Table I [X], number 1, 
is distinguished by its Luther standing 
in full clerical habit with bared head, 
holding in his right hand a candlestick 
with a radiant candle, but with his left 
leaning upon a book lying on a table 
on which, sewn into a hanging, appears 
the customary insignia of the aforesaid, 
to show that he set up the bright light 
of the Holy Gospel on the golden 
lampstand which had been hidden away 
in so many Christian chancels, and so 
by means of Holy Scripture’s translation 
and correct clarification dispelled the 
thick darkness of papistic superstition 
and human statutes from the hearts 
of men, which, according to David’s 
statement in Psalm 119, “must remain 
forever and ever,” which is noted by 
the words which are found on the first 
page of the open book, namely, BIBlia 
SACra. Psalmo CXIX. VerSu 89. That 
is, “Holy Scripture, in Psalm 119, in 


the 89th verse.” From which nothing 
else in time could result than that the 
papacy, so enlarged until that time 
by deceptive practices and tyranny, 
was cast into irreparable damage and 
disgrace merely by his preaching and 
writing, so that the Roman _ pope’s 
bulls, decretals, excommunications, 
indulgences, and suchlike, are esteemed 
less than nothing today, all of which is 
indicated when he tramples underfoot a 
great pile of these writings, along with 
the Mysterium iniquitatis, or threefold 
papal tiara,(g) and likened to the swan 
placed at his right side bearing an olive 
leaf or laurel leaf in its beak, as further 
proof that he was the swan that sang 
so sweetly to men’s hearts and ears, I 
say, by spiritual and written sermons as 
well as by edifying and comfort-filled 
hymns which he wrote, who by the 
help from above and by a special grace 
daily growing more apparent, began 
and successfully completed the song 
<5> which the Bohemian goose, Johann

Hence it is that his duly won 
fame in such manner neither died out 
in the world, nor can his brightness 
among those teachers in eternal glory, 
according to the statement of the 
prophet Daniel [12:3?], ever be dimmed, 
as noted by the hand coming down from 
out of the clouds and crowning his 
head with the imperishable wreath of 
glory, and inserted below the date this 
grateful acknowledgment made by the 
two Evangelical congregations found 
in Amsterdam, which have increased 
in number to over 20,000 [members]: 
ANNO 1717. That is, “In the year 1717” 
(but around the outside:) HET TWEEDE 
IVBELFEEST TER GEDACHTENISS 
VAN DE REFORMATIE DOOR D. M. 
LVTHERVS BEGONNEN AO. 1517. 
That is, “the second Jubilee festival in 
commemoration of the Reformation 
begun by Dr. Martin Luther in the year 
1517.” 

The reverse gives a representation of 
naked Truth standing among the di- 
vine radiance of grace, pointing with 
her right hand to a temple on a rock, 
which is not only beaten on every side 
by winds, but also lies in a sea raging 
with water billows, teaching all her 
viewers that the true church is not built 
on sand, but rather on a firm founda- 
tion and rock, of which Christ Jesus is 


the Cornerstone, and hence is immov- 
able amid the frequent and mighty tem- 
pest blasts of persecution, and safe from 
the waves and storms of tribulation and 
cross. With her left hand, however, she 
both removes a veil from the head and 
a yoke from the neck of Religion, who 
is kneeling and reaching toward heaven, 
thereby to show in what gloomy impris- 
onment and vermummelung of all man- 
ner of errors and human trifles she was 
previously held fast, and under what a 
heavy and unbearable yoke of papistic 
tyranny she was previous found, and 
knelt and cried out in vain, and for cen- 
turies sighed fruitlessly for her redemp- 
tion; and accompanying this, the day 
of the beginning of her joyous release: 
DEN 31. OCTOBER. The inscription 
along the full explanation in the words 
of Christ from Matthew 16:18: OP 
DESEN ROTS-STEEN WIL IK BOU- 
WEN MYNE GEMEENTE, EN DE 
POORTEN DER HELLE SVLLEN SE 
NIED[NIET] OVERWELDIGEN. That 
is, “Upon this rock will I build My con- 
gregation, and the gates of hell shall not 
overpower her.” Finally, we also note the 
medalist, whose name is DE WYS. 
II. 

The second, likewise prepared in the 
same place in 2.5-loth silver by the same 
master, presents the same again on both 
sides, only in somewhat smaller form 
or figuration; hence we have chosen not 
to give further attention to this medal, 
which the interested reader will find on 
Table III, number 6.

HE OBVERSE OF THE FIRST, SOME- 

what large 4-loth silver medal (which 
may be examined in copper engraving in 
Table III, number 1)shows that precious 
instrument adorned by the divine Majes- 
ty with special mental and physical gifts 
above many thousand other men for this 
most important work of the salutary Ref- 
ormation, Dr. Martin Luther, in the pul- 
pit, in the priestly habit usual at that time, 
and with that expression which he had in 
his incipient maturity, holding before him 
in his left hand an open book to which 
he points with two fingers of his right 


hand, specifically to the page on which 
may be plainly read: VERBUM DOMINI 
MANET IN AETERNVM. That is, “The 
Word of God endures forever, from 1 
Peter 1:25. The circumscription consists 
of his name, in which at the same time 
the year of the current jubilee (1717) is 
to be read according to Roman numer- 
als, the fulfillment of which omen already 
noted a hundred years ago we can now 
boasting of having preserved by God’s 
grace, namely from this: MartrInVs 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGI4£ DoCror. That 
is, “Martinus Luther, Teacher of Holy

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On the reverse, the bright and clear 
sun rising from the east casts her 
rays into a lens which is marked with 
the name MARTINVS LVTHERVS, 
DOCTor. That is, “Doctor Martinus 
Luther.” By means of this lens, as 
required by the rules of optics, the 
sun’s rays are concentrated into a focus 
or point of burning, but from thence 
are also scattered again so that the 
following pure anagram springs from 
the words above: CHRISTVS DAT 
LVMEN ORTV, that is, “Christ gives 
light by the rising (of His Word).” On 
the edge of the lens appear the words: 
IOHannis [1.] v. 35, which call to our 
mind the noteworthy naming of John 
the Baptist there: “He was a burning 
and a shining light.” In the burnpoint 
we read: 2. COR. IV. v. 6., by which 
we are directed to Paul’s saying, “God, 
who called the light to shine out of the 
darkness, has given a bright radiance 
into our heart, so that through us 
there might arise enlightenment from 
the knowledge of God’s glory.” Right 
next to this the city of Wittenberg is 
visible, in which the Most High shined 


forth the light from the darkness (of 
the papacy, which was very thick), and 
caused the brightness of His Gospel to 
rise again, and specifically by first giving 
a bright radiance into the heart of His 
faithful minister Luther, which then 
further broke forth from the east, or the 
Augustinian Cloister,(k) in which he 
then lived as a monk, and first toward 
the west, in the Castle Church or Church 
of All Saints, but afterwards from thence 
into many and nearly innumerable 
other lands in both the West and the 
North, by whose faithful service such 
enlightenment from the knowledge of 
God’s glory in the face of Jesus Christ 
arose that in the consideration thereof, 
we may certainly find cause to borrow 
here the words of the prophet David 
in his 50th Psalm, verse 2: “From (the 
Saxon) Zion a _ beautiful brightness 
of God breaks!” The circumscription 
bestows due and deepest thanks to God’s 
goodness for this precious benefit in the 
following words, which likewise contain 
the date of the second jubilee celebrated: 
AETERNVM VERBO CHRIsTI DECVs! 
That is, “Eternal glory <7> to the Word 


and title on the following medals, <4> this happens in order to show how God’s 
wisdom put to shame the excessive cleverness of the adversaries. For Laurentius 
Bayerling, who especially mocked the words: MARTINVS LVTHERVS THEOLOGI& 
D, which were to be found on a great many commemorative coins a hundred 
years ago, from which the date of the jubilee year 1617 originated, made so bold 
as to write in his Theatrum vitae humanae lit. 1, fol. 392: “In the words MARTIN- 
Vs LVTHERVS THEOLOGIz D, the C., or number for a hundred, is omitted, by 
which in a prophetic manner is indicated that no Lutheran jubilee festival will 
take place any more, because it will not endure in the following century, seeing 
that Lutheranism has been divided into so many sects, that if Martinus him- 
self returned, he would not know with whom he might associate.” Yet only let 
the unanimous orders previously given be compared to the current disorders in 
Rome and Paris against the Bull “Unigenitus,” and it will soon be seen what the 


truth is and on whose side it rests. 


(k) Worth noting on this point are the words of Fridericus Myconius in his Historia 
Reformationis, page 24: In Wittenberg, the Augustinian Cloister had been begun 
to be rebuilt, and no more than the dormitory, in which Dr. Martinus still dwelt, 
was completed. The foundations of the church were laid, but only the earth was 
broken smooth. In the middle of the foundation stood an old chapel built of 
timber lined with clay. This was very decrepit and propped up on every side. It 
was, according to my inspection of it, some thirty feet long and twenty broad. It 
had a small, old, rusty chancel on which twenty men could stand with difficulty. 
On the south wall was a pulpit of old boards without adornment: a tiny pulpit, 
constructed about one and a half cubits high from the ground. In short: It had 
in every way the appearance of the stable in Bethlehem where Christ was born 
as depicted by painters. Likewise, the church in which Johann Hus preached in 
Prague had also been called “Bethlehem.” Thus in this poor, wretched, misera- 
ble chapel, God caused His dear, holy Gospel and dear Child Jesus to be reborn 
in these latter days ... . It was no miinster, cathedral, or house of God on earth 
at this time (of which there were many hundred thousands) that God chose for 
this purpose—indeed, they despised it—but only this poor, inconspicuous little 
chapel. From this, the Spirit of the mouth of the Lord went forth and blew down 


the Antichrist.

of Christ!” This date is indicated even more 
clearly in the exergue below: SECVLARI 
EVANGELICO ALTERO. That is, “In the 
Gospel’s second jubilee year.” 

II. 

The second medal, 2-loth silver, to be 
found in a copper engraving in Table 
X, number 2, gives only the bust of the 
aforesaid blessed teacher Lutherus in his 
usual priestly vesture and bared head, 
and above this also may be recognized his 
appointed and ordinary coat-of-arms (for 
which he famously chose for himself a cross 
sable in a heart gules on a rose argent) with 
the following words added below: NATus 
1483. REFormationem INCepit 1517. 31. 
OCTobris, OBIIT 1546. That is, “He was 
born in 1483, began the Reformation on the 
31st of October, 1517, and died in 1546” 
The outer circumscription consists of his 
customary name and title, from which the 
date of the second jubilee simultaneously 
emerges: MARTINVS LVTHERVS 
THEOLOGIE DoCror. That is, “Martinus 
Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture [= 
theology].” The interior epithets contain 
the reason its creation thus: IVBILEZVM 
SECVNDVM. That is, “The second jubilee 
year.” 

The reverse shows, after the inspiration 
of the King and Prophet David,(l) a 
vineyard of which one part of the vines is 
substantially devastated by foxes that have 
crept in and wild pigs that have invaded, 
and laid in a heap, yet frightened and 
chased away by heaven with lightning 
and thunder; while the other part, 
flourishing and fruitful, is pleasantly 
lighted by Jehovah from the clouds. The 
circumscription elucidates the cause of this 
repeated prosperity of the vineyard taken 
from the well-known morning hymn of 
thanksgiving, “Wach auf, mein Herz, und 
singe” [Awake, my heart, and sing], which 
thus betrays the date: DEIN sCHVTZ HAT 
MICH VERNEVET. [Thy protection has 
renewed me.] In the exergue, there is also 
added to this the day when this jubilee was 


celebrated in the words: CELEBRatum Die 
31. OCTobris 1. & 2. NOVembris, that is, 
“Celebrated the 31st of October, the Ist and 
2nd of November.” 

IIl. 

On the third medal, 2-loth silver, which 
may be found in Table 5, number 3,(m) the 
obverse agrees with the previous medal’s re- 
verse in all respects. 

On the reverse of this one, however, 
appears the bust of Christ, beaming with 
grace, bearing in His right hand the orb of 
the world to indicate His directing power 
over all the earth; but in His left hand 
holding the cross, the greatest mark both of 
the Christian Church as of Christians to be 
found therein, with the intent of not letting 
His believers be left without comfort in 
these sorrowful yet (in Him) always joyful 
times, and in the jubilee which they have 
lived to see, but as it were to lift them up 
with the words of Joel 2:21, which compose 
the circumscription: FV[E]RCHTE DICH 
NICHT, LIEBES LAND, SONDERN SEY 
FROHLICH Und GETROST, DENN DER 
HERR KANN AVCH GROS[S]JE DINGE 
THVN. [Fear not, dear land, but be joyful 
and of good cheer, for THE LORD can 
also do great things.] In the exergue, the 
occasion as well as the basis of this joy is 
expressed in the following: I[VBILeum II. 
REFORMationis LVTHeranum. Verbum 
Domini Manet In ternum. That is, “The 
second jubilee of the Lutheran Reformation. 
God’s Word endures forever.” The preparer 
of the medal is Christian Wermuth. 

IV. 

The fourth medal, in silver of 2 loths, the 
design of which the gracious reader will find 
in Table X, number 3, is illustrated on the 
first side with the bust of Christ, as the Head 
and steadfast Defender of His congregation 
until the end of days (no doubt referred to by 
the text on the hem of the garment: MATH. 
XXVIII. v. 20., where, namely He is heard 
saying: “And behold, I am with you every 
day until the end of the world”),(n) accord- 
ing to the description of Eusebius and <8>

of light, with His words, spoken former- 
ly in deepest humiliation (Matt. 10:32) 
as it were exhorting His own to stead- 
fastness in these sorrowful times, which 
words simultaneously compose the cir- 
cumscription: WER MICH BEKENNET 
FVR DEN MENSCHEN, DEN WILL 
ICH AVCH BEKENNEN FVR MEINEM 
HIMLISCHEN VATTER MATH@i X. 
32. [“Whoever confesses Me before men, 
him will I also confess before My heaven- 
ly Father; Matthew 10:32.”] 

The other side is distinguished by the 
Christian, Evangelical Church in the form 
of a modestly clothed female adorned 
with a wreath of lilies or roses on her 
head, over which rays of grace descend, 
and above that appears the divine name 
Jehovah. In her right hand she holds a 
cross as her chief emblem and sign, and in 
her left hand a banner or flag of victory, 
on which, according to the usage intro- 
duced among the first Christians, is found 


Christ’s monogram ( aC ) and with this 


she smites the infernal dragon which has 
been cast to the ground and which she 
tramples with her left foot. On her right, 
she has before her an altar on which are 
found the symbols of the Sacraments of 
Holy Baptism and Communion availed of 
in the aforesaid Church and appointed for 
general salvation thereof—a baptismal 
ewer and basin next to a chalice and wa- 
fer—and between them the opened book, 
in which BIBLIA may be read, and behind 
it a burning candle. This is to show that 
the Christian, Evangelical religion, which 
is still pure and undistorted as regards 
doctrine, and most comforting to pen- 
itent sinners on account of the savor of 
her Gospel, and which retains both Sac- 
raments according to Christ’s institution, 
namely, Holy Baptism and Holy Commu- 
nion, as well as the unhindered use and 
application of the Bible, or Divine Word, 
although with many crosses, oppression, 
persecutions, and unpleasantness which 
have ever and always befallen her, may 
nevertheless always rejoice in victory 
through Christ over her enemies spiritu- 
al and corporeal. The creator’s intent is 
further clarified by the writing appearing 
on the front of the altar: IN MEMORiam 
IVBIL@i EVANGelici II, SAXONUM. 
That is, “In commemoration of the sec- 
ond Evangelical jubilee festival in Sax- 
ony.” And below this in the exergue: Die 
31. OCTobris 1717. That is, “The 31st of 
October, 1717.” It is also clarified by the 
circumscription, which consists of a Da- 


vidic wish (from Psalm 33:22) for the con- 
tinued grace of God to be granted her in 
the future: DEINE GUTE, O HERR, SEY 
NOCH FERNER UBER UNS, DIE WIR 
AVF DICH HOFFEN. PS. 33. [Let Your 
goodness, O Lord, continue to be upon us, 
who hope in You. Psalm 33]. The medalist 
who produced it is Christian Wermuth. 
V. 

The next medal, in silver of 2 loths, visi- 
ble in a copper engraving in Table IV, num- 
ber 7, may be granted a place here as well, 
since it features an illustration of Elector 
Friedrich III’s bust as well as a dream that 
he had. On the first side appears, simply to 
the glory of said Elector of Saxony, Frid- 
ericus III, with the surname “der Weise” 
[the Wise], a bust in customary elector- 
al regalia and the elector’s hat, bearing in 
his right hand the electoral sword with his 
name and the title, more common today 
than in that time: FRIDERICVS III. DVX 
SAXonie Sacri Romani Imperii ARCHI- 
MARSCHALLVS ET ELECTOR, that is, 
“Friedrich the Third, Duke of Saxony, 
Arch-Marshal of the Holy Roman Empire 
and Elector. 

The opposite side contains the dream 
which he is supposed to have had at his 
palace in Schweinitz, not far from Witten- 
berg, the night before All Saints’ Day in 
the year 1517, which has been repeated- 
ly disputed about by learned men up till 
now, yet is made no more certain nor less 
certain by this representation. Namely, the 
dreaming elector (who, according to the 
copper engraving on the subject frequently 
published before this, is represented above 
in a bed) sees while sleeping (to sketch it 
briefly) as it were a monk from heaven, 
of fine features, writing something on the 
door of the Castle Church of Wittenberg, 
after having obtained from the chancellor 
the permission to do so after the instruc- 
tion of many saints, which came with him, 
that his doctrine might be corrected and 
agree with that of the Apostles. This is ex- 
pressed here by the monk holding before 
him a book with his left hand and with 
his right hand writing on the gate door. 
This monk is supposed afterward to have 
written with such large letters on the door 
that the elector was able to recognize and 
read the writing even in Schweinitz, and 
to have used such a long pen for the task 
that its tip reached all the way to Rome, 
where it is said to have pierced both ears 
of a lion and to have so struck the three- 
fold tiara of the pope (this is for the most 
part represented on the coin) that it began 
to fall over and could scarcely be saved by 
the cardinals and electors running to it.

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monk (according to the content of the 
dream), said papal tiara was increasingly 
disturbed by the pen, by which it eventu- 
ally happened that the lion began to roar 
more vehemently, and eventually in such 
a manner that not only a great multitude 
ran out of Rome, but even the estates of 
the Roman empire from Germany did so. 
Hereupon we discern above in the dis- 
tance how many of the imperial estates, 
from persons spiritual and secular, ex- 
ert themselves most zealously (which is 
the continuation of the dream), but it is 
all in vain, and to their greater humilia- 
tion, whereupon they even accuse of the 
monk of witchcraft. But after the elector 
was asked where this monk had gotten 
his quill pen and what the reason for its 
firmness and strength was, he was heard 
to say that it was from a hundred-year old 
Bohemian goose, and was given to him by 
his old teacher as a keepsake, with the ad- 
monition to preserve it well; but that its 
firmness arose from the fact that its soul, 
or the soft interior part, could not be re- 
moved from it. This has been represented 
to some degree on the medal below by a 
goose being roasted on a fire and a quill 
being first plucked from it. After all this 
was made known, more small quills are 
supposed to have grown out of the afore- 
said large quill (this is also expressed on 
the medal), which were gathered and tak- 
en up with great eagerness by scholars, 
who were not possessed of such virtue, 
however. The legend at the top is simply: 
SOMNium FRIDERici SAPientis Electo- 
ris SAXoniw NOCTe 30. AD 31 OCTo- 
bris 1517. That is, “The dream of Frid- 
ericus der Weise, Elector of Saxony, in the 
night of the 30th to the 31st of October, 
1517”? Below: IN MEMORiam IVBilei 
EVANGelici SECVNDi 31. OCTobris, 
that is, “In commemoration of the second 
Evangelical jubilee year, the 31st of Octo- 
ber.” The year of this occasion is contrib- 
uted by the circumscription consisting of 
a chronostich: 
MENTE DEO CONCORS AEVO 
RENOVATVR IN IPso. 
That is, “This dream, according to the 
sense, as it were, and with the intention 
of God, is (justly) renewed in the present 
age.” The creator of this medal is Chris- 
tian Wermuth.

The sixth medal, in silver of 2 loths 
(which may be seen in the copper engrav- 
ing, Table X, number 4), on the obverse 
contains again the aforesaid dream, as we 
have already described. 

On the reverse, however, appears 
only the words of Joel 2:28, which not 


unsuitably pertain to this subject, and 
simultaneously indicate the year of the 
present jubilee (1717): PROPHETABVNT 
FILII VESTRI ET FILIAE VESTRAE, 
SENSES VESTRI SOMNIA, ET IVVENES 
VESTRI VISIONES VIDEBVNT. IOELIsII. 
11.28. That is, “Your sons and daughters 
shall prophesy, your old men shall dream 
dreams, and your young men shall see 
visions. [Joel 2:28].” The creator of this 
medal is again Christian Wermuth.

The seventh medal, in silver of 1 loth, 
the illustration of which is shared with 
the gracious reader in Table VIII, number 
15, on one side depicts Noah’s ark sailing 
in wild waters beneath an eye of divine 
providence sending down rays from 
on high, without doubt portraying the 
Christian, Evangelical Church, in which, 
under God’s special supervision and 
oversight, and since the Most High in her 
midst Himself guides the rudder, God’s 
true servants and worshipers in Spirit and 
in truth, under manifold dangers, when 
it would be thought that the waves would 
soon crash over her head, have always and 
ever been mightily protected and safely 
preserved against all the guile and force 
of her enemies spiritual and corporeal, 
and brought through to temporal as well 
as eternal safety. With this superscription: 
MEDIIS SERVABOR IN VNDIS. That is,

God’s shelter covers me securely. ] 

The opposite side indicates in hexame- 
ter the basis of this preservation, namely, 
a constant hope in God. The text seems to 
be drawn from the comforting verse, “Wer 
hofft in Gott und dem vertraut, / der wird 
nimmer zu schanden” [Whoever hopes in 
God and trusts in Him will never be put 
to shame], of the familiar hymn, “Durch 
Adams Fall ist ganz verderbt,” etc. This 
simultaneously yields the year of the sol- 
emnly observed jubilee (1717) by way of 
Roman numerals:

CONFVSA POTENTI. 
That is,

The eighth medal, in silver of 1/2 loth, found 
in copper engraving in Table IJ, number 8 (and 
a smaller minting in Table XII, number 7), on its 
first side represents, according to the manner of 
the Jewish shekel, Aaron’s budding almond-rod, 
as it was commonly accustomed to appear on 
such coins, and reminded the Jewish people of 
the miraculous confirmation of Aaron’s priest- 
hood (according to Numbers 17:8), suggesting 
the spiritual priesthood enduring henceforth 
to the end of the world, after the divine Word 
erupted from Wittenberg more swiftly than 
anyone expected,(o) with the superscription: 

SO BLU[V]T ISRAEL RECHTER ART, 

DER AVS DEM GEIST ERZEIGET WARD. 

[Thus Israel blooms in a right way, 

Which was begotten of the Spirit. ] 
Below, the time of this gift of grace is noted in 
the words: AM ANDERN EVANGELischen IV- 
BEL-IAHR. 1717. [On the second Evangelical 
jubilee year. 1717.] 

On the opposite side appears the coffer or the 
vessel in which the manna had to be preserved 
according to God’s command (Exodus 16:32), 
likewise according to the form appearing on the 
familiar Jewish shekel, in grateful recognition 
of the spiritual manna granted hitherto from 
heaven to the territory of Electoral Saxony un- 
der the Christian, Evangelical religion (which 
the cross above it is no doubt meant to signify) 
and yet more plainly by the longing desire for 
this expressed in Scripture: 

THV WOHL IN DEINER GVTIGKEIT,

On the ninth medal, in silver of 1 1/2 loths, 

the illustration of which the gracious read- 
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er will find in Table IV, number 8,(p) a com- 
forting invention is borrowed from the Eas- 
ter Monday gospel, found in Luke 24:13, 29, 
and 35, concerning the two disciples going to 
Emmaus. On its first side, the Lord Christ (as 
He alone who can do such according to His 
goodness, wisdom, and almighty power), as 
He is on the way during the setting of the sun 
and the years of the world hastening to their 
end, and as Martinus Lutherus and Philippus 
Melanchthon make their way toward the vil- 
lage lying before them (Wittenberg), and He 
is, as it were, compelled to abide with them, 
superscribed with these words: “Abide with us, 
for it is about to be evening, and the day is far 
spent,” or rather with the beginning of the de- 
vout hymn based on this: 
ACH BLEIB BEY UNS, HERR IESU 
CHRIST, 

WEIL ES NUN ABEND WORDEN IST. 
[Oh, abide with us, Lord Jesus Christ, 
Since it has now become evening. ] 

And this legend below: 
REFORMATIONS ANFANG Den 31. 
OCTOBris 1517. 
[The beginning of the Reformation, the 31st 
of October, 1517.] 

On the opposite side, Luther is seen stand- 
ing in his clerical habit, trimming with a wick- 
trimmer a dimly burning candle placed on a 
table and bringing it to its proper brightness, 
with the continuation of the words from the 
aforesaid hymn forming the superscription: 

DAS WIR DEIN WORT UND SACRAMENT 
REIN BEHALTEN BIS AN UNSER END. 

[That we may keep Your Word and Sacra- 

ment pure until our end.] 

And these words in the exergue: 
REFORMATIons FORTGANG, Den 31. 
OCTobris 1717. 
[The continuing of the Reformation, the 31st 
of October, 1717.]

The tenth medal, in silver of 1 loth (which may 
be found and examined in copper engraving in 
Table VII, number 6), on the obverse shows 


(o) In consideration of his advancement, which happened more swiftly than anyone 
expected, Aeneas Sylvius, later called Pope Pius II, also made use of the “rod of Aaron 
that flourished in one night,” with the superscription: INSPERATA FLORUIT. Likewise, 
the famous Zittau director, Dr. Wentzel, used it as his device, with the superscription: 
NATVRAM SVPERANTE DEO. (See Hilaria 1:165a.) 

(p) We are not unfamiliar with the fact that this was produced in a renowned city of an 
adjacent territory, and might well have been made with subtle reference to a dear pious 
priest who died some years ago; yet based on its content, it may certainly be given a place 
here. But whether this or following ones, or even previous ones, have served for the rec- 
ognition of the jubilee in the city of Zittau, we cannot guarantee with certainty, yet the 
following, reliable report from Hilaria 1:165, is included here: “Yet because the collective 
clergy and stipendiates, as well as other church employees... have made a special effort 
and endeavor ... so in recognition of those members of the most reverend ministry and 
scholastic college also, certain jubilee coins have been apportioned, and honorariums 
conferred according to the opportunity of the circumstances.”

the <11> bust of Luther, and specifically 
from the left side, as he was viewed in his 
younger years, and in his priestly garment, 
with the well-known circumscription, 
from which the year of the present jubi- 
lee of 1717 is obtained by Roman numer- 
als: MARTINVS LVTHERVS THEOLOGI2£ 
DoCror, that is, “Martin Luther, teacher 
of Holy Scripture [= of theology]. 

The reverse, on the other hand, in the 
manner of the Roman “celebration coins” 
[Freuden-Miintzen] of emperor Domitian, 
Gallienus, and Constantine the Great, 
as such appear in copper in the Nummi 
Arschotani aurei (Table LI, number 9), 
Rubenius (Table LXV, number 8), the Comes 
Mediobarba, and Jacobus Oiselius (Table. 
LVIII, number 1, page 344), features four 
naked children making jubilee, yet with 
the change that here, the first carries the 
cap of liberty, as a reminder of Christians’ 
freedom, wherewith Christ has freed them 
from the curse of the Law; the second, an 
olive branch, as a sign of the grace and 
reconciliation with God in Christ Jesus 
obtained through the Gospel; the third, 
a cross, as a sign that all who wish to be 
Christ’s disciples must bear His cross and 
patiently follow after Him; the fourth, 
a Bible, from which they are to know 
His will all the better and, supplied with 
the Sacraments ordained in accordance 
therewith, to suffer confidently and to 
die blessedly, with these words further 
stamped above, which again produce 
by the calculation of Roman numerals 
the year inserted below in the exergue 
(MDCCXVII): GAVDIVM sECVLARI 
ALTERO, that is, “the joy fostered in the 
second jubilee year.” 

XI. 

The eleventh medal, produced in 1-loth 
silver (seen in copper engraving in Table 
V, number 11), on the obverse seems 
to be based on those which emerged 
already in the previous century.(q) And 
because those which feature depictions 
of the elector were already referenced 
by Christian Juncker as well as W. E. 
Tentzel among the Saxon jubilee medals; 
it will hopefully not be called unjust of 
us that we have included them here. For 
here we see the images of both electors 
of Saxony, Fridericus III and Johannes 
Georgius I, as the wise and magnanimous 
[resp.] confessors and champions of the 
Evangelical doctrine, of whom the former 
has the electoral sword lying on the table 
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before him, representing his reign ended 
already ninety-three years before that 
time, but holding a book with both hands, 
in which may be read the verse from Psalm 
119:389: VERBVM DOMINI MANET IN 
ZETERNVM. That is, “The Word of the 
Lord endures forever.” Meanwhile, Elector 
Johann Georg I, as the elector reigning at 
the time (1617), joins in holding the book 
with his left hand, while with his right he 
holds aloft the bared electoral sword, as 
a sign that he is ready to defend with all 
force the pure doctrine of the Word of God, 
and particularly of Christ, as a monument 
to whom a crucifix may be seen erected 
between the two, above and behind them; 
with this circumscription which contains 
both men’s names and titles: Dei Gratia, 
FRIDericus III. Des Gratia IOHannes 
GEORGius DVX SAXonie. That is, “By 
the grace of God Friedrich the Third, by 
the grace of God Johann Georg, Duke of 
Saxony.” In addition, in the exergue, the 
year 1617. 

On the reverse is an angel with a palm 
branch in his right hand, at a table cov- 
ered with a carpet, on the front of which 
are embroidered the two Saxon electoral 
swords, and with his left hand, along with 
Luther and accompanied by rays from the 
divine name Jehovah, removes a bushel 
of dim ignorance and deceiving human 
traditions up from a burning candle on 
a candlestick of the Word in the Law and 
Gospel, according to the words of Christ 
in Matthew 5:15: “Neither does one light a 
candle and place it under a bushel, but on 
a lampstand, and it gives light to all who 
are in the house.” The light of the Gos- 
pel means in this way that it can now be 
seen by everyone in its brightness. Luther 
on the side of the table at the left hand 
points with the finger of his left hand to 
the flaming candle just mentioned, as he 
who by God’s special gracious assistance, 
rediscovered it after it was long obscured, 
and restored it to brighter illumination, 
surrounded with the words: FVLGEAT 
AETERNVM! 

That is, 

“Lafs deines Wortes hellen Schein, 

HErr, ewig bey uns krdfftig seyn! 

[Let the bright glow of Thy Word, 

O Lord, be mighty among us forever! ] 
This is further accompanied by the year of 
the present jubilee, 1717, below in the ex- 
ergue, as the year in which this medal was 
re-released and renewed. <12>

Among those which were to some extent 
re-releases originally created in the previous 
century, we may certainly include medal XII 
now following, in silver of 2 loths, as well as the 
medal [XIII]: 

XII. 

Medal XIII is somewhat smaller than XII, yet 
in its design similar in all respects to it, and 
minted only 1 loth heavier. The gracious reader 
will find medal XII represented in copper en- 
graving in Table IV, number 5, and this one in 
Table VII, number 16. On one side we see again 
the judicious defender of the Evangelical truth, 
Elector Fridericus der Weise, in his customary 
electoral dress and bared head, standing at a ta- 
ble on his right hand, and bearing in his right 
hand the elector’s sword, with the two fingers 
of his left hand pointing to the divine name Je- 
hovah from which rays of grace descend, and as 
it were indicating herewith his endorsement of 
the pure Evangelical doctrine; on the left hand, 
opposite Luther, in his priestly habit and bared 
head, raising aloft in his right hand a bright- 
ly burning candle while his left index finger 
points to a book lying on the table (draped 
with a cloth, on the front of which the electors’ 
swords are seen as it were embroidered into it), 
in which book may be read the words, as its 
title: BIBLIA SACRA, that is, “Holy Scripture,” 
with the circumscription from Psalm 119:89: 
VERBUM DOMINI MANET IN ZATERNUM, 
that is, “The Word of the Lord endures forev- 
er. All of this indisputably refers to the fact 
that under the reign of Fridericus der Weise, 
Luther raised again and restored the light of 
the Gospel by diligently reading and searching 
Scripture, which was owing only to God’s most 
gracious providence. 

The reverse, by contrast, consists only of 
the following legend, which may remind us 
to thank God for the great benefit that He has 
granted in bringing His Word out again from 
the darkness: 

DAS SICH DES WORTES LICHT DURCH 

LUTHERS TREUE HAND, 

NACH LANGER FINSTERNUS ZVR 
CHRISTENHEIT GEWANDT, 
PREIST GOTT DIE CHRISTEN SCHAAR 
NVN ZWEYMAL HVNDERT IAHR. 
[That the light of the Word, by Luther’s faith- 
ful hand, / returned to Christendom after long 
darkness, / the Christian flock glorifies God, / 

now for two centuries]. 

In the exergue below we also find the year 
of the present jubilee contained in the name 
of blessed Luther: MarTINVs LVTHERVS 
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THEOLOGIa DoCror. That is, “Martin Lu- 
ther, teacher of Holy Scripture [= theology]? 
And because we said above that this coin was 
re-released, and that coined by the Nuremberg 
medalist Christian Mahler a century earlier 
is in our possession, which has likewise been 
presented by Sir Christian Juncker in copper 
engraving in his Giildene und silberne Eh- 
ren-Geddchtnis (page 382), we hope that we 
do not do amiss if we include here, in passing, 
the earlier reverse of this medal, or rather the 
sketch of the whole medal, which the gracious 
reader will find in Table V, number 6: 
G. Z. E. (Gott Zu Ehren)

Below, we again encounter the year of the 
former jubilee (1617) in the name of blessed 
Luther, in this form: MARTINVs LVTHERVS

The fourteenth medal, regarding the first side, 
is in all respects perfectly the same as the fore- 
going, except that it is of only 1 loth (found in 
copper engraving in Table VII, number 7). 

The other side, however, presents, in lieu of 
a reverse, within a beautiful laurel wreath, the 
words of David from his 91st Psalm, which si- 
multaneously contains the year of the present 
jubilee (1717): PSALM 91. v. 1.

The fifteenth medal, in silver of 2 loths but in 
gold at 12 ducats,!°” the design of which may be 
seen in Table IV, number 9, again features the 
blessed man, Dr. Martin Luther’s, bust from the 
left side, with his friendly yet simultaneously se- 
rious expression, represented with the already 
quite frequent and almost thoroughly usual 
legend:(r) MARTINVs LVTHERVS THEOLOGIz 
DoCror. That is, “Martin Luther, teacher of 
Holy Scripture [= theology]. <13>

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On the other side we find a representa- 
tion of a pharum, or lighthouse, lighting 
up the dark sky far over the ocean, name- 
ly, lighting the darkness for the ship of 
the Lord Christ and His believers (or the 
Christian church), the sail of which bears 
a cross, and which tosses on the raging sea 
and in the perilous blasts of wind amid 
numerous rocky cliffs and other dangers, 
and showing the right way to the safe port 
or harbor, with the superscription, which 
contains not only a fitting anagram, or 
clever transposition, of the letters found 
on the first side, but also simultaneously 
produces a perfect line of hexameter:

The invention of this jubilee medal 
may have been occasioned by the 
blessed director, Christian Juncker, in 
Altenburg, namely, when in his Giildene 
und silberne Ehren-GeddchtnifS [page 25] 
he included this anagram on the name 
“D. MARTINVS LVTHERVS, and with 
a few words thus expanded the hexameter 
as follows: “TV [VT] TVRRIS LVMEN

the lamp of the Word]. 

This not-inapt invention was thus lat- 
er perfected by the creator of the jubilee 
medal and put in a complete form for 
the jubilee medal.

HE FIRST SIDE OF THE FIRST MEDAL IN 

silver of 2 loths, which is found in copper en- 
graving in Table III, number 4, contains the bust 
of the high-princely, serene, now-reigning Duke 
of Saxe-Weissenfels-Querfurt, Christianus, who 
was most graciously pleased, in the manner of a 
Christian prince, to order his general and most 
solemn celebration with greatest attention.(s) 
His image is here presented with bared head 
and surrounded by his usual name and title: 
CHRISTIANus Dei Gratia DVX SAXO-Qver- 
furtensis, luliw, Clivie, Montium, Angrie & 
Westphalie. That is, “Christian, by God’s grace 
Duke of Saxe-Querfurt, Jiilich, Cleve, and Berg, 
and Angria and Westphalia.” 

On the other side is Luther in his customary 
priestly attire and bared head, kneeling, with 
face lifted to heaven, from whence he is light- 
ed by the name Jehovah emitting rays of grace, 
in his right hand holding the chalice and wafer 
over it, and in his left holding a book, the Bi- 
ble, marked with the word BIBLIA printed on 
its first page, to indicate what we especially owe 


to Luther under the powerful assistance, bene- 
diction, and blessing from heaven, viz., God’s 
Word in its purity and the Sacraments without 
distortion, according to the original institution 
of Christ, with the humble thanks given to the 
Divine Majesty both by him during his own life 
as well as by all his spiritual posterity today for 
this great, lofty, and unspeakable benefit, which 
the circumscription indicates simultaneously 
with the year of the present jubilee: GLorIA 
CuHRIsTo LAVDESQVE MANEBVNT. That is:

entirely with the foregoing, nor is it distin- 
guished on the other side in any point ex- 
cept that “BIBLIA” does not appear on the 
first leaf of the book on account of the lack 
of space. 

III. 

On the third silver medal, of 1 loth, which 
may be seen in copper engraving in Table V, 
number 7, appears the prince’s bust in full 
agreement with that previously described. 

On the reverse, the viewer is presented 
with a handsomely built church, which by the 
crosses, with which its towers are furnished, is 
distinguished from heathen temples and other 
buildings, and which is founded on a strong 
rock marked with the word CHRISTVS, and 
the following circumscription, which gives 
an even clearer sense of its endurance, and 
simultaneously produces the year 1717: soLa IN 
soLo CurISTO AETERNVM DVRATVRA. That 
is:

HE FIRST SIDE OF THIS FIRST MEDAL, 

in silver of 2 loths, and in gold at 10 
ducats, the design of which may be seen 
in Table III, number 11, shows the bust of 
the current Duke of Saxe-Merseburg and 
postulated administrator of the cathedral 
of Merseburg, Moritz Wilhelm, whose 
zeal as a Christian prince was no less 
energetic in the solemn celebration of this 
feast,(t) with this princely name and title 
surrounding: MAVRITius WILHelmus 
Dei Gratia DVX SAXoniae, Julie, Clivie, 
Montium, POSTulatus ADMinistrator 
EPISCopatus MARTIS Burgensis. That 
is, “Moritz Wilhelm, by the grace of God 
Duke of Saxony, Jiilich, Cleve, and Berg, 
postulated administrator of the cathedral 
of Mersburg. 

The opposite side features a ship, its filled 
and wind-driven sails embroidered with a 
cross, sailing its way in the wild ocean and 
raging waves with frequent lightning and 
tempest, and accompanying dolphins. But 
to the great comfort of the duke, who holds 
in his right hand a chalice and wafer, and 
in his left hand the Bible open before him, 
and has his brother sitting behind him,!!” 
Christ holds the rudder in the stern of the 
ship, under the confident and hopeful res- 
olution which the legend below provides 


simultaneously with the year of the jubilee 
(1717): 
CuRISTO DVCE SERVABIMVR. 
That is: 
Wieder aller Feinde Trutz, 

Stellt uns sicher Christi Schutz! 
[Against all the enemies’ defiance, 
Christ’s protection makes us safe!] 

The circumscription explains the im- 
pression thus: IN MEMORIAM SECVLI

OCTobris Fieri Fecit. That is, “.. caused it 
to be made in commemoration of the sec- 
ond Lutheran jubilee celebrated on the 31st 
of October.” This is from the hand of the 
Gotha medalist Christian Wermuth.

The second medal, in silver of 1 loth and 
gold at 5 ducats, the design of which is 
found in Table X, number 5, likewise has 
only the bust of the esteemed duke with 
the aforesaid circumscription, differing lit- 
tle: MAVRITius WILHelmus, Dei Gratia, 
Dux SAXonie, lIulie, Clivie, Montium, 
Postulatus ADMinistrator EPISCopatus 
MARTISBurgensis. 

The reverse is in all respects the same as 
the previous examples, except that instead

HE WHOLE REICHSTHALERS 

(design found in Table IV, number 
10), which his Most Serene Highness, the 
presently reigning Duke of Saxe-Weimar, 
Wilhelm Ernst—whose highly acclaimed 
zeal is abundantly evident from his most 
gracious rescript to the senior consistory 
in Weimar regarding the declaration 
and celebration of this feast, from his 
instruction thereby to celebrate it, from 
his formulary for giving thanks, and 
from the higher consistory’s edict issued 
in this matter (above in Hilaria 1:208- 
212)—most graciously caused to be 
created to add greater solemnity to this 
feast, feature on one side the following 
legend: IN MEMORIAM IVBILAEI 
SECVNDI EVANGELICI VINARIAE 
CELEBRATI XXXI OCTobris M DCC 
XVII. That is, “In commemoration of 
the second Evangelical jubilee festival 
in Weimar, celebrated on the 31st of 
October, 1717.” 

On the other side, we see a burning 
candle on a candlestick, the latter stand- 
ing on a book, suggesting the Bible, laid 
[open] on a table covered with a hanging, 
on the front of which is embroidered the 
cipher or initials of the duke’s name, W. 
E. (Wilhelm Ernst) under a princely hat, 
and on the right side, the Saxon coat-of- 
arms with its rue wreath. Through this 
noble house’s exceptional protection and 
solicitous support, in which it has sub- 
jected itself to manifold dangers of life 
and limb and countless other inconve- 
niences from enemies spiritual and cor- 
poreal, God has most closely continued 
the salutary work of the Christian Refor- 
mation. The aforesaid candle, namely, of 
the Holy Gospel, is seen being kindled by 
a hand coming from the clouds of heav- 
en with a flaming torch. It is likewise 
vehemently blown at on every side by 
four tempestuous winds, yet to no avail. 
Accompanying these things is the dou- 
ble German and Latin superscription, of 
which the Latin simultaneously gives the 
year of the solemnly celebrated feast in 


Roman numerals, while both express the 
futile and fruitless endeavor by enemies 
spiritual and corporeal, and their tyran- 
ny, factions, and sects, to extinguish and 
entirely blot it out: 
SIE DAEMPFFEN NICHT 
DES WORTES LICHT! 
[They do not blot out 

The light of the Word!] 
And then: 
A DEO ACCENSVM QVIs SVPERABIT? 
That is: 

Da es von GOtt selbst angeziindt, 

So tobt umbsonst der Feinde Wind! 
[Since it is kindled by God Himself, 
the wind of the enemies rages in vain!]

The largest of these medals, in silver of 2 
loths and in gold at 12 ducats, located in copper 
engraving in Table I, number 3, and Table VI, 
number 2, respectively, presents to the viewer 
the bust of the aforesaid duke circumscribed 
by his name and title: IOHannes WILHelmus, 
DVX SAXonie, Lulie, Clivie, Montium, 
Angarie ET Westphalie, that is, “Johann 
Wilhelm, Duke of Saxony, Jiilich, Cleve, and 
Berg, and Angria and Westphalia.” 

The second side features a devout wish to 
God asking for both the true and profound wel- 
fare of his most serene household as well as the 
constant spiritual prosperity of all his faithful 
subjects, as an undying memorial of this jubilee 
festival celebrated before God with the deepest 
heartfelt joy, as it were his most gracious last 
will and testament: 

DER, GOTT ZV PREISS VND DANCK, DER 
KIRCHEN IVBEL-FEST 
IN SEINER RESIDENZ UND LANDEN 
FEYREN LASST, 
WILL, DASS SEIN HAVS UND LAND SICH 
NIMMER MEHR VERKEHRE 
VON GOTTES WAHREM WORT, UND 
LVTHERS REINER LEHRE. 
MDCCKXVII. Die 31. OCTObris. 
[He who, God be praised and thanked, 
causes the Church’s jubilee festival 
to be celebrated 
in his residence and territories, 
desires that his house and land 
may never turn away 
from God’s true Word and 
Luther’s pure doctrine.

The second piece, in silver of 1 loth and 1 
quentgen (the design of which is found in Ta- 
ble V, number 9), presents Luther, the precious

instrument appointed by God in preference to 
many thousand others for this purpose, in his 
customary pastoral attire, lighted by rays de- 
scending from Jehovah out of the clouds above, 
holding in his right hand a burning candle on 
a candlestick, and with his left hand pointing 
to a book lying on a table standing before him 
and bearing on its first page the words: BIBLIA 
SACRA, that is, “Holy Scripture.” The table is 
decked with a cloth embroidered with the Sax- 
on coat-of-arms with the wreath of rue under 
a princely hat, to show that just as Luther, with 
God’s special assistance from on high, drew 
forth from the deep and terrible darkness of the 
papacy, as it were from under the bench, the 
light of the Holy Gospel and saving faith and 
Holy Scripture, by teaching, reading, and dis- 
puting, and put it on the table, the altars, and 
the pulpits of Saxony first for everyone’s pub- 
lic use; so God is also most fittingly to be seen 
as the one to whom we first owe thanks until 
now for this brightly and clearly shining Light 
of the Gospel on the golden candlestick in our 
churches; and we should offer prayer and sup- 
plication, glory and gratitude to God for equip- 
ping such a salutary instrument, and ask Him 
further to preserve this light and radiance in 
our churches and schools, that this lamp of His 
Word may not henceforth be dislodged from its 
place by impenitence, ungodliness, and ingrat- 
itude. The circumscription accordingly reads: 

DER REINEN LEHRE LICHT SCHEINT 

VNS NOCH HELL VND KLAHR, 
GOTT LOB! DRVM FEYREN WIR DAS 
ZWEYTE IVBEL-IAHR. 

[The light of the pure doctrine 
still shines bright and clear for us, 

God be praised! Therefore let us celebrate the 
second jubilee year.] 

On the second side, the viewer encounters 
standing on the open sea a pharus, or 
lighthouse, from which protrudes a burning 
pitch-barrel hanging from an iron cross-beam, 
toward which the ships roaming the sea, and 
often in tempestuous waters, make their way by 
night, and can mark their course to the safe and 
fortified harbor lying nearby (just as one has 
been depicted on its way thither), no doubt with 
the intent that nothing can be safer for a “ship” 
of life that finds itself on the sea of the world 
than the certain and <17> undeceiving lamp 
of the divine Word, by means of whose glow it

CENSis. That is, “Johann Wilhelm, Duke of 
Saxe-Eisenach.”” 

The other side, the interior field shows 
the wreath of rue with a burning candle on 
a candlestick standing on a table, in front 
of which the Bible lies open, in which may 
be read: VERBVM DOMINI MANET IN 
ZETERNVM, that is, “The Word of God 
[=the Lord] endures forever.” Circumscribed 
below it is added: IVBileum LVTHeranum 
II. 1717. Die 31. OCTOBris. That is, “The 
second Lutheran jubilee, 1717, on the 31st of 
October” The outer circumscription, which 
simultaneously contains the purpose of the 
stamped imagery, is as follows:

The commemorative groschen [sixthly], 
the design of which pieces the gracious reader 
will find in Table X, number 9, contain on one 
side the cipher or initials of his Most Serene 
Highness the Duke’s name (Johann Wilhelm) 
under a princely hat, circumscribed by the 
words: ZVM ANDencken Des 2. (andern) 
Evangelischen IVBELIAHRS, Den 31.

The other side shows an <18> eagle flying 
from the sea toward the sun, with this 
circumscription: DIE AVF DEN HERREN 
HARREN KRIEGEN NEVE KRAFFT. 
IESaiw 40. [Those who wait on the Lord 
receive new strength. Isaiah 40.] Here the 
most gracious intent no doubt was turned 
toward the oppressed but never suppressed 
people of God, whose confidence stands 
firm in God, and which therefore waits 
for Him from one year to the next, indeed, 
from one age to the next, and in such

waiting certainly observes that He gives 
strength to the weary and power enough 
to the powerless—indeed, that the godly 
and those who trust in God only receive 
more new strength (for praying, glorying, 
praising, and giving thanks), that they 
soar (in their devotion) with wings like 
eagles—which natural scientists say are 
in fact continually rejuvenated—that they 
run (in their path of virtue) and do not 
faint; that they walk (in the way of God’s 
commandments) and do not grow weary. 


[Medals of] Saxe-Gotha 


AS HIS Most SERENE HIGHNESS, THE 
presently (and, God grant! long-) reigning, 
most gracious territorial prince, in all 
his most renowned actions has always 
unfailingly shown his most notable 
virtue to be the fear of God, so also 
in this occasion bestowed by God, his 
Most Serene Highness wished to show 
how great a part he takes in the joy with 
which the whole Evangelical Church has 
been graced now with the passage of two 
centuries since the salutary Reformation 
and thus the miraculous preservation of 
the only-saving Word to this day. And 
therefore, that nothing may be lacking 
which might be conducive for the 
solemnizing of this festival of rejoicing 
and thanksgiving(c) and for the greater 
continuance of this commemoration, 
at his most gracious special request, 
various pieces, including medals(d) 
from his medalist, and commemorative 
coins(e) from the master of his mint, 
were created from gold and silver in 
the princely mint, as detailed below, 
containing in them exceptional marks 
of his Most Serene Highness’s light and 
zeal for the glory of God and the true 
Evangelical Church, as every reader will 
recognize. 


I. 
The first medal, in gold at 12 ducats, 
in silver at 2 loths, the design of 


which the gracious reader will find 
in Table III, number 9, exhibits on its 
first side his Most Serene Highness’s 
skillfully sculpted bust, which bears the 
circumscription: FRIDERicus II. DVX 
SAXO-GOTHanus. That is, “Friedrich 
the Second, Duke of Saxe-Gotha.” 

On the second side appears a brightly 
burning candle symbolizing the lamp of 
the Holy Gospel pulled out from under 
the bushel, under which it lay a long time 
through the compulsory statutes of men, 
and also placed on an altar that it may 
shine and give light to everyone who de- 
sires it, on the front of which altar the es- 
sential name of God, Jehovah, gleams as it 
were in gold to distinguish it from other, 
profane altars, and is accompanied by the 
superscription that was formerly seen in 
times of celebration among the Romans 
also, on the coins of the Emperors M. Ju- 
lius Philippus, M. Claudius Tacitus, M. 
Annius Florianus, M. Aurelius Probus, 
and also previously encountered on those 
of Empress Crispina, the wife of Commo- 
dus; namely: 

LAETITIA FVNDATA. 
That is, “Joy resting upon a _ good 
foundation, meaning that certainly no 
better foundation for a resigned, heartfelt 
joy in God could be indicated before, nor 
shall be manifested in time to come, than 
that which was sought <19> (and now

found) in the grateful recognition of this 
lofty and unspeakable benefit of God 
for having now preserved intact for two 
hundred years to this day the precious 
deposit of His Word and Holy Gospel 
and the right use of the Holy Sacraments 
for the salvation and blessedness of 
the souls of countless men against all 
the cunning assaults of the devil and 
the incessant and vehement raging of 
physical enemies, so that the lamp of the 
Word (it is surely safest to remain with 
the parable told by Christ, who Himself 
likens the doctrine of the Gospel to a 
light)(f) is cast down from the altar, but 
stands in full radiance(g) in the public 
Evangelical churches, as in the temples 
of His believers, and shall rest for time to 
come under God’s continued assistance 
form on high.

The second, likewise in gold at 12 ducats, 
and in silver at 2 1/2 loths, found in copper 
engraving in Table IV, number 4, is similar- 
ly furnished on the first side with the bust 
of the aforesaid duke and circumscribed 
with these words: FRIDERICVS II. DVX 
SAXO-GOTHANVS. That is, “Friedrich 
the Second, Duke of Saxe-Gotha.” 

The other side presents to viewers a 
palm tree which, though in the midst 
of many thorns amid rough winds and 
weather, nevertheless flourishes un- 
der the sweet radiance from heaven, 
and can be fittingly compared with the 
Christian Evangelical Church, pressed 
about under many thorns of enemies 
spiritual and corporeal, yet through 
God’s watchfulness and continued re- 
freshment not entirely suppressed. It is 
accompanied by the verse taken from 
the poet Ovid: 

VIXI ANNOS BIS CENTVM, NVNC 
TERTIA VIVITVR ATAS. 
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That is: 
Zwey hundert Jahr hab ich durch 
GOttes Krafft gestanden, 
Im dritten hundert griin ich nun in 
diesen Landen! 
[Two hundred years

Below, again, the year of this duration 
and joy inspired by it is contained in 
the words: IVBILeo II.

That is, “On the sec- 
ond Evangelical jubilee, 1717.”

The whole reichsthalers, the design 
of which is given to the curious reader 
in Table X, number 12, likewise have 
on one side the aforesaid prince’s 
bust with its circumscription: 
FRIDERICVS II. Dei Gratia DVX 
SAXO-GOTHANVS. That is, “Fried- 
rich the Second, Duke of Saxe-Gotha.” 

Their reverse contains a well-or- 
dered and pleasant vineyard, with 
which the church of God is frequent- 
ly found to be compared in Scripture, 
whose vines are well tended and cared 
for, and therefore bursting with many 
clusters, over which the divine eye 
is seen sending down its rays from a 
triangle. The superscription clarifies 
the cause of this well-managed vine- 
yard in the words: 

CVSTOS NON DORMIT. 
[That is, ]

Below, the time of this flourishing 
and pleasant vineyard is expressed:

27:3, God Himself indicates that He 
will protect His vineyard day and

of the Evangelical Church attempt to exert 
themselves and strike her down altogether, 
when there shall no longer be day and night, 
at which she also gladly leaves it, and only 
sighs with King David from Psalm 80:14 
[-16], “Turn, O God of Sabaoth, look down 
from heaven, and behold, and visit this vine, 
and maintain it; that which Your right hand 
has planted, and which You have chosen 
firmly for Yourself.

On the half reichsthalers, the same stamp 
and legend was most graciously chosen with 
respect to either side, and its design is found 
in Table X, number 13. 


The reichs-orthsthalers, found in copper 
engraving in Table X, number 14, besides 
the aforesaid design of the first side, on the 
other side, by contrast, depict a rock jutting 
high above the raging sea, carved into which 
is also discernible the initials: V. D. M. I. . 
That is, “Verbum Domini Manet In Ater- 
num,” which is to say, “The Word of God 
[=the Lord] endures forever.” Not only is 
this rock violently struck by hail and light- 
ning, but also the winds assay their strength 
against it on every side. It is superscribed 
with the words: 

VOBIS INVITIS. 
That is: 
Ihr méget oder wollet nicht, 
So steh ich fest und aufgericht! 
[Whether you wish or no, 
I stand firm and erect!] 

This is to show that the Word of God, 
which is otherwise quite often compared to 
a rock in Scripture, shall remain firm and 
immovable at all times against all roaring 
and water-billows of the restless sea of the 
world, and safe from the lightning and blast, 
snorting and raging, boasting and threaten- 
ing of its powerful enemies, according to the 
words of Luther in the famous, beautiful, 
and heroic hymn, “Ein feste Burg ist unser 
Gott,” etc.

This is accompanied below with the time 
stamped thus: IVBILeo [E] VANGelico II.

The half reichs-oerthgen [reichsértchen], 
the design of which is located in Table X, 
number 15, present on their reverse a sun, 
which by means of her bright, piercing 
rays is mightily bursting through the misty 
clouds; and the superscription: 


VI DISCVTIT. 

That is, 
Durch starcke Macht 
Dahin gebracht! 
[Brought along 
By power strong!] 
This is to indicate that the rays of the di- 
vine Word were of such power and effi- 
cacy at the rising of the Holy Gospel that 
they dispelled, broke, and scattered the 
clouds of false, papistic teaching and in- 
vented statutes of men. And once the radi- 
ance, working, and power of this sun has 
been truly discerned in the hearts of men, 
these clouds of human teaching and un- 
founded traditions will not so easily over- 
take the whole breadth of Germany again. 
And even if by God’s permission such a 
thing should happen, yet it would in short 
time be quite easily dispelled and driven 
away again by the very radiance of this 
sun. Below we may read the time of this 
joyful dispelling 200 years before; namely: 
IVBILeo EVANGelio II. MDCCXVII. 
VII. 

The ducats, and small medals in silver 
at 1 quentgen, found in copper engraving 
in Table IX, number 1, show, in addition 
to the aforesaid bust on one side, on the 
opposite side an oak tree full of fruit on an 
elevated ground, which tree is known for 
lasting a very long time compared to other 
trees. Such a quality is also certified con- 
cerning the Christian Church, and there- 
fore the superscription is made to indicate 
as much: 

EADEM PER SECVLA. 
[That is, ] 
Durch vieler hundert Jahre Frist 

Mein Wachsthum nur erkenntlich ist. 

[Through many hundred centuries, 
My growth is only recognizable. ] 
Below again, the legend, which comprises 
an imperishable testimony of this 
endurance, is worded: IVBILeo II. 
EVANGelico. 1717. That is, “On the 

second Evangelical jubilee year, 1717.” 
Vill. 

The 2-groschen pieces created, the 
design of which is seen in Table XI, number 
3, bear on their reverse only this legend: 
GRATA REFORMATIONIS ECCLESIAE 
RECORDATIO. ESRAE[#] VIII. 35. 
MDCCXVII. Die 31. OCTobris. That is, 
“On the second commemoration of the 
historic Reformation of the church. Ezra 
8:35. 1717, on the 31st day of October.” 
However, in the passage of Ezra 8 noted 
here, reference is made particularly to the 
words: “And the children of the captivity, 
who had come out of bondage, offered 
burnt offerings to the God of Israel, 
twelve bulls for the whole of <21> Israel, 
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ninety-six rams, seventy-seven lambs, 
twelve he-goats as a sin offering, all as 
a burnt offering to the Lord.” This is 
to remind us what we are now obliged 
to do as former children of captivity, 
indeed, those who have escaped from 
more than a Babylonian captivity two 
hundred years ago: namely, to offer to 
God on the day of this gracious, truly 
miraculous, liberation, the bulls of our 
lips, to bring Him the rams of praise and 
thanks, and most humbly to implore 
Him for the continuation of this grace.

The ducats and groschen, found in 
Table IX, number 2, agree in all points 
with the previous with respect to either 
side, except that they appear smaller in 
form. 

X. 

The small[est] medals, minted in 
gold at 2 ducats and in silver at 1 1/2 
quentgens, the design of which the

gracious reader will see in Table X, 
number 16, besides the aforesaid bust 
on the one side, contain on the other 
or opposite side the Lord Christ in 
the form of the good, indeed, the best, 
Shepherd of souls, who appears with 
His shepherd’s staff among the sheep 
of His church—those who hear His 
voice and follow Him willingly; and is 
superscribed with the words: 
MEOS NOSCO, MEQ[VE]. 

NOSCVNT MEI. 
That is, “I know My own, and am known 
by Mine,” taken from John 10:14. 
Further present are the words found in 
the exergue, which simultaneously yield 
the year of the celebrated jubilee: 

La[Az]TITIA LVTHERANORVM 
SECVNDa. 

Die 31. OCTobris. 
That is, “The second (read: in centu- 
ries) joy of Lutherans, the 3lst day of 
October.”

N THE FIRST PIECE IN GOLD 
AT 2 ducats, and in silver at 1/2 
loth, the design of which is seen in Ta- 
ble X, number 17, we see the bust of 
his Most Serene Highness, the Duke 
presently reigning there, Ernst Lud- 
wig, (to whose noble, Christian de- 
votion in this feast’s most solemn, 
three-day celebration the above-quot- 
ed ordinances furnish an irrefutable 
testimony)(h) with her Most Serene 
Highness, his wife, next to each oth- 
er, with the names and titles of both 
stamps around them: Dei Gratia, ER- 
Nestus LVDovicus, Dux Saxonie, ET 
ELISabetha SOPHia, Prussice Regie 
Prosapie et [&] Princeps ELectoris 
BRandenburgensis, that is, “Ernest 
Ludwig, by the grace of God Duke of 
Saxony, and Elizabeth Sophia of the 
royal Prussian line and princess of 

Elector of Brandenburg.” 
The reverse is occupied by two 
coats-of-arms, namely, the Saxon rue 
and the Brandenburg eagle, under 


a princely hat, under which the year 
1717 may be seen, and around them 
this circumscription: INMEMORIAM 
IVBILAE[A]I SECVNDI MAGNI 
LVTHERA[Nlorum. That is, “In 
commemoration of the second great 
jubilee year celebrated by Lutherans.” 
And that this purpose might be the 
more certainly preserved, this piece, 
along with the following ones in 
gold and silver were most graciously 
distributed as fitting by his Most 
Serene Highness himself with his own 
hand to his senior and junior civil 
servants, likewise the collective clergy 
and educators, on the Thursday after 
the disputation held at the city hall.(i)

The ducats and small silver pieces 
of 1 quentgen, the design of which 
appears in Table IX, number 5, again 
have on one side the bust of the two 
Most Serene Highnesses next to each 
other, with this circumscription: Von 
Gottes Gnaden, ERNst LVDewig,

(h) On this one may read the instruction, directorium, and prayer, as well as the report on how 
this was celebrated in Saxe-Meiningen lands above in Hilaria 1:265. And here it should not 
be forgotten that the money collected at this feast was used as a subsidy for the Meiningen 


orphanage. 


(i) This is attested by the words of the report on the jubilee festival celebrated here in Hilaria 
1:270b. After the banquet was ended, the clergy were given gold and silver medals accord- 
ing to proportion (which also afterward happened to both senior and junior civil servants), 
which they received from our most gracious territorial prince’s own hands, and in the pro- 
cess were assured of all his Highness’s grace. The preceptors were also regaled with these.

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[Medals of] Saxe-Saalfeld 


i 

HE FIRST SIDE OF THE REICHSTHALERS 
minted in the local residence of Saal- 
feld (an ancient Saxon mining and minting 
town and county seat), found in copper en- 
graving in Table XI, number 3, features the 
bust of the most gracious duke currently 
reigning there, his Most Serene Highness 
Johann Ernst, who attached no less im- 
portance to the most festive observance 
of this solemn feast in his land. Over his 
head is seen the Saxon coat-of-arms, and 
below, the Misnian coat-of-arms, and on 
either side the blazons of Thuringia and 
Cleve. This is accompanied by the circum- 
scription, which likewise yields the year of 

the celebrated jubilee, 1717: 

IVBIL2AVM sAALFELDIA AGIT 
IN LatTItTIa, 
That is, 
Bey dieser Jubel-Zeit 
Auch Saalfeld ist erfreut! 

[In this jubilee time, Saalfeld too is glad!] 
On the reverse appears the bust of Dr. 
Luther as the chief instrument in this sal- 
utary Reformation, and specifically, as 
he was in his maturity and dressed in his 


priestly attire, holding in his left hand 
the Bible, in which the first words of the 
frequently cited verse from Psalm 119:89: 
Verbum Domini Manet In Aternum may 
be read. Beside him stands the year 1517, 
namely that of the auspicious beginning 
of the Reformation; and above his head is 
the famous insignia which he used during 
his lifetime [Luther-rose], and all circum- 
scribed by the words which again relate 
in Roman numerals the year of the cele- 
brated jubilee while simultaneously laying 
bare the cause of this celebration: 
DOGMATA LVTHERI STABVNT 
IN SECVLa. 
That is, 
Weil Doctor Luthers Lehr 
Vergehet nimmermehr. 
[Because Doctor Luther’s doctrine 
Never passes away. |

The ducats created for this solemn oc- 
casion and visible in Table IX, number 4, 
bear with respect to either side not only 
an entirely similar stamp but also the very 
same legends, as may be ascertained from 
the aforesaid illustration.

INCE AT HIS ROYAL MAJESTY’S 
MOST gracious special command,(1) 
this festival of thanksgiving and jubi- 
lee was also solemnly celebrated in the 
Evangelical Lutheran churches in his 
kingdom, electorate, and other territo- 
ries, and particularly in Berlin, Frank- 
furt an der Oder, the Duchy of Mag- 
deburg, the city of Halle-Salzwedel, 
the Margraviate of Ober-Lausitz, the 
Duchy of Cleve, the County Mark, and 
in Western and Eastern Pomerania, we 
see the following medal, which is repre- 
sented in Table XI, number 4 in copper 
engraving, created for this occasion. 
One side of the medal, of 2 loths in sil- 
ver, shows the Lord Christ surrounded 
with radiance, in His right hand hold- 
ing up to heaven a blazing heart, but 
with His left hand holding the coin of 
the tax ready for payment, with the su- 
perscription SVVM CVIQVE, that is, 
“to each his own,” by which every Evan- 
gelical Christian (including in this lo- 
cality), in accordance with Jesus’ words 
in the Gospel expounded in almost ev- 
ery place on the present jubilee festival, 


namely, the 23rd Sunday after Trinity, is 
directed to his duty to give to God what 
is God’s and to Caesar (the king) what is 
Caesar’s (the king’s), with this subscript 
further clarifying its purpose: 

IVBILeum II. EVANGELICORVM 

BRANDENBVRGENSIVM 
Die 31. OCTobris 1717. 
That is, “the second jubilee festival 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of Brandenburg, the 31st of October, 
1717.” 

The other side presents for inspection 
the scene of a beautiful and pleasant 
landscape, and standing in it, the whole 
Evangelical Church of Brandenburg’s 
territories under the form of a mod- 
estly clothed female, her head adorned 
with a wreath woven from lilies and 
roses, with her right hand offering in- 
cense at an altar by means of a censer, 
which rises up through the coal, in the 
middle of which altar is seen carved the 
coat-of-arms of Brandenburg, namely, 
the imperial scepter, and below this, 
the words: I PETri II. 9; but in her left 
hand <24> holding a church and cross. In

All this is to 
indicate that the Brandenburg Lutheran 
churches also wish to bring their thank 
-offering and bear witness to their indebt- 
edness to God, since, according to this 
Reformation, He also made them a cho- 
sen race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, 
a people for His possession, that on this 
glad day of commemoration and thanks- 
giving which they have lived to see they 
also might proclaim the virtues of Him 
who called them out of darkness to His 
marvelous light of the pure Gospel, which 
two hundred years before arose in Saxony 


and began to shine brightly on all nations. 
This is made all the clearer by the circum- 
scription, which reads: QVIA DE TENE- 
BRIS NOS VOCAVIT IN ADMIRABILE 
LVMEN SVVM. That is, “Because He has 
called us from the darkness to His marvel- 
ous light” The subscript simultaneously 
refers to both sides in these words:

INCE HIS MOST SERENE HIGHNESS, 

the Margrave Wilhelm Friedrich, 
Margrave of Brandenburg and Duke 
of Prussia, was also most graciously 
pleased to have the jubilee festival sol- 
emnly celebrated to the glory of God 
both in his residence and throughout 
his principality and territory on the 
31st of October and lst of November; 
and especially in the sermon services 
conducted then, to present to the par- 
ishes the greatness of the divine ben- 
efits which the Most High had shown 
His church in the work of the Reforma- 
tion; and after this, in the preservation 
of that doctrine, to warn them all the 
more against abuse of the Holy Gospel, 
and also to exhort them to true repen- 
tance and constancy in the faith,(m) 
therefore his Most Serene Majesty did 
not fail at once to cause a beautiful 
medal to be created for the greater con- 
firmation of the commemoration of the 
jubilee thus held, and most graciously 
to be distributed among those who at- 
tended this celebration with deep joy, 
as those who added to the greater im- 
pression thereof. 

On the first side thereof, in silver 
of 3 1/2 loths, the design of which the 
gracious reader will find in Table IV, 
number 3, the curious eye is presented 
with the bust of his Most Serene 
Highness, the presently reigning 
Margrave of Brandenburg-Onolzbach, 


circumscribed by his name and title: 
WILHelmus FRIDERICVS MARCHio 
BRANDenburgensis. That is, “Wilhelm 
Friedrich, Margrave of Brandenburg.” 
The opposite side features a beauti- 
ful church built atop a rock jutting out 
of the tempestuous and raging sea and, 
while violently beaten on either side by 
lightning and thunderbolts and most 
harshly blasted by the strongest winds, 
is nevertheless powerfully lighted by 
the gracious, self-essential name of 
God, Jehovah, in a triangle, shining out 
of the clouds, over which are words in- 
disputably quoted from Matthew 16:18: 
NE PORTA[AE] QVIDEM 
INFERORVM. 

That is:

4-groschen or 15-kreutzer pieces, seen in 
copper engraving in Table II, number 12, 
which were most graciously ordered by His 
Most Serene Highness to be created for this 
solemn occasion, as just stated, on their first 
side present his bust, and under the same 
the Roman numerals XV, as a mark that this 
15-kreutzer piece retains its monetary via- 
bility, and is circumscribed with the words: 
GEORG WILHELM, Dei Gratia, Marggraff 
Zu BRANDENBurg. 

The reverse consists of an altar adorned 
with floral work, on which altar lies a book, 
indicating the Bible, in which are also found 
the initials of the famous verse; Verbum Do- 
mini Manet In Aternum. That is, “The Word 
of God [=the Lord] endures forever.” To the 
side, the year is placed, and below, the day 
of this jubilee is added, namely: 1717. Die 
31. OCTobris. [1717, the 31st day of Octo- 
ber.] Above these things, the sun, shining 
out of the clouds, lights the Bible, and all is 
enclosed by the circumscription which again 
simultaneously contains the year of the cele- 
brated jubilee in Roman numerals: VERBVM 
DEI soLeCLarIVs. That is,

Finally, the cipher of the master of the mint’s 
name, S. R., is also provided below.

The first side of the 2-groschen pieces 
minted,*°° to be found in copper engraving 
in Table II, number 4,7°” 7° again presents 
the bust of his Most Serene Highness, the 
presently reigning Margrave of Branden- 
burg-Bayreuth, circumscribed by the prince- 
ly name and title: GEORG WILHELM, Dei 
Gratia, Marggraff Zu BRANDENBurg. 

On the opposite side are stamped the fol- 
lowing words of David from Psalm 125:1, 
which serve as a great comfort in the pres- 
ent, very broad-looking times of the Evan- 
gelical Church, and simultaneously present 
the year of the celebrated jubilee:

Conversely, the groschens, the design of 
which appears in Table VI, number 12, as 
well as Table VIII, number 13, yet with the 
distinction that one has the name of the 
master of the mint, the other does not), 
which, along with the preceding 2-gro- 
schen pieces, were distributed to the grow- 
ing school youth and others, feature on 
one side the Ansbach and Brandenburg 
coats-of-arms underneath a princely hat, 
surrounded with these words: GEORG 
WILHELM, Dei Gratia, Marggraff Zu 
B[RANDENB|urg. 

On the other side we find the very com- 
forting words, taken from Acts 26:22, of Je- 
sus Christ’s faithful minister and witness, 
the holy apostle Paul, who for his preach- 
ing of repentance and the Gospel was sup- 
posed to be killed by the Jews, but who 
was so successful by God’s help that on 
the same day he stood and bore witness to 
both great and small and said nothing but 
that the prophets had foretold, and Moses 
also, that the Christ would suffer and be 
the first from the resurrection of the dead, 
and make known a light to the people and 
the Gentiles. These words not only confirm

In addition to this, the name of the current 
master of the mint of that locality is under- 
signed: S. R. This text indicates that when 
Blessed Luther was frequently supposed to 
have been disposed of by great lords and 
adversaries on account of his preaching of 
repentance (for the first thesis that he pro- 
posed in Wittenberg, on the 3lst of Octo- 
ber, 1517, dealt with this subject) as well 
as his preaching of the Gospel—as in many 
other things, so also here (as many teach- 
ers of ours have long shown and demon- 
strated at length) he nevertheless enjoyed 
so much good fortune (as little likely as

HE FIRST MEDAL OF THE PRESENT, 

most graciously reigning territorial 
prince, his Most Serene Highness, Au- 
gust Wilhelm of Braunschweig- Wolfen- 
bittel, for whom the welfare of the 
Evangelical Church has been of great 
importance and dear to his heart— 
along with others created for this sol- 
emn occasion, and the ordinance(r) 
issued to celebrate this feast most sol- 
emnly for two days consecutively—is 
able to give adequate testimony of his 
exceptional piety. 

Accordingly, on its first side (of which 
the complete design is presented to the 
gracious reader in Table VI, number 3 
in copper engraving), we see the bust 
of the esteemed duke, as the head and 
bishop of the present church of this 
duchy, circumscribed by the following 
princely name and title: AVGVSTus 
WILHelmus, Dei Gratia DVX 
B[R]unsuicensis ET LVNeburgensis. 
That is, “August Wilhelm, by the grace 
of God Duke of Braunschweig and 
Lineburg.” 

The opposite side portrays the Evan- 
gelical Church of this land in the form 
of a modest lady with a wreath on her 
head, as she joyfully embraces the true 


Christian religion happily restored two 
centuries ago by the grace of God and 
blessed Luther’s demonstrated con- 
stancy in the acknowledged truth. Her 
face lifted to God, she is surrounded 
by a great host of men, women, and 
children, who by singing, praying, 
and sounding all manner of stringed 
instruments likewise attest to their 
profound joy for having lived to see 
this time. True Religion, likewise de- 
picted in female form, bears as a mark 
on her head a martyr’s crown of plait- 
ed thorns, and on her breast the sign 
of the name of Christ used by the first 


Christians, we in a small shield. In 
it 


her right hand she bears a baptis- 
mal basin, and therein the sanctified 
Bread and blessed Cup as symbols of 
the two present, chosen means and 
Sacraments ordained by our Redeem- 
er for the destruction of the works of 
the devil and restoration of our sal- 
vation. In her left hand she holds the 
Holy Scriptures, now open, but pre- 
viously closed to Christians by the 
pope, as though it had been locked, 
as <27> the only infallible norm in

during the reading of Luther’s theses concerning indulgences, nevertheless 
he said, “It is certainly the truth that you speak, dear brother, but you will 
accomplish nothing, so just crawl into your cell and say, ‘Have mercy upon 
me, O Lord God.” 

He and his teaching prophesied this when in 1521, the Archbishop of Trier 
persuaded him to make a suggestion himself how to get out of the matter, 
when he answered him with Gamaliel in Acts 5:38, “If the counsel or work 
is from men, it will come to nothing; but if it is from God, it cannot be 
overthrown.” And he gave his prior and sub-prior to understand the same, 
personally recounting this in the Altenburg ed., tom. V, fol. 178a: “When I 
first attacked indulgences, and all the world opened its eyes and thought it 
was going too far, my prior and sub-prior came to me, moved by the cry of 
alarm, and very afraid, imploring me not to bring disgrace upon the order, 
for the other orders were leaping with joy, especially the Dominicans, that 
they were not alone covered in disgrace—the Augustinians were now being 
made to burn and be bearers of disgrace.” Then I answered, ‘Dear fathers, if it 
was not begun in God’s name, it is soon fallen. But if it is begun in his name, 
let Him do it’ Then they were quiet.” And in the Jena edition, tom. III, fol. 
335: “I pray for God’s sake, one more time, if it is possible for you, then do 
not get mixed up with Luther. It is not Luther, indeed, that you are hunting. 
You should and must and shall let Luther’s doctrine stand and remain, even 
if there were ten worlds on top of each other full of your kind.” 

The gracious reader will find this above in Hilaria 1:352-353 along with the 
utilized prayer, proclamation, etc.

doctrine and life given us by God. At 
her feet lie the discarded indulgences 
devised by the papal clergy to deceive 
simple souls, along with papal briefs, 
decrees, bulls, traditions, so-called 
Paternosters, Agnus Deis, false relics, 
and all other trifles of superstition. But 
as in other matters the church of this 
duchy at the time of the Reformation 
received the Word of God promptly and 
with alacrity, and has hitherto faithful- 
ly preserved it, and hence has also been 
preserved by Him from the hour of 
temptation, which has fallen here and 
there upon the whole earth, according 
to Revelation 3:10, therefore she sees as 
addressed to herself particularly the di- 
vine warning there expressed in verse 
11: “Keep what you have, that no one 
may take your crown,” or to express it 
in rhyme: 

Behalte was du hast und rette deine 

Krone, 
So kriegt Bestandigkeit den Himmel 
noch zu Lohne. 
[Keep what you have and save your 
crown; 
Thus will constancy also receive heav- 
en as its reward. ] 

which in the medal here is expressed 
in the words: TVERE PARTAM! (sc. 
Religionem veram.) APOCALypseos 
III. V. XI., and read by her in a 
radiance from heaven, as she makes the 
sacred resolve always to preserve the 
acknowledge truth the more carefully, 
even as she sees the image of a pillar 
found in the coat-of-arms of the Duchy 
of Braunschweig as a comforting omen 
that God has chosen her to be a pillar 
here on earth as well as hereafter in His 
temple (according to verse 12 of the cited 
chapter 3 of Revelation); but also as the 
zealous love for the pure doctrine visible 
in her land’s Most Serene Father and 
Mother, and especially of the former’s 
natural inclination to preserve every 
good thing (in accordance with his own 
chosen motto: PARTA TVERI), gives her 
the reassuring hope that by these, under 
the all-powerful assistance of the Most 
High, and against all the assaults of vile 
Satan, she will be mightily defended 
and helped. Below in the exergue we 
are told even more plainly who is to 
be understood by these people making 
jubilee in the Lord above, namely: 
ECCLESIA TERRARum _  BRunsvico 
WOLFFENBiittelensium IVBILANS M 
DCC XVII. That is, “The Braunschweig- 
Wolfenbiittel Church making jubilee in 
the year 1717.” And the reason for this 
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jubilee joy is finally further expressed, 
above and beyond these words, in the edge 
inscription: OB VERam RELIGIONEM 
CHRISTianam CC. ABHINC ANNis 
DIVini NVMINIS PROVIDENTIA 
FELICITER RESTITVTAM. That is, 
“On account of the true Christian Religion 
which divine provision and providence 
happily restored again two hundred years 
ago.”

The whole reichsthalers (depicted in Ta- 
ble VII, number 1 in copper engraving) 
similarly feature on the first side with the 
renowned duke’s bust, and circumscribed 
with these words: AVGVST VS WILHelmus 
Dei Gratia DVX Brunsuincensis ET 
LUNeburgensis, that is, “August Wilhelm, 
by the grace of God Duke of Braunschweig 
and Liineburg.” 

The reverse, however, contains only this 
Latin legend: IN MEMORIAM IVBILAEI II. 
OB VERam DOCTRINAM CHRISTianam 
ANTE HOS CC. ANNOS A CORRUPTELIS 
VANISQue PONTIFICIORum COMMENTIS, 
AVSPICE DEO, VINDICE Doctore Martino

[Medals of] Landgraviate of Hesse-Darmstadt 


HE CURRENTLY REIGNING LANDGRAVE 

of Hesse-Darmstadt, his Most Se- 
rene Highness Ernst Ludwig, showed 
no less interest in endowing a me- 
morial to the goodness of God by the 
celebration of the Evangelical jubilee 
festival,(s) and in leaving an enduring 
testament thereof to posterity by the 
production of a medal and coins, of 
which the former were most graciously 
distributed among the princely minis- 
ters, both religious and political, and 
the latter, smaller pieces among the 
schoolchildren,(t) of which testament 
the following are known. 


On the first side of the medal, which 
was minted in silver of 2 loths, in 
gold at 8 and 10 ducats, and is visible 
in Table XI, number 6, appears the 
bust of His Most Serene Highness, 
the Landgrave, circumscribed by 
the title: ERNESTus LVDovicus 
Dei Gratia HASSie LANDGravius, 
Princeps HERSFeldensis, that is, 
“Ernst Ludewig, by the grace of God 
Landgrave of Hesse, Prince of Hirsfeld.” 
Appended below is the cipher of the 
name of the medalist: B. I. B. 

On the other side is the Landgravi- 
ate Hesse-Darmstadt under the form 
of a female with uplifted hands, before 
an altar lighted by rays from heaven, 
at the foot or base of which she lays 
down the princely hat; on the altar 
itself, a censer gives forth its smoke, 
and on its face to the right is seen en- 
graved the initials of the frequently 
cited verse: Verbum Domini Manet 


In iternum. The circumscription 
shows the purpose of this submissive 
veneration, when it says: FESTVM 
SECVLARE SECVNDVM ECCLESI‘ 
EVANGelice LVTHERane 31. OC- 
Tobris 1717. That is, “The two hun- 
dred year jubilee festival of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church celebrated on 
the 31st of October, 1717.” So also the 
subscript speaks even more clearly of 
the one making this indebted offering 
of thanks to God as follows: HASSIA 
VOTORVM COMPOS, DEO GRATA. 
That is, “Hesse, having received her 
wish, therefore owes great thanks to 
God.” 


II. 
The groschen, conversely, found 
in copper engraving in Table XI, 


number 5, is provided on one side 
with the sevenfold coat-of-arms of 
the Landgrave of Hesse-Darmstadt 
under the princely hat, with the year 
1717 beside it and the date, the 31st of 
October, and below, the cipher of the 
master of the mint’s name: B. I. B. The 
title around is: ERNESTus LVDOVicus, 
Dei Gratia, LANDGRAVius HASSIA, 
that is, “Ernst Ludwig, by the grace of 
God Landgrave of Hesse.” 

The field of the other side is occupied 
by the words: IVBILZVM SECVND- 
VM ECCLESLZ LVTHERane, that 
is, “The second jubilee of the Luther- 
an Church.” Around this, in addition, 
is stamped the famous and oft-quoted 
verse: VERBVM DOMINI MANET IN 
ZETERNVM, that is, “The Word of God 
[= the Lord] endures forever.”

Containing the Jubilee-Coins and -Medals 


his Most Serene Lady, out of heartfelt 
gratitude for this unspeakable benefit 
of God, rejoicing and singing praise 
to his God, was able to attend with the 
multitude of those celebrating and make 
pilgrimage to the house of God with 
thanksgiving and shout to Him with 
psalms for three days successively,(u) and 
that by his own beloved, lofty ordinance. 
Accordingly, to impress more firmly 
and permanently its remembrance and 
renowned commemoration upon later 
descendants, his Most Serene Highness 
(who has since entered the heavenly Zion 
and the Jerusalem above, and celebrates an 
everlasting jubilee year with the Prince of 
Life) was most graciously pleased to cause 
two different medals in gold and silver to 
be created for this occasion and distributed 
among his senior ministers and other 
officials in the clerical and secular estates. 

The first side of the large piece of 20 
ducats in gold, and in silver at 4 and 5 
loths, seen in copper engraving in Table 
IV, number 2, shows his Most Serene 
Highness’s bust circumscribed with the 
title: CAROLus GVILielmus, Dei Gratia 
P[R]inceps ANHaltinus, Dux Saxonie, 
Angarie & Westphalice, Comes Ascanie, 
Dominus Serveste, Bernburgi, Jevera, & 
Kniphusii, that is, “Carl Wilhelm, by the 
grace of God Prince of Anhalt, Duke of 
Saxony, Angria, and Westphalia, Count of 
Ascania, Lord of Zerbst, Bernburg, Jever, 
and Kniphausen.” 

The other side shows the heavenly Jeru- 
salem according to the pattern in Revela- 
tion 21, namely, as a city with twelve gates, 
thus of equal length and width, in which 
many people make pilgrimage to the house 
of God and the habitation of the Most 
High standing in the midst thereof on a 
high and firm mountain (Psalm 87:12) and 
wholly and utterly lighted and filled by the 
essential name of God, Jehovah, circum- 
scribed by these words from Psalm 87:3, 
which simultaneously suggest the year of 
the celebrated jubilee, 1717, by means of 
Roman numerals: INsIenIa DICTA SVNT 
DE TE, CIVITAsS Del. Psalmo 87. 3. That 
is, “Glorious things are preached in you 
[= are said about you], O city of God! 
[Psalm 87:3]. In addition, inserted below 
are words which simultaneously indicate 
the beginning of the salutary Reforma- 
tion in the familiar year 1517: DEVs IN EA 
NON MOVEBITVR. Psalmo 46.6. That is, 
“God is in the midst of her; therefore she 
shall well abide [=God in her shall not be 
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moved. Psalm 46:6].” By this, the medal’s 
creator certainly refers to two things: [1] 
The endurance of the church or the grace 
of her preservation, which not only suf- 
fered from the time of the apostles under 
countless oppressions and tribulations by 
pagan emperors and, gradually, invading 
heretics and the rise of the papacy, but 
also, to the greatest amazement of all men, 
has endured for two centuries since the 
salutary Reformation. This is so specifi- 
cally because in the holy city of Jerusalem 
(in which all good soldiers of Jesus Christ 
are found, according to the hope that is in 
them, even while in the Church Militant) 
there are the streets of utter gold, like pure 
glass, and (according to the pattern of the 
apostle John) the twelve gates of pearl, 
and great, lofty walls of jasper, and these 
are found resting on twelve foundations, 
in which the names of the twelve apos- 
tles of the Lamb are engraved—indeed, in 
which city God Almighty Himself dwells, 
for which reason she has no need of sun 
or moon, since the glory of God gives her 
light. And thus, because, as stated, God is 
in the midst of her, and the Gentiles who 
are saved have citizenship in her, and the 
names of her citizens are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life, therefore she shall well 
abide {or not be moved}. [2] Reference is 
also made to her praiseworthy exaltation 
in successfully living to see a second ju- 
bilee, which glorious things are preached 
in this city of God, namely, since no less 
important things are publicly preached in 
all Evangelical churches than were once 
preached in Jerusalem; to wit, repentance 
and faith in the Gospel, and therein is the 
love of God expressed toward us no less 
than it was once toward the gates of Zion 
“more than all the dwellings of Jacob. 
Further contemplated here is the fact that, 
just as in the Church Militant she secures 
victory after victory over her enemies, she 
is also assured that one day she shall reign 
forever and ever there in the heavenly Je- 
rusalem, and those who have overcome 
shall then inherit all things; where God 
shall dwell with them, they shall be His 
people, and He, even God Himself, shall 
always and ever be and remain their God. 
The legend along the outer edge again 
regards the year of the jubilee, 1717, 
composed in these words: CONCORS 
SECVLVM ECCLEsI#Z LVTHERANE 
LATANTIs Die 31. OCTobris. That is,

The other medal, in gold at 10 ducats but 
silver at 2 loths, seen in copper engraving 
in Table XI, number 7, again has the bust 
of the esteemed Most Serene Highness 
oriented to his left, circumscribed with 
his customary name and title: CARolus 
GVILielmus, Princeps ANHaltinus, 
Dux Saxoniew, Angarie, Westphalie, 
Comes Ascaniensis, Dominus Serveste, 
Bernburgi, levere, ET Kniphusii, that is, 
“Carl Wilhelm, Prince of Anhalt, Duke 
of Saxony, Angria, Westphalia, Count of 
Ascania, Lord of Zerbst, Bernburg, Jever, 
and Kniphausen. 
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The other side presents in a serene plot a 
mature palm tree standing in full vitality, 
as an apt symbol of the Christian Church, 
which under all manner of cross and duress 
of her foes, as the palm tree under a burden 
laid upon it, is vigorous and enduring, with 
the following words borrowed from Psalm 
60:14 for this purpose and simultaneously 
containing the year of the celebrated feast 
in Roman numerals: CVM DEo FACIENS 
VIrRTVTEs, that is, “With God doing 
deeds [of virtue].” And to this is appended 
below the words: MEMORia IVBIL@i 
II. EVANgelici Die 31. OCTobris, that 
is, “The commemoration of the second 
Evangelical jubilee celebrated the 31st day 
of October.”

Ass THE BEGINNING OF THIS 
year 1717, as also the middle and 
end, seemed to have been quite prosper- 
ous in almost every place, yet its conclu- 
sion struck the good principality of East 
Frisia and bordering lands(x) quite hard 
and in a pitiful manner, since the great 
flood permitted by God on the night of 
the 25th of December, tore all the seas 
from their shores and all the waters over 
and through the strongest dams by means 
of the terrible and violent winds that 
arose, and submerged some twenty miles 
of dry land under water, and washed away 
whole towns and villages with such force 
that hardly a trace can be found of them 
any more, while at the same time it has 
so driven all the inhabitants to such great 
terror and caused so much destruction 
that they will not be able to overcome it 
by human thought. But whence has this 
all come? Certainly not from any failure 
to give hearty thanks to God for preserv- 
ing the pure doctrine like others, and 
therefore for being worse sinners than 
others in the Evangelical Church. No, 
for the high territorial authority of this 
domain, namely, the Most Serene Prince 
and Lord, Sir Georg Albrecht, Prince and 
Lord of East Frisia, Lord of Esens, St- 


edesdorf, and Wittmund, out the zeal be- 
fitting a Christian prince, gave so much 
attention to God’s glory and the saving 
religion that, in regard, because his most 
worthy forebears were among the first to 
confess adherence to the Evangelical doc- 
trine, and defended the same among their 
subjects with all attentiveness and great 
effort, most graciously ordered by a spe- 
cial decree that this general church obser- 
vance should not be neglected, but rather 
that this feast should be most solemnly 
observed on the 31st of October and the 
following 1st of November in conformi- 
ty with other Evangelical estates espous- 
ing the Augsburg Confession, and God be 
heartily thanked for this great benefit be- 
stowed.(y) Therefore, just as His Most Se- 
rene Highness did not fail to bring to God 
the bulls of his lips for his life which has 
been extended in grace for the greater cel- 
ebration of this jubilee and glorification 
of God’s great name, so also he was most 
laudably able to snatch two things from 
oblivion, and both to celebrate with oth- 
er faithful Christians and fellow brethren 
the fortune still especially granted them 
by God, the great church jubilee, and also 
to order that the great, two-month long 
<31> distressing misery imposed on him

Containing the Jubilee-Coins and -Medals 


by God should be embodied in a perma- 
nent reminder thereof. 
i, 

Accordingly, this medal in silver at 2 
loths, found in Table XI, number 8, has on 
its first side a pharus or lighthouse with a 
bright lamp set out on top of it, on which 
is seen the monogram of the aforesaid 
presently reigning Most Serene Prince of 
East Frisia, Georg Albrecht. Its brilliant 
flame makes visible the broken dams, 
foundering ships, and men swimming away 
and resting on pieces of houses and ships 
and long tree-trunks, houses, villages, 
and palaces under the water, and houses, 
barns, stalls, furniture, and people floating 
along on the water. From the clouds on the 
tower’s left side a hand emerges, writing 
as it were with a quill pen: 25. FEBRuarii 
1718, the day of this terrible flood’s 
appearance, along with this subscript in 
the exergue: oST-FRIESLANDs FLVTH,?!° 
Den 25. DECembris, [“The flood of East 
Frisia, the 25th of December”]. On the 
outside runs the circumscription taken 
from Amos 8:10, which not only contains 
the year 1717, but most importantly, since 
this flood occurred precisely on Christmas 
night, and the punishment threatened in 
that passage by the prophet [verses 3, 8, 
10] also occurred there at that time—the 
songs in the church during that Christmas 
feast were turned into howling, many 
dead bodies were lying in every place, 
which were cast forth in secret, the land 
was flooded, cast out, and drowned by 
waters as by the flood of Egypt, and the 
Lord brought baldness upon every head 
and instituted a mourning as of an only 
son, and the end thereof was a bitter day— 
the following verse [10], which forms the 
circumscription: ICH W[VV]ILL EVRE 
FEYERTAGE IN TRAVREN, ICH W[VV] 
ILL ALLE EVRE LIEDER IN VVEHKLAGEN 
VERVVANDELN. Amos 8. [“I will turn 
your feasts into mourning, I will turn all 
your songs into lamentation. Amos 8.”] 

On the reverse we see the Virgin Mary 
holding the infant Jesus in her arms, and 
before her, lying at her feet, a sorrowful 
woman clothed in a long veil and wet 
garment, which represents the Principality 
of East Frisia, with the princely hat, 
discernible below at her foot. From the 
Christ Child’s right hand she receives 
a horn of abundance, while said Christ 
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Child simultaneously points with His 
left hand to the tower of Siloam, falling 
and yet most joyfully lighted on all sides 
by Jehovah out of the clouds. Apart from 
that, there appears in the distance on His 
right a completely flooded landscape with 
these words noted above: PSalm LXXVI. 
12. This indisputably refers to the words 
of the royal psalmist: “We came into water, 
but You brought us out and quickened us” 
[Psalm 76:12]. On His left, conversely, 
is the falling tower of Siloam with those 
perishing beneath it, and above it the 
words: LVC@ XIII. V. 4. 5., by which the 
artist’s attention was indisputably turned 
to the words of our Savior in that passage: 
“Do you think that the eighteen on whom 
the tower of Siloam fell, and killed them, 
were more guilty than all the men who 
dwell in Jerusalem? No, but if you do not 
amend yourselves, you also will all likewise 
perish.” Below this, as an indication of 
God’s hidden judgment and a warning to all 
people against premature and unchristian 
judgment—since without doubt those also 
were plucked away and fell to ruin whose 
improvement was not to be expected— 
stands the subscript (which on account of 
the rhyme is to be added to the subscript on 
the first side), which, again, also contains 
the year: FOLGT IVBELMVTH [“.. . follows 
the glad disposition of jubilee.”], to bring 
to light the vicissitude of times and courses 
according to God’s unsearchable counsel 
and will. For even though, like other 
Evangelical Christians, they offered to 
God their jubilee song during this general 
occasion of joy which the Christian 
Church had lived to see, and intoned their 
heartfelt Hallelujah in the assembly of 
saints in response to the peace and other 
great, indescribable benefits granted to 
the church until now, nevertheless they 
were overtaken by a terrible flood that 
occurred by God’s permission, so that they 
were now able to pass down to posterity an 
example of God’s avenging judgment. The 
full circumscription makes even clearer 
what was already reported, and reads: 
AUSGEFUHRET UND  ERQUICKET, 
OHNE BESSERUNG SO ERDRUCKET 
[“She may be brought out to freedom and 
restored to life, yet when she does not 
amend her ways, she is crushed.”] Inserted 
between these lines is the coat-of-arms of 
the Principality of East Frisia.

most laudably led others with their worthy 
example as regards the solemn observance 
of the recent jubilee festival, since in this 
case not only did his lordship the Count of 
Reuf Older Line, Heinrich XIII, Count and 
Lord of Plauen, Lord of Greiz, Kranich- 
feld, Gera, Schleiz, and Lobenstein, issue 
a special ordinance in his land to celebrate 
the same feast with all solemnity for three 
days,(z) but it was also the pious plea- 
sure of their lordships the Counts of Reuf 
Younger Line, Counts and Lords of Plauen, 
viz., Lord Heinrich XI (currently the eldest 
of the entire line), Lord Heinrich XV, Lord 
Heinrich XVIII, and Lord Heinrich XIV, 
along with her ladyship Erdmuthe Benig- 
na, widowed Countess of Reufs, née Count- 
ess of Solms, guardian of her minor-aged 
cousin and son respectively, Lord Heinrich 
XXIX—in a solemn feast to be observed 
for three consecutive days to offer, with 
all their subjects, their indebted sacrifice 
of thanks and praise to the Most High in 
their lands and dominions for the contin-

Accordingly, this medal, of 2 loths in 
silver, as seen in copper engraving in 
Table VIII, number 1, on the first side 
features only the following legend, which 
instructs us further concerning that 
which we already said: IVNIORIS LINE 
RVTHENI COMITES AC DOMINI 
A PLAVIA, DOMINI IN GRAIZA, 
GRANNICHFELDA, GERA, SCHLEIZA, 
ET LOBENSTEINA ANNO SECVLARI 
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MDCCXVII. That is, “The Lords of Reus 
Younger Line, Counts and Lords of Plauen, 
Lords of Greiz, Kranichfeld, Gera, Schleiz, 
and Lobenstein, on the second jubilee 
festival, 1717.” 

On the other side, with pleasant radiance 
from the divine name Jehovah [in Hebrew] 
above, a crane (Kranich) holding in its left 
talon a burning candle with the encircling 
legend: FVLGEAT ZTERNV™M! That is, 

Dieses Lichtes Glantz und Schein, 
Muf und soll nur ewig seyn! 
[The radiance and glow of this light 
Must and shall simply be eternal! ] 

To its left stands a rearing lion ready 
for battle, with its right forepaw bearing 
a bared sword set to strike, superscribed 
with the words: PRO RELIGIONE, that is, 

Vor Gottes Wort und Lehre 
Ich so mich allzeit wehre. 
[For God’s Word and doctrine 
I always defend myself thus.] 
but in its right paw it holds an open book, 
in which may be read the cause of this 
fearless resolve: V. D. M. I. 4. That is, 
Verbum Domini Manet In Aternum. That is: 
Und wenn alles soll vergehen, 
GOttes Wort doch bleibet stehen. 
[And though all should pass away, 
God’s Word nevertheless remains standing. ] 

Since both of the images above, the lion and 
the crane, are fittingly borrowed and drawn 
from the coat-of-arms of the esteemed counts, 
it is all the easier to assess their intent, the more 
clearly the purpose of the emblems themselves 
is also found expressed in the subscript, which 
reads: CONSERVATAE DEI GRATIA, RELI- 
GIONI LVTHERANAE SACRVM SECVN- 
DOIVBILAEO. Which is to say that this coin 
is “dedicated on this second jubilee year to the 
commemoration of the Lutheran religion pre- 
served until now by the grace of God.”

Containing the Jubilee-Coins and -Medals 


The whole reichsthalers minted, which 
<33> are found in copper engraving in 
Table 1, number 4, on one side present to 
the viewer the busts of the noble counts and 
brothers side by side, circumscribed by their 
names and usual titles: CHRISTOphorous 
FRIDericus & IOST CHRISTIanus F[R] 
atres, COMites De STOLBerg, Konigstein, 
Rochefort, Wernigerode & Hohnstein. That 
is, “Christoph Friedrich and Jost Christian, 
brothers, Counts of Stolberg, K6nigstein, 
Rochefort, Wernigerode, and Hohnstein” 

The other side features a miner who from 
a shaft many leagues deep in the earth is 
hauling up silver ore from the Strassberg 
mine in a bucket on which IVBILZ[E] VM 
may be read, the whole surrounded by the 
circumscription, which clearly states that 
the silver yield from that mine was used 
for the jubilee coins: WIR FEYREN IEZT 
EIN IVBEL-IAHR, DAS BERGWERCK 
GI[E]BT DIE MVNTZE DAR. [“We now 
celebrate a jubilee year; the mine presents 
the coinage.”] And to this is added the sub- 
script: DEN 31. OCTOBRIS 1717. [“The 
31st of October, 1717.”] The master of the 
mint’s initials are: I. I. G.

The medal in silver at 2 loths, the creation 
of which was overseen by the collective 
masters of the trade union for the same in- 
tent and for its enduring remembrance, and 
which is found in copper engraving in Table 
VI, number 9, depicts on the first side the 
bust of Luther from the side as he approach- 
es the altar, with the typical circumscrip- 
tion: MARTINVs LVTHERVS THEOLOGI& 
DoCror, that is, “Martin Luther, teacher of 
Holy Scripture [=theology].” 

The other side contains the whole scene 
of the Strassberg mine, its situation, most of 
its mining operations, the mine buildings, 
mining technology, and ironworks, as well 
as a towering mountain, on which appears 
the Stolberg stag set on a pillar. Below ap- 
pear these words, with which its origina- 
tors may be all the more safely identified: 
SOCietas STRASBERGENsis, that is, “The 
Strassberg Trade Union.’ And around it also 
appears this Latin verse, which gives a clear 
witness to the hope happily fulfilled for 
them by God in every respect and according 
to their heart’s desire in the second Luther- 
an jubilee, and at the same time contains the 
year of the celebrated jubilee: spEs ConrFl- 
SA DEO NVNQVAM BONA VOTA FEFELLIT. 
IVBILeo II. LVTHERano. That is,

The half reichsthalers, or 2/3 pieces, which 
are found in copper engraving Table XI, 
number 9, present on one side the Stolberg 
coat-of-arms, the stag on a pillar, the whole 
circumscribed by the words: GOTT SEGNE 
Und ERHALTE UNSERE BERGWERCKE. 

The other side, conversely, is filled only 
with the words of Psalm 80:19, by which not 
only all further grace and blessing from God 
in this jubilee year, the number of which 
is noted by Roman numerals, and the day 
below it, is besought for itself and its mining 
operations, but also the additional, most 
laudable decision for the greater praise and 
glory henceforth to embody the same by the 
words: HERR GOTT ZEBAOTH! TROSTE VNS, 
Las Vns LEBEN, SO WOLLEN WIR DEINEN 
NAHMEN ANRVFFEN!

Albrecht, Count of Wolfstein, Lord of 
Ober-Sulzbiirg and Pyrbaum, like other Evan- 
gelical Lutheran estates, has shown all possi- 
ble care and diligence otherwise in order that 
this second jubilee festival might, as befitting 
and according to Christian indebtedness, be 
celebrated solemnly in his territory and the 
two parish churches incorporated in the do- 
minions of Ober-Sulzbiirg and Pyrbaum, on 
the 31st of October, which, as we know, fell on 
the twenty-third Sunday after Trinity;(c) so it 
also pleased his most noble Grace the Count, 
especially for the greater solemnity of this 
feast in this jubilee year, and also particularly 
(as the formalia on the medal’s legend them- 
selves read) to the due praise and glory of the 
Most High God, to cause a cornerstone to be 
laid for the founding of a new Lutheran church 
in Hofen on the 30th of May, and in view of 
this, and as an enduring commemoration of 
all these things, to have two beautiful medals 
produced, which are also worthy of receiving 
a place here. 
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The first side of the first piece, of 6 loths, which 
may be found in Table VI, number 1, features the 
full coat-of-arms of most noble Count Wolfstein, 
containing two lions passant, one over the other, 
and adorned with the two helmets of the two do- 
minions of Ober-Sulzbiirg and Pyrbaum, with the 
superscription relating the names and titles his 
most noble Grace the Count:

And according as his most noble Grace the 
Count was gifted by God with a territorial heir, 
his young lordship and successor, the previous 
year, that is, on the 29th of March, 1716, his 
most noble grace the Count also acknowledged 
himself to be indebted to make use of his fu- 
ture successor in government as an instrument 
of the laying of a cornerstone for the aforesaid 
church, in firm hope that, with the prolonging 
of his temporal life by divine grace, and with 
good upbringing in the fear of God, not only 
the beginning of the third century, but also a 
good portion thereof, will be prosperous and 
pleasant for the collective subjects through his 
worthy government; which is thus expressed 
by the following medal, to be found by the gra- 
cious reader in copper engraving in Table VI, 
number 2, in the following manner: 

On the first side of this medal, of 6 loths, is 
found a genius, a young boy pointing to the 
placement of a stone, which is to serve for the 
laying of the foundation of a new church, the 
whole area of which lies broken before him, 
littered with all manner of masons’ and car- 
penters’ tools, including squares for the con- 
struction of the walls, these things being cir- 
cumscribed by the legend taken from Holy 
Scripture in Psalm 3:8, which speaks most com- 
fortingly of the power of God-fearing children 
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against their enemies:

HASTU EINE MACHT ZUGERICHTET,

O ALSO, THE LORD LUDWIG GOTTFRIED AND 

Lord Johann Fridrich, cousins and Counts of 
Hohenlohe and of Gleichen respectively, Lords 
of Langenburg and of Kranichfeld respectively, 
not only graciously ordered, after the example 
of other Evangelical estates of the empire, that 
this feast should be celebrated most solemn- 
ly in their County and dominions, Ohringen,

The first sort, 1/6 or 4-groschen, the design 
of which is found in Table XI, number 14, 
features on one side the words of John 17:17, 
which displays the condition of those rejoicing 
in the Lord at this time, and simultaneously the 
year of the celebrated jubilee, 1717, in Roman 
numerals: SANCTIFICA VERO NOS SERMONE 
TVo DEVs, that is, “Sanctify us in Your truth; 
Your Word is truth.” The circumscription 
consists of the names and usual titles of the 
Lord Count and her ladyship, his wife, the 
Countess: LVDovicus GODOFRedus, Comes 
Ab Hohenlohe Et Dominus In Langenburg; 
ET Vxor LVDovica CARolina, Comitissa Ab 
Hohenlohe ET GlLeichen, that is, “Ludwig 
Godfried, Count of Hohenlohe and Lord 
of Langenburg; and Lady Louisa Carolina, 
Countess of Hohenlohe and Gleichen” 

The other side presents, according to manner 
used on the coins of Emperor Magnentius, 
Julian, Valentinian, Gratian, Magnus 
Maximius, and Theodosius, a Victoria or Lady 
Victory (thus furnished with a laurel wreath) 
standing on a ship, holding in her right hand 
a fire kindled by the phoenix, a bird renewed 
by the heat of the sun (which not only applies 
here on account of its hieroglyphic meaning 
but is also a part of the noble coat-of-arms 
of the County of Hohenlohe), but in her left 
hand a labarum or Christian flag marked 


with the monogram of Christ, 4 with the

superscription: REPARATIO  VERITatis 
EVANGELice, that is, “The renewal of the 
Evangelical truth,’ by which without doubt it 
is indicated that the renewal of religion, which 
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indeed only happened after many years and 
had to be achieved on the basis of its own 
principles, not only resulted in greater and 
continually and entirely renewed powers, as 
it were, but after this, as long as it remained 
under the banner of Christ, always found 
victory over its spiritual and corporeal 
enemies.

The second product, the groschen, found 
in copper engraving in Table XII, number 
1, presents to view on one side the noble 
coat-of-arms of the County of Hohenlohe 
divided into four fields and surmounted by a 
crown, with this circumscription: LVDovicus 
GODOFRedus, COMes Ab Hohenlohe Et 
Dominus In Langenburg, AETATis 49. That 
is, “Ludwig Godfried, Count of Hohenlohe 
and Lord of Langenburg, at 49 years of age.” 

On the reverse, by contrast, we read enclosed 
within a laurel wreath only the legend: IN

O LESS DID THEIR NOBLE GRACES, 

the collective Lord Counts of Erbach, 
consider it of great importance that this 
feast should, as fitting and proper, be ob- 
served with all solemnity in their territory 
and dominions for three days successively, 
viz., the 31st of October and the Ist and 
2nd of November; of which their ordinance 
issued in this regard(f) gives a clear picture. 
And very exceptional here is the example of 
his noble Excellency, the Lord Count Frie- 
drich Karl von Erbach, who put the text for 
this occasion into good German verse and, 
like a second David, himself composed the 
concert for it. Yet their disposition toward

The idea here was without doubt the foun- 
tain of the divine Word now cleared by Lu- 
ther and standing open and flowing again 
for everyone’s salvation, so that everyone 
can draw from it in his own language, or to 
put it more plainly, read and find in his own 
language whatever is conducive to his tem- 
poral and eternal welfare, which may shine 
forth even more clearly from the circum- 
scription surrounding it, which reads:

The 4-groschen or 45-kreutzer pieces in 
silver, but in gold at 2 ducats or 8 guldens 
and 52 kreutzer, found in copper engraving 
in Table XII, number 3, on one side contain 
the noble coat-of-arms of the House of Er- 
bach circumscribed by the names and titles 
of the now-reigning lord, and the legend 
below:

in most localities among the Imperi-

HE FREE AND WORTHY IMPERIAL CITY OF 

Augsburg has long earned and procured an 
immortal name for herself among all posteri- 
ty not only as the confirmed repository of all 
liberal and mechanical arts for centuries past, 
but also for the presentation of the Evangelical 
Confession that took place in her. And because 
she especially, above others, nurtured the for- 
mer [liberal and mechanical arts] from the 
beginning, she also came quickly to the enjoy- 
ment of the latter [the Confession], because, 
as is widely known, the restoration of religion 
could not be realized more substantially and 
more quickly than by the cultivation of aca- 
demic studies. Since in great part she still sup- 
ports that Confession with heart and mouth, 
so also, even though she was almost com- 
pletely devastated some years ago by the Fran- 
co-Bavarian War in 1703-1704, and because 
of the constancy that she showed to her Most 
Illustrious Ruler, she has chosen to be among 
those who, because of this new age of the Ref- 
ormation which they have lived to see, have 
gone to the house of God to give thanks with 
praises(k) and with exceptional joy in her six 
Evangelical churches, indeed, who also wished 
to see the commemoration of that occasion 
to be passed onto succeeding generations by 
means of coins and other beloved arts.(1)

The commemorative pfennigs of 3 quentgen 
in silver, found in copper engraving in Table 
VII, number 12, show on their first side Luther 
in his ordinary habit of an Augustinian monk 
nailing a bill or, rather, his doctrinal theses in 
opposition to the devil’s letters of indulgence, 
onto the door of the Castle Church in Witten- 
berg, on which may be read: THESES, that is, 
the propositions posted on the 31st of October, 
1517. Above this may also be read the exhorta- 
tion from Isaiah 26:2: APERITE PORTAS ES- 
Aie 26. That is, “Open the gates! [Isaiah 26].” 
Below, the time of this “opening” is subjoined 
with the words: INITIVM REFORMATIONIS 
1517. 31. OCTobris. That is, “The beginning 
of the Reformation in 1517 on the 31st of Oc- 
tober.” 

On the other side, lighted by radiance 
descending from the essential name of God, 


Jehovah, above, a female person representing 
the city of Augsburg’s Evangelical portion 
is shown, her head crowned with a crown of 
city walls adorned with the arms of the City 
of Augsburg,(m) holding in her right hand 
and, as it were, wishing to offer a burning 
heart, the flame of which faces a burning 
candle standing on an altar, on which altar 
is also laid an open book, or Bible, in which 
may be discerned the words of Psalm 119:89: 
Verbum Domini Manet In Aternum, “The 
Word of God [=the Lord] endures forever’; 
and in her left hand she holds an open book, 
the title of which is: AVGustana CONFESsio, 
that is, “The Augsburg Confession” The 
superscription is taken from the prophetic 
words immediately following those quoted 
above: INGREDIATVR GENS_ IVSTA[!]

8:26]. This is to show that Christ’s Augs- 
burg ship, though often surrounded by the 
whales and tempests of her enemies so that 
it seemed as if she would be overwhelmed 
by the waves and all who were in her would 
perish, yet at that time as today, the tossing 
sea was so pacified by the almighty threat 
of the Lord Christ, her Captain, that it be- 
came entirely calm and obedient to Him as 
the wind and sea, so that she was able to 
observe a Christian jubilee festival along 
with other believers.

The groschen, the design of which may 

be found in Table VIII, number 9, and 
which were distributed to the Evangelical 
school youth there on this happily reached 
occasion,(n) feature on one side the leg- 
end:

On the other side appears the angel fly- 
ing in the midst of the heavens with the 
Eternal Gospel (or open book on which 
is discernible the words: A[P]ocalypseos 
Capite X.1V. That is, “In the Revelation 
to St. John, the 14th chapter.”)(o0) which is 
proclaimed, as it were, to those who dwell 
on earth, all nations, races, tongues, and 
peoples: FV[U]JRCHTET GOTT VND 
GEBET IHM DIE EHR[E][!] [Fear God 
and give Him the Honor!], which forms 
the circumscription there. 

IV. 

It is hopefully not too straying too far 
if we make reference to the medals, found 
in Table VII, number 8, likewise created in 


Augsburg, or those created by a medalist 
of Augsburg.(p) One side of such medals 
features Luther’s bust with his oridnary in- 
signia or coat-of-arms represented below 
and accompanied by the year 1483 und 
1546, with the circumscription: MARTIN- 
Vs LVTHERVS LEHRER DER SCHRIFFT. 
[Martin Luther, teacher of Scripture.] 
From this German translation, no less 
than the foregoing Latin circumscription, 
the year of this present jubilee emerges. 

On the reverse appears a beautifully 
flourishing palm tree under the name of 
God, Jehovah, radiating down from above 
and weighed down by a great stone, and 
affixed to its trunk a shield bearing the 
letters A. O.[Q.] is visible, and over it the 
superscription: 

DICH PREISEN SIE EWIGLICH 
[They glorify her forever. ] 
And below are the words: 
IVBILeum LVTHeranum SECVNDum 
That is, “the Second Evangelical jubilee 
festival.” Without doubt referreing to the 
Christian and orthodox Church, which 
ever and always has relied on Him who is 
the Alpha and Omega, to speak according 
to the Revelation to St. John, although op- 
pressed by her enemies, yet (as experience 
shows manifestly through every century) 
never completely suppressed, but always 
increasingly flourishing and growing 
through Christ, her Head, in every previ- 
ously proclaimed persecution and duress, 
and by God’s assistance being more firmly 
rooted so that she is glorified for this by 
all the faithful forever and ever.

Likewise (perhaps also that to which 
we referred to above on page 14 under 
Saxe-Weissenfels, yet it may have been 
made here and then sent there) the small 
pieces [or bits] of 1 <40> quentgen in

N®? ACCORDING TO ALPHABETICAL 
order, is the Free Imperial City of 
Biberach, which was no less similar to 
the other imperial cities of the Augsburg 
Confession in observing most solemnly 
this Evangelical jubilee festival for two day 
successively,(q) but also, in order to render 
the occasion unforgettable and enduring 
in the hearts not only of those who partic- 
ipated in the celebrations but also of those 
yet to be born, solemnized it with the dis- 
tribution of three sorts of coinage to all the 
school youth in the rural areas no less than 
the city.(r) 


I. 

The first, of 1 loth in silver, or 1/2 thal- 
er, found in copper engraving in Table II, 
number 15, presents to the eye a beauti- 
ful laurel wreath, yet to the mind certain 
verses placed and contained within it in 
the following order: [Zum] EPHesern 5. 
V. 8. 9. [Zum] [H]EB[R]dern 13. V. 7. 
PSalm 118. V. 23. 25. 1. JOHannis 2. V. 
7. 8. ACTorum 10. V. 43. ROMern 3. V. 
24. 25. [Ephesians 5:8-9; Hebrews 13:7; 
Psalm 118:23-—25; 1 John 2:7-8; Acts 10:43; 
Romans 3:24-25.] In addition, a circum- 
scription reads: EVANGELISCHES IV- 
BEL-GEDECHTNVS. [Evangelical ju- 
bilee commemoration.] The honorable 
Council’s intention here was without doubt 
to bring to the mind of its subordinates and 
of all subjects generally on this notewor- 
thy festival, above all, how (according to 
the apostle Paul’s example and admonition 
to his Ephesians) they were formerly dark- 
ness, but now have become a light in the 
Lord, and therefore they are now to walk 
as children of the light. At the same time, 


according to the further instruction of 
said apostle in the epistle to the Hebrews, 
they are especially to lisiten diligently to 
their past teachers, and particularly the 
precious instrument, Luther, who spoke to 
them the Word of God, and to consider the 
outcome of their way of life, and to imitate 
their faith. They are especially to regard 
this feast with King David as one most 
worthy of wonder, as a feast of gladness 
and thanksgiving, breaking forth at once 
in the words: “This is the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvelous in our eyes. This is the day 
that the Lord has made. Let us rejoice and 
be glad in it!” “O Lord, help! O Lord, grant 
success!” And no one need doubt that 
this thing, so pleasing to God, will also be 
blessed with good success from heaven, 
since, as we know, nothing new with re- 
spect to doctrine was taught through the 
Reformation carried out 200 years ago, but 
the original doctrine from Christ and His 
apostles was only taken out of the obscuri- 
ty created by human statutes and brought 
to light again. Thus Luther and all his 
faithful successors can rightfully employ 
the words of the apostle John: “Brothers, I 
write (I teach and purvey) not a new com- 
mandment, but the old commandment 
that you received from the beginning; the 
old commandment is the word that you 
heard from the beginning: Again, a new 
commandment I write to you, which is true 
in Him and <41> in you. For the darkness 
(of papistic traditions and human statutes) 
has passed, and the true light (of the Holy 
Gospel) now shines.” Namely, according to 
the statement of the apostle Peter (in Acts 
[10:43]) consisting of this: “Of this Jesus

These place in the mouths of [the citizens 
of Biberach] and of all genuine Lutherans, 
the best wishes on this jubilee, which they 
have lived to see, and call on them with 
one spirit and one mind to repeat with the 
prophet Jeremiah: “Preserve for us Your 
Word, when we receive it. And this Your 
Word is the joy and comfort of our heart; 
for we are called by Your name, O Lord God 
of Sabaoth!” This is further certified by the 
prophet Isaiah: “O Lord! By these things 
men live, and the life of our spirit consists 
wholly therein.” All this is further clarified 
by the circumscription from Psalm 25:15: 
DU BEREITest VOR MIR EINen TISCH 
GEGen MEINE FEINDE [You prepare 
before me a table opposite my enemies], 
in consideration of the fact that no more 
powerful food can be served to spiritually 
hungry souls desiring grace than the 
aforesaid table furnished with heavenly 
manna, which can strengthen and quicken 
us against all enemies spiritual and bodily. 
The subscript reads: BIBERACH 1717. 

II. 

The second medal, of 1/2 loth, or an 
orths-thaler, found in copper engraving in 
Table VII, number 15, features on one side 
the bust of Dr. Luther in his usual habit 
with the common circumscription, from 
which the year of this jubilee is deduced: 
MaArRTINVS LVTHERVS THEOLOGIae 


DoCoor. That is, 
“Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology]. 

The other side again presents the afore- 
said table with the same circumscrip- 
tion: DV BEREITEST VOR MIR [EINen 
TISCH GEGen MEINE FEINDE]. 

III. 

The third piece, or groschen, the design 
of which is found in copper engraving in 
Table VIII, number 4, on one side is en- 
tirely the same as the two previous with 
respect to the table and circumscription, 
except that in those the Holy Spirit ap- 
pears in the form of a dove flying as seen 
from the side, but here, resting erect; for 
the scriptural passages have been changed, 
and firstly, I[E]SAiw [C]ap. 38. [v.] 16. 
[Isaiah 38:16], is read in the open Bible, 
and secondly, IERemie [C.] 15. [v.] 16 
[Jeremiah 15:16]; and finally, where the 
former two abbreviated, here, BEREIT- 
EST, EINEN, GEGEN are found spelled 
out in full. 

On the other side, conversely, a flying 
angel blows out of the trumpet in his right 
hand the word: IVBILATE, that is, “Re- 
joice!” Meanwhile, with his lift hand, he 
holds a serpent wound in a circle, which 
in hieroglyphics and among the ancients 
usually indicated the revolution of time, 
or a period of a hundred years. The cir- 
cumscription is:

The fourth piece, of 6 pfennig or 1/2 
batzen, the design of which may be seen 
in Table IX, number 19, features on one 
side the legend: EVANGELISCHES 
IVBELGEDA[A]CTNUS. BIBERACH, 
1717. [Evangelcialjubileecommemoration, 
Biberach, 1717.] 

On the other side, again an angel 
blows from doubled trumpets the words: 
IVBILATE, IVBILATE! That is, “Rejoice! 
Rejoice!”

of Dr. Luther in his usual priestly habit and 
bare head, with his customary coat-of-arms 
underneath and the years of his birth and 
death: [*]1483.[+]1546. Further provided is 
the almost universally used circumscription 
from which the year is deducted: MARTINVS 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGIz DOCTOR, that is, 
“Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology].” 

On the other side is seen the city of Danzig

her, along with the subscript from which 
again the year of the celebrated jubilee 
(1717) is produced by Roman numerals: 
BONO AVsPICIo IVBILAVS EVANGELICVS

Die 31. OCTobris, that is, “In a good hour 
and in prosperity, the second Evangelical 
jubilee festival was celebrated with the 
former zeal of old, on the 31st of October.” 


[Medals of] The City of Eisenach 


HE CITY OF EISENACH CAN BOAST OF 
itself, among other things, that it twice 
nurtured within its walls for some time the 
precious instrument of the salutary Refor- 
mation, Dr. M. Luther, during his lifetime. 
The first time was when he attended the 
public school there in his youth from 1499 
to 1500, singing door to door for bread with 
other poor kurrend students, “for the sake 
of God,” as he often reported himself. But 
the second time was in 1521, when on the 
way home to Wittenberg from the imperi- 
al diet at Worms not far from Schweina, he 
was surprised by unknown riders (at the 
behest of the elector) around evening, and 
brought toward morning to the Wartburg 
(which palace, situated on a high mountain 
over the city of Eisenach, he later frequently 
called his “Patmos”), and was there kept for 
almost a year at the elector’s expense. Thus 
the most noble council of this city, in grate- 
ful remembrance of this fact, acknowledges 
itself obliged to the Most High, in order to 
preserve these things this for all people, to 
have a commemorative medal created for 
this jubilee, of 2 loths in silver, the design of 
which the gracious reader will find in Table 
VI, number 4. 
One side of it presents the Wartburg Pal- 
ace, with the outermost parts of the city of 


Eisenach protruding somewhat below, as 
they might have appeared around the year 
of Christ 1517. 

Over the part of the city of Eisenach to 
its left [the viewer’s right] is seen the angel 
flying in the midst of the heavens from 
Revelation 14, with a banner underneath, 
on which may be read: DER ARME 
STEHT. [The poor man stands.] This angel 
simultaneously holds a shield reading: 
DoCTrorR MartTINVs’ LVTHER VON 
EIsLEBEN. A[POC]alypseos 14 [Doctor 
Martin Luther, of Eisleben. Revelation 14], 
in which words, the year of the current 
jubilee (1717) is contained. With the 
preceding words: DER ARME STEHT, regard 
is had to Luther’s last year of school(t) in 
Eisenach, 1500, which is deduced from the 
words by calculation of Roman numerals. 
There, as stated above, he sang door to 
door for his bread, and being put up by a 
burgomaster’s wife, Mrs. Cotta,(u) of noble 
lineage, yet simultaneously confirms also 
the truth of what was expressed by the King 
and Prophet David in Psalm 113:7-8 (which 
psalm is therefore indicated below), namely, 
that God raises up the <43> lowly out of the 
dust, and lifts up the poor out of the dunghill, 
that he may set them next to princes, next to 
the princes of His people. On its right [the

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viewer's left] over the Wartburg shines the 
name of God, Jehovah, surrounded again 
with a banner reading: VVo ER DARAVE IN 
PATHMVs GEnT. [Where he then goes into 
his Patmos], from which words, not only 
does the year 1521 again emerge—the year 
when, on the 4th of May, by the wonderful 
providence of God he was “assailed” on his 
return from Worms by two faithful men of 
the nobility, Hans von Berleps and Burkhard 
Hund von Wenckheim of Altenstein, along 
with some of their attendants, with feigned 
hostility, behind Altenstein Palace, and 
under dark of night by numerous forest paths 
was brought in safety around morning time 
to the mountain palace of the Wartburg(x) 
facing the city of Eisenach; but it may also 
be seen from them that there, for the sake 
of the Word of God and the testimony of 
Jesus Christ (as may be read in Revelation 
1:9, which passage is also therefore added), 
like the holy evangelist and apostle John in 
the island called Patmos, he lived safe and 
quiet from his enemies for three quarters of 
a year. Both elements are surrounded by a 
double legend: To the first belong the words 


from PSalm LXXXVI v. 5, which reference 
is also noted on the outer edge: DV HERR 
BIst GVT VND Gnaz&DIe. [You, Lord, are 
good and gracious.] Second, the words from 
PSalm XL. v. 6, which reference is likewise 
indicated on the edge: Gross SIND DEINE 
VVVNDER. [Great are Your wonders.] Both 
of these verses, between which Luther’s usual 
and regular coat-of-arms may be discerned 
not only contain the year 1517, but also 
and especially point to the gracious and 
miraculous work of the salutary Reformation 
begun at that time, just as both psalms fit 
that subject and Luther’s condition in his 
Patmos at the time and can easily be applied 
to these matters along with other passages 
of Scripture. 

On the other side, or reverse, we discern 
the city of Eisenach as it appears today, along 
with the Wartberg Palace on the mountain 
above it, from which city just mentioned, 
on its right [the viewer’s left], a fire <44> 
rises on high toward the city coat-of-arms 
located above her, consisting of the knight, 
St. George, slaying the dragon. To the right 
of this coat-of-arms and above the city, in a 


(Magdeburg and Eisenach), the good lad, because means were not all too substantial, had 
to sing for his bread before the doors of houses with other poor students, till in Eisenach 
a godly woman (at the same time a relation of his mother [Margaretha Lindemann]), on 
account of the devout way she saw he had of singing and praying, took him to her table.” 
The Nassau-Idstein report of Luther’s life, above in Hilaria 1:449, gives the following: “And 
immediately thereupon, in the fifteenth year, he was sent to the Franciscans’ school in 
Eisenach to continue his studies. There he stayed for four years, and showed tremendous 
capability, but experienced the duress of poverty in his school years, and was compelled 
with other poor students to earn bread by singing before doors, until finally a godly woman 
in Eisenach, who was a relative of his mother, was moved to provide him with sustenance 
on account of his devout singing and praying.” Blessed Paulini recounts in his Annales Isen- 
acenses [Eisanach Annals] that this was Conradus Cotta’s widow and lived in Georggasse. 
Her name, furthermore, was Ursula, and she was the daughter of Heinrich Schallen, the 
burgomaster of Ilefeld. Luther, in turn, to show his gratitude to his elderly hostess, received 
her son Heinrich Cotta at his table in Wittenberg in 1540-1541, who later died in Eisenach 
in June of the year 1565. On this subject also see Christian Juncker’s Historische Nachricht 
von der Eisenchsichen Bibliothec [Historic Account of the Eisenach Library] (1708 ed.), 
page 20. The epitaph of his wife Catharine, née Auerbach, in the Eisenach church, reports 


the following: 


Ipsum, ceu natum, est complexus amore Lutherus 
Fecit eum hospitii jure domusque frui. 
[Luther embraced him with love as his own son, 
And made him enjoy the right of his hospitality and home.] 
And Christophorus Winterus, in his Tumuli, writes of him as follows: 
Hunc commensalem Pater ipse Lutherus habebat, 
Albidos ad doctae pulcra theatra scholae. 
[Father Luther himself had him as his table-guest, 
At the excellent shows of the learned school in Wittenberg. ] 

(x) The Wirttemberg account of the life of Luther, Hilaria 1:382, reports of ths as follows: “In 
this Patmos, or Wartburg [= “waiting-burg”] Castle, Luther lived for three-fourths of a year, 
not out of fear of men, but out of obedience. And because he was a foe of idleness, he spent 
the time there reading diligently, praying fervently, writing many good books against the 
papacy and a number of notable letters to his close friends. In particular, he had recourse 
to the Hebrew and Greek Bible, and preached on Sundays and feast days to his host and in 


the presence of trusted persons.

The reichsthalers that it had caused to be 
struck (the design of which the gracious 
reader will find in Table I, number 10) show 
on one side the laudable intention by the fol- 
lowing stamped legend: IN MEMORIAM 
SECVNDI IVBILZI EVANGELICI ANNO 
SECVLARI MDCCXVII. DIE 31. OCTobris: 
CELEBRATI SENATgus FRANCOFVRTen- 
sis Fieri Fecit. That is, “In memory of the 
second Evangelical jubilee festival, after an- 
other century, in the year 1717, on the 31st 
of October, the council of the imperial city of 
Frankfurt caused this to be created.” The un- 
dersigned name of the master of the mint is, 
according to its initials: I. I. F. 

The other side features an ocean in which a 
tall rock stands, wheron an open book bear- 
ing the title: BIBLIA, or “Bible,” is laid and 
is lighted from above by the all-seeing eye of 
God from a triangle, and circumscribed by 
the words: DOMINE! CONSERVA NOBIS 
LVMEN EVANGELII, that is, “O Lord! Pre- 
serve to us the light of the Gospel!”

The half thalers or 2/3-pieces, found in 
copper engraving in Table XI, number 18, 
are of the same stamp with respect to both 
sides.

And the application of this 
is that, just as in the old covenant, a 
lamb from two hundred sheep had to 
be offered by the house of Israel to the 
Most High God for an atonement for it, 
so also in the new covenant, it is en- 
tirely commensurate with the highest 
propriety, indeed, with the will of God, 
that the spiritual Israel in Goslar, in its 
most indebted gratitude for two hun- 
dred years granted in the pure religion, 
should offer prayers and supplications 
with repentance for several days or a 
week, as an atonement for them, and 
from the depth of its heart break forth 


with these words (which here compose 
the superscription and at the same time 
also yield the year 1717) with the col- 
lective ministerium: 
NVN DANCKET GOTT, DAS BISS ANHER 
GEDAVRET HAT LVTHERI LEHR! 
[Now thank God that until now 
Luther’s doctrine has endured!] 
The commemoration thereof is further 
confirmed by the legend appended be- 
low: IVBIL@wum LVTHERanum, II. 
CELebratum 31. OCTobris 1. NOVem- 
bris. That is, “The second Lutheran ju- 
bilee, celebrated on the 31st of October 
and lst of November.” 


[Medals of] The Free Imperial City of Schwabisch-Hall 
am Kocher 


HE FREEIMPERIAL CITY OF SCHWABISCH- 

Hall, situated on the Kocher river, is 
our next participant in this extraordinary 
jubilee joy here,(e) having also been one 
of the first to let itself be warmed by the 
lovely sun of the Gospel by means of the 
faithful servant, Dr. Johannes Brentius 
[Brenz] (whose memory, as of a just man, 
shall certainly flourish as a palm tree un- 
til the end of days here in all the Evangel- 
ical Church, which he joined in 1522 at 
the age of 23 years, and continued therein 
until the time of the [Augsburg] Interim 
in 1549),(f) and in timely fashion tasted 
of the bounties of Christ and of the world 
to come. Accordingly, the city did not 
fail in its doman to provide what could 
only be regarded as conduciive to a wor- 
thy preparation as well as a most solemn 
celebration. And that the remembrance 
of this celebration should be preserved 
more constantly not only among those 
now living but also to posterity, it caused 
a jubilee coin to be minted, which was 
afterward distributed to every citizen as 
well as every subject.(g) 

One side of this coin, minted at 4 
groschens, or rather the value of 1 
orthsgulden, the design of which appears 
in Table III, number 8, features the bust 


of blessed Luther with bare head and in 
his usual priestly habit, holding before 
him a book, on which BIBLIA is legible, 
further circumscribed by this legend, 
which simultaneously contains the year of 
the jubilee celebrated: [VBILaI ECVNDI 
SOLENNITAS DIGNE CELEBRATA HALZ& 
CoCuarICa. That is, “The second jubilee 
celebration, fittingly celebratated in Halle 
am Kocher.” 

On the other side appears Noah’s ark or 
coffer on the tossing flood of the waters 
beneath a constant rain from the heav- 
ens, superscribed by words from which 
the year of the celebrated jubilee spring 
forth: NVLLas HIC METVIT VNDas. 

That is, 

Hier wird verlacht 

Des Wassers Macht! 

[Here the water’s might 
Is laughed to scorn! ] 

For further clarity, the year 1717 is also 
appended below. Here the doubtless in- 
tention is that, as Noah in his ark found 
himself quite safe from the wind and rain, 
so also every believer in Christ’s church 
and under Christ’s shelter, tossed about 
upon the great sea of the world, can find 
himself quite safe against the power of all 
enemies spiritual and corporeal. <47>

yl ieee CITY OF HAMBURG, AS IT HAS ALWAYS 
surpassed other cities in Europe for a great 
many years in riches and assets, so also its wealth in 
spiritual goods in Christ Jesus unto life everlasting, 
which it obtained particularly through the salutary 
Reformation, has particularly been evident in it and 
its inhabitants. Therefore it not only justly stands 
among those which celebrated the Reformation jubi- 
lee appointed on this account, and participated in the 
jubilee during this joyous time,(h) but it also causes 
this and what the Lord did for its good more than 
many others to be passed down to its children and 
children’s children by the means of certain coins. 
iB 

The commemorative medal created for this occa- 
sion, of 1 1/2 loths in silver, the design of which the 
gracious reader will find in Table IV, number 1, is 
distinguished on one side by the bust of Luther as 
he still appeared in his monastic period, with the 
almost universally selected circumscription contain- 
ing the year of the present jubilee, 1717: MARTINVS 
LVTHERVS DoCTor THEOLOGIA, that is, “Martin 
Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture [=of theology].’ 
The inscription on either side is: IUBIL@um REFor- 
mationis II. That is, “The second jubilee year of the 
Reformation.” 

On the reverse, an open book is seen in which 
BIBLIA is legible, placed under a brightly burning 
candle kindled by the divine name of Jehovah [in 
Hebrew] shining down form above. It rests on a table 
in the covering of which is embroidered the coat-of- 
arms of the city of Hamburg, namely, a city gate with 
three towers, framed between two palm branches 
supported by two lions, with the superscription, from 
which the year 1726 emerges, which is the year of the 
conclusion of the second and beginning of the third 
century since the reformation of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Hamburg, which began in 1526: 

DEIN GOTTLICHS VVorRT, DAs HELLE LICHT. 
Las Ia BEI VNs AVSLOSCHEN NICHT! 
[Let not Your divine Word, that bright light, 

Be extinguished among us!] 

The inscription along the outer edge reads: 
GOTTES WORT VND LVTHERS LEHR 
WIRD VERGEHEN NIMMERMERR. 

[God’s Word and Luther’s doctrine 
Shall never pass away. ] 
On either side, the medalists name, Gerhard VON 
HACHTEN, is noted. 
if, 

The whole reichsthaler also struck for this occasion, 
the design of which may be viewed in Table V, number 
4, presents the bird's-eye view of the city of Hamburg, 


the name HAMBVRG appearing written out below, 
and around it, ships coming in, lighted from out of 
the clouds by the divne name of Jehovah [in Hebrew] 
above, accompanied by the superscription: SVB VM- 
BRA ALARVM TVARVM. That is, “Under the shelter 
of Your wings,” which is to say, God’s wings. 

The other side bears only this legend: IN 
MEMORIAM IVBILAI EVANGELICI SECVNDI 
CELEBRATI ANNO SECVLARI MDCCXVII. That is, 
“In commemoration of the second Evangelical jubilee 
year, celebrated after the passing of a hundred years in 
1717” Appended below is the coat-of-arms of the city 
of Hamburg along with the letters I. R., which without 
doubt are to denote the name of the master of the mint.

Yet another commemorative medal in silver of 1 1/2 
loths, found in copper engraving in Table III, number 
2, introduces the collegium of the most noble and most 
judicious council of the city and all its fellow members, 
the body by which this jubilee ordinance was then is- 
sued, in the following legend, above which the coat 
coat-of-arms between two palm branches is set:

It also seems as if the following piece, of 1 loth in 
silver, the design of which is seen in Table VII, num- 
ber 10, was created here as a constant memorial to 
the celebration of this second jubilee, since the work 
agrees largely with that on the thaler. On one side, Lu- 
ther’s bust is presented as he appeared in his maturi- 
ty and in his priestly attire then customary, with the 
birth year and death year included below in the exer- 
gue thus: GEBohren 1483. 10. NOVembris. GESTor- 
ben. 1546 18. FEBRwarii, with this added circum- 
scription, which shows the foundation and origin of 
His doctrine, and that this does not consist of human 
accretions or statutes:

The second side presents a rock on which an altar 
is discernible, and on this an open book, the Bible, 
against which the winds blow freely on one side, and 
from the other side storms gather over it to destroy 
it and cast it to the ground, and yet guarded against 
all tribulation and mightily sheltered by the all-seeing 
and all-illuminating eye of God in a triangle. This is to 
suggest that the pure Word of God found in the Bible, 
on which the faith of the Lutheran Church is founded, 
shall never pass away, indeed, the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it:

The first side of this medal, the design of 
which is found in Table III, number 12, presents 
the church of Christ by allusion to the name of 
the city in question, and specifically the im- 
age of a beautiful, manmade fountain cut out 
of a rock, so as to reveal its firm, constant, and 
entirely unshakable foundation, from which 
seven streams of living water flow forth, which 
number is not only a perfect number but also 
without doubt may have in mind the coat-of- 
arms of the city. In place of images with which 
the fountains are usually adorned, there stands 
on top of the fountain the image of our Sav- 
ior, holding His cross in His left hand to show 
that He is the true Head of His church and this 
sign is the chief object of the Christian church. 
From His five holy wounds He pours His pre- 
cious blood over the whole fountain, whereby 
reference is made to that precious red torrent 
not only because it heals every wound inher- 
ited from Adam and committed by ourselves, 
but also and especially because the cup that 
had previously been withdrawn from the la- 
ity in the Holy Supper was reintroduced to the 
church through the doctrine of blessed Luther 
in the Reformation made on the basis thereof, 
and thus the Blood of Christ under the blessed 
wine began to be distributed again. The cir- 
cumscription referencing this consists of two 
Latin verses, from each of which the year 1717 
is deduced. In the space below is read further 
the assurance of this fountain that continues 
to endure:

On the other side, the Evangelical religion 
appears in the form of a woman clothed mod- 
estly in the ancient style, holding in her left 
hand the cross of Christ, and in her right a 
brightly burning lamp, with which she sheds 
light on an open book, the Bible, lying on the 
altar (engraved with the year 1717), on the 
leaves of which Bible the five initials of the 
verse especially chosen by blessed Luther as his 
own, from Psalm 119:89, may be read: Verbum 
Domini Manet In Aternum. That is, “The 
Word of the Lord endures forever.” But Lady 
Religion is crowned with a beautiful crown by 
a hand descending from the clouds above, as 
a sign of the pleasure that God has in her, and 
the glorious reward with which He will some 
day reward her, with the following verse con- 
taining the year serving as the circumscription: 

HIC QVOQVE SARTA DEO BENE 
CONSERVANTE MANEBIT.

And quite richly continuing 
to pour on our city.] 

The other side is furnished solely with these 
words: MEMoria. IVBILAI II. HEILBRun- 
nensis. That is, “The commemoration of the 
second jubilee year in Heilbrunn.”

N THE CITY OF JENA, IN COMMEMORATION 

of this jubilee likewise celebrated 
there at the most gracious behest of its 
collective most serene educators, the 
following medal of 2 loths in silver was 
created by a private citizen. 

One side of the medal (found in cop- 
per engraving in Table III, number 
10) bears the legend: Wo ist der Ort! 
Da IEsVs spRACH ZVM _ IVNGERN. 
MATTH. IX. 37. [Where is the place 
where “Jesus said to His disciples”? 
Matthew 9:37. ] 

sICH NAHET VND sSPRACH zZVM 
IVNGERN. LVC. XXIV. 15. 17. [“He 
drew near and said to His disciples.” 
Luke 24:15, 17.] Now then, as the an- 
swer produces a double chronodistich, 
the first giving the year 1617, and form 
its second word the beginning and first 
syllable of the name Jena in the word 
“IEsVs,” so the second chronodistich 
gives the year 1717, and the first sylla- 
ble of its second word, “NAHET,” yields 
the second syllable of the aforesaid 
city. Now, Jesus spoke to His disciples 
in Jena at the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, through the bestowal, 
preservation, and enlargement of its 
world-famous academy, namely, where 
in Matthew 9:37 the following words are 
read: “The harvest is great, but the la- 
borers are few. Therefore pray the Lord 
of the harvest, that He may send labor- 
ers into His harvest.” These words can 
very fittingly be applied to the higher 
school, from which capable, faithful, 
and diligent laborers can always and 
ever be taken and sent into the Evangel- 
ical harvest with a great deal of benefit 
and blessing. It was in this sense also 
that the words of the Holy Gospel of 
Matthew quoted above also appeared to 
the first Evangelical teacher and evan- 
gelist of Gotha, as Luther called him, 
Fridericus Myconius, right before the 
beginning of the Reformation in An- 
naberg. In the 18th century, conversely, 
Jesus approached His disciples in Jena, 
namely, when we not only had come a 


whole century nearer to Christ’s coming, 
but also, just as in that beautiful Easter 
sermon in Luke 24:15, 17, Christ opened 
all the Scriptures to the Emmaus disci- 
ples, so also today at this most renowned 
academy (established by Elector Johann 
Friedrich, of laudable memory, in his 
holy zeal when faced with losing his 
electoral land and people), as also at the 
Wittenberg academy, Scripture is clear- 
ly and plainly expounded here every day 
and carefully and thoroughly discussed 
for the edification of many thousand 
souls in opposition to the pope’s tyranny 
and guile. 

The subscript identifies the rectorate 
of the period in the words: SVB 
PRORECTore MAGNIFico, DomiNo 
DOCTore MEDicine, IOHanne 
ADRiano SCHLEVOGTIO, Die 31. 
OCTobris. That is, “Under the rectorate 
of his magnificence the Lord Doctor 
of Medicine, Johannes Adrianus 
Slevogt, on the 31st of October.” The 
circumscription is supposed to reference 
the now-twentieth fulfillment of the 
famous saying: “The Word of God [=the 
Lord] endures forever,” in the words: BIS 
VERBVM DOMINI MANET IN VENIENS 
ZETERNVM. [Twice the Word of the Lord 
Endures Forever. ] 

On the other side, the Parnassus, or 
famed hill of the Muses in Phocis, is seen 
as it is accustomed to be portrayed by the 
poets, on the double peak of which the 
Pegasus, or winged horse, by its hoof lets 
loose the Castalian waters from the rock, 
on which the nine Muses are found with 
their usual instruments. Below, at the 
foot of the mountain, academic scepters 
lie crosswise on a table (the covering of 
which is embroidered with the imperial 
coat-of-arms of Saxony) are indicated by 
a student, as the instruments by which the 
students are kept in their proper bounds 
and have to this time been successively 
led by the academy’s learned professors 
to its commencement ceremony. The cir- 
cumscription not only betrays the year 
of the jubilee, but also clarifies that to

Be- 
sides celebrating this jubilee festival sol- 
emnly on the 31st of October, it also con- 
tinued its commemoration through the 
next week with fitting texts,(1) and also 
caused a groschen piece to be created and 
distributed to the gentlemen of the council 
as well as the clergy, school preceptors, and 
collective school youth.(m)

On the first side of the 4-groschen piece, 
the design of which the gracious reader will 
find in Table VIII, number 7, the central 
field is occupied by the famous and almost 
universal name and title of blessed Luther, 
in which the year of the current jubilee is 
simultaneously contained, viz.: MARTINVS 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGI& DOCTOR. That is, 
“Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology].” Below is added the coat-of- 
arms of the city of Kempten, consisting of 
a double eagle which bears on its breast 
a shield with the initial of said city: K. 
The circumscription reads: ECCLESIA 
CAMPIDONENSIS IVBILANS, that is, 
“The Church of Kempten celebrating the 
jubilee.” 


The other side depicts an angel flying 
through the midst of the heavens, 
bearing in his right hand a trumpet and 
lighted by the name Jehovah [in Hebrew] 
out of the clouds above, and bearing in 
his left hand a banner on which may be 
read: EVANGelium A[E]TERnum, that 
is, “The Eternal Gospel,” to show that the 
time has now come again when we may 
fittingly and rightly remember the vision 
from Revelation 14 and the message 
that the angel blew from his trumpet 
there. Of course, that no one else is to 
be understood by this angel than blessed 
Luther, was already demonstrated against 
the adversaries by the superb Dresden 
theologian and senior court preacher, Dr. 
Matthias Hoé [von Hoénegg] in a sermon 
of his, by Dr. Augustus Pfeifferus in his 
sermons on the Augsburg Confession, 
by Dr. Johann Friedrich Mayer in his 
Lutherus Apocalypticus, by Master Braun, 
and by many other respected persons.

The ducats and groschen are in all re- 
spects the same as the previous piece, 
and their design may be seen in Table VI, 
number 6.

Ss? ALSO THE FAMOUS COMMERCIAL CITY 
of Leipzig, which especially displayed its 
zeal in the celebration of this jubilee festi- 
val,(n) handed down as a goodly memorial 
of the jubilee celebrated in this place the 
following medal in silver of 1 loth (the de- 
sign of which the gracious reader will find 
in copper engraving in Table V, number 8), 
likewise produced by a private medalist. 


Namely, on one side thereof are found the 
Nine Muses seated and playing their usual 
instruments, under one vigorously flourish- 
ing and blossoming linden tree, by which 
<52> the name of the city is reflected in both 
Greek and Latin, and particularly Sorbian, 
names [see J. G. Pfeiffer’s Lips., page 51], 
and the highly renowned academy which has 
flourished for many centuries in the city is

The other side contains a bird’s-eye view 
of the city of Leipzig, superscribed by the 
heartfelt words drawn from Psalm 122:7: IN 
MVRIS ET PALATIIS TVIS SIT PAX ET 
PROSPERITAS. That is, “Peace be within 
your walls, and prosperity within your 
palaces.”

Thus it may also be the case that the 
medalist residing there created the 
following piece in silver at 1/2 loths, in gold 
at 2 ducats, which may be found in copper 
engraving in Table II, number 5, with such 
an intent. On its “face” side is found the bust 
of Luther in his maturity circumscribed 
by his quite common title in this jubilee 
year, which simultaneously produces the 
enumeration of that year: MArRTINVs 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGIa2 DOCTOR, that is, 
“Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology].” 

On the other side, on an altar are seen 
a representation of the symbols of the 
church, being the baptismal basin and 
ewer on its right side [the viewer’s left] 
and the blessed Bread and Wine in the cup 
on its left [the viewer’s right], with the 
cross standing between them, and on the 
altar lying face up an open book in which 
may be read: BIBLIA, that is, “the Bible.” 
On the front of the altar we see engraved 
1717 Die 31. OCTobris. That is, “In the 
year 1717, on the 31st day of October.” The 
superscription from 1 Corinthians 11:11 
reads: EINEN ANDERN GRVND KAN 
NIEMAND LEGEN. [“Another foundation 
can no man lay.”] Under this also appears: 
LVTHERI 2TES IVBEL-FEST. [Luther’s 
second jubilee festival.] This verse too is to 
be related to what is seen on the altar. In 


the exergue, in addition, the joy over this is 

expressed from Psalm [126:3]: DER HERR 

HAT GROSSES AN VNS GETHAN, DES 

SIND WIR FROLICH. [“The Lord has done 

great things to us; of which we are glad.”]

From this same master also may be those 
in silver weighing 1 quentgen, in gold 1 duc- 
at, the design of which may be seen in Ta- 
ble VI, number 5, and on one side of which 
the bust of Luther appears with face turned 
to his left, with bared head and priest- 
ly habit, again presented with his name, 
as we have often seen it before, circum- 
scribed as follows: MARTinus LVTHERVS 
THEOLOGIZ DOCTOR. That is, “Martin 
Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture [=theol- 
ogy]. 

The other side, conversely presents an al- 
tar furnished with a sacrificial fire on top, 
and this superscription:

To these we also add those in silver at 
2 loths, but in gold at 12 ducats, without 
doubt also created here, the design of which 
is found and available for closer examina- 
tion in Table V, number 1. 

The first side is like those previous, 
namely, featuring Luther’s portrait with 
a bare head and in usual priestly habit, 
presented turned to his left [the viewer’s 
right], circumscribed with the name so 
often employed: MarTINVs LVTHERVS 
THEOLOGIa2 DoCrTor. That is: “Martin 
Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology].” 

The other side again depicts the symbols 
of the church on an altar (on the front side 
of which is engraved a palm branch and 
a laurel branch lying one over the other), 
being the baptismal basin, the chalice with 
the consecrated Host, and between them an 
open book, in which BIBLIA, that is, “the 
Bible,” appears, and behind it a crucifix, yet 
so that over the cross, in the clouds, a crown 
of stars is visible, circumscribed by the 
words of Revelation 3:11: HALT WAS DU 
HAST[,] DAS NIEMAND DEINE KRONE 
NEHME|!] [“Keep hold of what you have, 
that no man may take your crown!”] In the 
exergue, the time of this necessary exhorta- 
tion is expressed as follows: <53> EVANGe- 
lisches.

The fifth piece, of 1/2 loth or 3 quent- 
gens in silver, found in copper engraving 
in Table II, number 13, shows on one side 
Luther’s bust from the side, in his ordi- 
nary priestly attire, with bare head, cir- 
cumscribed by the usual title: MARTINVs 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGI2 DOCTOR, that is: 
“Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology].” 

On the other side appears an angel flying 
with an open book, in which may be read: 
E. E. That is, “Ewig Evangelium [Eternal 


Gospel], above the half-visible earth, over 
which a laurel branch is laid, with the su- 
perscription: FVRCHTET GOTT UND 
GEBET IHM DIE EHRE. [Fear God and 
give Him the glory.] To this is added the 
subscript: EVANGelisches. IVBel-FEST 
1717. 31. OCTobris. [Evangelical jubilee 
festival, 1717, the 31st of October.] Here, 
reference is made to the most familiar rep- 
resentation of blessed Luther as the angel 
flying in the midst of the heavens, of which 
we are told in Revelation 14 and which we 
have already discussed above in various 
medals.

Leutkirch consider it an important duty 
devoutly to celebrate this feast with other fel- 
low espousers of the Confession,(o) but also 
firmly to impress it upon the memory of her 
school youth by the ordering the distribution 
of a commemorative pfennig.(p) For that pur- 
pose, however, on account of the shortness 
of time and to spare expenses, that was cho- 
sen which we may find in copper engraving

[Two-hundred year jubilee 
commemoration for the Evangelical school 
youth. 1717.] Here we are reminded that we 
have already discussed this above in the coins 
of Augsburg, and desire the gracious reader 
to be referred there.

Lindau’s most noble and most wise 
Council counted it its Christian duty to 
celebrate this solemn feast for two con- 
secutive days and most heartily to thank 
God(q) for this unspeakable benefac- 
tion demonstrated in maintaining His 
saving Word in its purity in this local- 
ity also, and, that the remembrance of 
this celebration might not so speedily 
depart from heart and mind, firmly to

On the other side, the Christian 
church is presented, distinguished by 
the great radiance which she emits and 
displays all around, built upon a high, 
pointed rock covered with many thorns, 
through which a few twisting paths 
lead travelers to her, with subscript: 
MATTH@i. XVI. 18. [Matthew 16:18.] 
This is circumscribed above by the 
words: ORCI PORTAE[Z] NON 
SVPERABVNT EAM. That is, “The 
gates of hell shall not prevail against 
her.” This is to show that the Christian 
church, as in her beginning and 
founding, so also in her continuance 
and preservation, has always been made 
so secure from all enemies and their 
machinations by the Most High, that 
even the gates of hell can have no power 
over her, nor can they do anything 


against her forever.(u)

The smaller piece, or groschen (the 
design of which is found in copper en- 
graving in Table VIII, number 9) con- 
tains on one side an angel flying in the 
midst of heaven(x) with an open book, 
or rather an Eternal Gospel, in which 
may be read APocalypseos Capite XIV. 
That is, “Revelation, chapter 14,” and as 
it were proclaiming what is read in the 
circumscription: FVRCHTET GOTT 
UND GEBET IHM DIE EHRE. [“Fear 
God and give Him the glory.” ] 

The other side, conversely, is occupied 
only by this legend: ZWEY HVNDERT 
LZHRIGES IVBEL-GEDACHTNVS 
FUR DIE EVANGELische SCHUL- 
IUGENT. 1717. [Bicentennial jubilee 
commemoration for the Evangelical 
school youth. 1717.] And there is no 
doubt that it is the same stamp [die] that 
we already referenced and considered 
above in the commemorative coin for 
the school in Augsburg, yet was retained 
on account of the generic legend and 
emblems, and perhaps also because of 
a shortage of time, and could thus be 
used quite well for this application.

AL city of Mihlhausen on this 
occasion was desirous to join the 
other Evangelical estates of the em- 
pire, which went to the house of 
God with thanksgiving, and to His 
courts with praise,(y) and to cause 
two coins to be created as a com- 
memoration of this occasion that 
will last for posterity.

The first of the large pieces, of 2 
loths, found in copper engraving 
in Table I, number 8, was minted 
in silver with the bust of blessed 
Luther with bare head oriented to 
his left, as he might have appeared 
in his incipient maturity, in his 


usual priestly dress, and with 
his regular insignia overhead, 
circumscribed by his name and 
title so renowned in this time, 
which simultaneously betray the 
year of the jubilee: MAaRrTINVs 


LVTHERVS THEOLOGIZ2 DOCTOR, 


that is, “Martin Luther, teacher 
of Holy Scripture [=theology].” 
Above this is added: IVBILEVM 


SECVNDVM |[, that is, “the second 
jubilee”]; and below, on the hem of 
the robe, is also seen: NATus 1483, 
REFormationem [I]NCepit 1517. 
31. OCTobris OBIIT 1546. That 
is, “He was born in 1483, began the 
Reformation on the 31st of October, 
1517, and died in 1546.”

it, circumscribed above first by the 
words: GRATAM REFORMATIONIS 
SACRORVM MEMORIAM

“The city of Muthlhausen fittingly 
acknowledged the Reformation with 
a grateful commemoration on the 
bicentennial jubilee festival, and was 
pleased to leave this as a souvenir for 
posterity, on the 31st of October, in 
the year 1717.”

The second piece, of 1 loth in 
silver, which is found in copper 
engraving in Table I, number 12, 
shows Luther with bare head and 
in his usual priestly habit, standing 
in a very pleasant environs before a 
sweetly flowing spring, on the water 
of which a swan comes swimming 
to meet him. Besides this, he holds 
in both hands the open Bible, in 
which may be plainly read: VERVBM 
DEI Manet In Aternum, that is, 
“The Word of God [=the Lord] 
endures forever.” He and the opened 
Scriptures are also pleasantly lighted 
from above by the sun. Below in the 
exergue appears: IVBILA[AE]VM 
II. PSalmo XXXVI. 10. That is, “The 
second jubilee.” The reference to the 
royal psalmist’s tenth verse of the 
Psalm 36, which begins: “For with 
You is the living spring, and in Your 
light we see the light,” reference is 
without doubt made to the fact that 


Luther took his doctrine from no 
mire of human invention or swamp 
of papistic traditions, but drew it and 
fetched it from the living spring of 
God’s Word, in the waters of which 
he now happily and _ contentedly 
swims forth as a swan, in accordance 
with the prophecy Johann Huf, of 
which the same Bohemian Goose, 
Johann Hu, made use a hundred 
years before him, but because God in 
His counsel had decided that it was 
not yet the right time, was promptly 
taken away by the fire and roasted 
on the spit at Constance. Thus he 
received so much light from the light 
of the heavenly Father and caught 
up in his heart the true light of the 
Gospel from the light of the Word 
to such an extent that he was able 
to serve others in turn and shine it 
abundantly on them. 

The other side, in lieu of a reverse, 
has only the following legend: 
INTER CETEROS Sacri Romani 
Imperii ORDINES EVANGELICOS 
MVLHVSA FESTO SOLENNI

tributed to the school youth in order to 
impress the more deeply upon them the 
remembrance thereof, especially since it 
has also been a hundred years since the 
school of this location was provided with 
new laws and inaugurated, and its library 
created at the same time.(b) <57>

Containing the Jubilee-Coins and -Medals 


The first side, the design of which is 
found in copper engraving in Table VIII, 
number 11, shows the customary coat-of- 
arms of the city, namely, a shield witha 
quartered field of sable and argent, and 
for a crest, issuant from an helmet argent 
a hound’s head [gules], circumscribed 
by the legend: IVBILAVM NEVstTADo- 
sCuHoLa, that is, “The jubilee of the 
school of Neustadt [an der Aisch],” from 
which at the same time, by calculation 
of Roman numerals, the year of the 
celebrated jubilee festival again emerges, 
viz., 1717. Belowisalso added: IVBileum. 
II. EVangelico. LVTHeranum. That is, 
“The second Evangelical jubilee festival.” 

On the other side, a phoenix is 
visible, which from its nest, composed 
of aromatic wood and kindled by rays 
emitted from a thunderbolt sent from

the divine name, Jehovah, above, is 
rejuvenated from its ashes, the whole 
image being accompanied by this 
superscription, from which the year of 
the jubilee is deduced: DEIN sCuHVTz 
HAT MICH VERNEVET! [Your protection 
has renewed me!](c) This is without 
doubt meant to indicate that by the 
almighty providence and guidance of the 
Most High, nothing can so be harmful 
to the Christian religion that it shall 
not always and forever attain to its 
advantage and increase; indeed, that the 
almighty protection and daily renewed 
grace of God is so great and vigorous 
that, instead of appearing to decrease, 
it is rather made to be rejuvenated and 
renewed every year and every hour as a 
phoenix and eagle [Isaiah 40:31], to the 
greatest chagrin of its enemies.

LTHOUGH NO COINS EXPRESSLY MINTED 

by this city for this second Lutheran 
jubilee have become available or made 
an appearance to date, we cannot help 
sharing here with the gracious read- 
er, in lieu of that, the medals by which 
the commemoration of this jubilee year, 
most solemnly celebrated for three days 
in this locality as in other free imperi- 
al cities,(d) was nevertheless seen to be 
preserved, inasmuch as in the aforesaid 
year, its very beautiful orphanage, which 
bears the name Zur Aufnahme Christi 


[For the care of Christ], was successful- 
ly completed, having been built under 
the auspices of the most noble council at 
great expense and with much effort there 
until that time, and was dedicated on the 
2nd of November, at 3 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, in the presence of a great crowd 
of attendees, by means of a solemn ora- 
tion or sermon on the 26th chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles.(e) <58> 
Accordingly, the medal created for this 
occasion, of 1 loth in silver, which may 
be seen in Table IX, number 25, shows 


etc., listen closely to the Word of God in the local temple of the Lord, and immediately 
after the divine service, in the local Latin school, in which, since it has been precisely 
100 years since the school received its statutes and ordinance in 1617, three orations [ad- 
dresses] are delivered by local students, all to the glorification of the most holy name of 
the Most High Triune God, and to the greatest support of the Evangelical Church, as well 
as for the commemoration of this jubilee festival of Christian and indebted thanksgiving, 
which the parents speak to their children, the children again to their children’s children. 
And as a memorial, the schoolchildren (which the preceptor are all to record) and the 
catechumens are to receive a commemorative groschen, if not immediately, yet certainly 


within a week, God willing. 


And page 345: “Because it was precisely one hundred years since the school was inaugurated, 
the children were exhorted to a godly, evangelical, Christian conduct and obedience, were 
sent home with a benediction, and a memorial token promised to each, which was distrib- 
uted in the attached medal to the quantity of several hundred pieces.”

“The Nordhausen <59> fire of 1710.” 
Above, the circumscription reads:

(f) To explain this, the words of Mr. Johann Heinrich Kindervater, the pastor of the church of 
St. Blaise in Nordhausen, assessor of the consistory, and inspector of the school of the same 
city, in the first lecture on the circumstances and founding of the orphanage of Nordhau- 
sen, titled, Die Aufnahme des Herrn Christi, in denen verlassenen Waisen [The care of the 
Lord Christ in the abandoned orphans], will be quoted here: 

And it is precisely that kind of miracle which our great God demonstrated some years ago 
in this imperial free city of Nordhausen, where the Holy Bible was just as mightily delivered 
and quite miraculously preserved in the terrible distress of fire. For when our just God, on 
the 23rd of August, 1710 (the Saturday before the 10th Sunday after Trinty), at about 10 
oclock in the evening, began to visit the city of Nordhausen with a terrible fire of revenge for 
her heavy sins, and thereby in short time causd the most valuable portion of the city along 
with the town hall and mother church, St. Nicholas, the school, and other public build- 
ings, to be ruined and reduced to ashes, the heated flames also pressed into the home of an 
Evangelical pastor of Nordhausen, Rev. Johann Richard Otto, with such force that within a 
few hours the whole main building with the back house and brewhouse as well as the barn 
and stalls were buried in hot ashes. But after the ashes began to be cleared away the next 
day, it came to pass that under the parlor, in which the aforesaid Pastor, along with other 
books, also kept the German Bible standing on a table, this latter article was found entirely 
unscathed in the midst of the glowing rubble (except for the lock, which the flames had only 
licked a little), and was held up to the astonishment of all present. The format of this Bible 
is large duodecimo, and it was printed in Liineburg by Johann Stern in 1698, and bound in 
black cordovan leather with gilded edges and two locks, and Pastor Otto wrote in the front 
of it with his own hand the following words: “On the 23rd of August, 1710, the even before 
St. Bartholomew and Saturday before the 10th Sunday after Trinity, about 11 oclock in the 
evening (as fell at this precise day and hour in 1712), at the market, a terrible fire arose, 
and God ‘preached’ to sinful Nordhausen the destruction of Jerusalem in a portion of the 
city by means of the fire, and this fire seized my scarcely bought house situated between the 
Walkenried collection court and the stone bake-house, and consumed it. Thus this Bible, 
which I had standing on a table in the parlor for my use, was miraculously kept undamaged, 
with the exception of the upper lock, despite these flames which consumed everything. ... 
But just as by this miracle of the Bible the place in which it was kept, as it were hallowed 
by God Himself and quite markedly distinguished from all other places that were burned,” 
so the aforeaid Pastor Otto, more deeply considering this divine fate, justly contemplat- 
ed taking up residence in a private or common townhouse again, but as the Lord for His 
proper possession and ministration desired and set apart, gladly and willingly relinquished 
and dedicated it to Him, so that a dwelling might be erected for the city’s poor orphans 
without fathers or mothers, and thus Christ might be cared for in His poor members. This 
being a work that stirred up glory for God, the faithful God also so seconded it that the 
most noble and most judicious council of this city along with the most reverend ministeri- 
um on the 8th of March, 1716, being exhorted and encouraged, most willingly consented, 
and hereupon exhibited all fatherly care for its establishment and maintenance by a great 
<59> number of visible signs. What was already generously contributed toward this pur- 
pose by the hand both of locals and foreigners the aforesaid Pastor Kindervater has already 
divulged to everyone in seven sermons through the press. Of these, for the sake of brevity, 
I wish to include here from the sixth lecture only the opening, which chiefly belong here:

The first piece, of fine silver of 1 loth in 
weight, which is visible in copper engraving 
in Table VII, number 13; likewise—

7, all feature the same stamp [die] and 
inscription, and specifically, that which was 
already represented by them 100 years ago, 
namely, one side of the larger pieces show 
a hand from the clouds removing a bushel 
from a lamp [candle] standing on the table 
and thus allowing it to shine properly, 
with the  superscription: ECCLESIA 
NORICA IVBILANS, that is, “The church 
of Nuremberg showing its jubilee joy.” The 
reverse is occupied solely by the following 
words on a placard over which a cherub 
[Engelskopfchen] is seen: MartINVs 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGIz£ DoCrTor. 
Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology], from the Roman numerals of 
which the year 1717 emerges, as familiar. In 
1617, the last word was marked on the city’s 
jubilee coins only with a D., according to the 
customary manner. Here it should also be 
noted that the aforesaid words on the ducats 
and groschens appear not on a placard but 
merely filling the whole inner field.

But just as in the previous century, the 
medalist residing in this city, Christian 
Mahler, created a great number of pieces(i) 
for this occasion and sold them here and 
there to medal enthusiasts as an endur- 
ing memorial to it, so the current medalist 
there, Mr. Caspar Theophilus Lauffert, put 
as much effort into producing something by 
which to serve every capacity and desire, in 
the form of all manner of medals focusing 
on the aforesaid theme. Accordingly, in this 
line, besides those which we have already 
cited above on account of the elector’s bust 
presented on their face, we may note those 
(which can be seen in copper engraving in 
Table III, number 5) which on their first 
side feature the bust of blessed Luther with 
bare head and in his usual clerical habit, ori- 
ented to his left, with the quite familiar cir- 
cumscription simultaneously containing the 
year: MARTINVS LVTHERVS THEOLOGIZz 
DoCror., that is, “Martin Luther, teacher 
of Holy Scripture [=theology].” This bust 
is further enclosed below by the frequently 
cited words, yet used both by himself and by 
various other great Protestant leaders, from 
Psalm 119:89: VERBVM DOMINI MANET 
IN ZATERNVM. That is, “The Word of the 
Lord endures forever.’(k) Alternatively, to 
put it in verse: 

Es bleibt, O HErr, du treuer Hort, 
In Ewigkeit dein gottlich Wort. 
[O Lord, You faithful refuge, 
Your Word remains forever. | 

On the other side we see the shining 
divine name, Jehovah, under the image 
of risen sun ascending over the eastern 
horizon, against which the Evangelical 
Christian <61> religion, in the form of 
a female dressed in ancient manner and 
kneeling in gratitude upon a square base, 


very great multitude of persons of high or humble estate, in commemoration of the jubilee, 
and amid countless tears of joy, heartfelt sighs were likewise lifted to heaven for the preser- 
vant and defense of the whole Evangelical Church.

Concerning this, we learn from the trustworthy report above in Hilaria 1:682 how the 


second Evangelical festival of thanksgiving was celebrated in reverent manner in the city 
of Nuremberg and its rural districts: “Among the children’s lessons held, it was especially 
notable that in the St. Egidius [Giles] congregation, thirty poor children from the local St. 
Sebald school for the poor (to whom a benefactor had given brand new sets of clothes) were 
publicly conducted into the church and examined from the pulpit concerning the circum- 
stances of the festival of thanksgiving, and they made a public confession of Evangelical 
doctrine, and a reasonable account of the salutary Reformation as comprehended in those 
questions. Then they were also presented with a commemorative coin.”

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holding in her right hand a chalice and 
crucifix, but with her left pointing to the 
Bible lying open on a pedestal, in which 
the words of Isaiah 8:20 may be read: AD 
LEGEM ET TESTIMONIU[V]M. That is, 
“To the Law and the Testimony.” But these 
are arranged so that the rest of the words 
must be supplied by the circumscription: SI 
NON DIXERINT IVXTA VERBVM HOC, 
NON ERIT EIS MATVTINA LVX. That 
is, “If they will not say this, they will not 
have the morning light,” or: “If they do not 
speak and teach according to these words, 
they will not have the morning light.” From 
this it may easily be presumed that by the 
risen sun with the name Jehovah, the artist 
has in mind the light of the Gospel which 
by the grace of God has now been sustained 
and mightily advanced in the Evangelical 
Church for some two hundred years. And 
where Religion appears dressed according 
to the ancient manner, it should remind us 
that Luther introduced no new doctrine into 
the church, but only re-exposed without 
distortion the ancient apostolic doctrine 
of faith, which is the intent of the words: 
“To the Law and Testimony.” The Bible, the 
chalice, and the crucifix, are without doubt 
to indicate the free, unprohibited use of the 
Divine Word, the restoration in the Lord’s 
Supper of the chalice formerly forbidden by 
the popes, and the doctrine of justification 
solely through our one Redeemer’s death on 
the cross, for which points especially and 
primarily we have Luther’s Reformation 
to thank. The kneeling may well denote 
the indebted gratitude for these great and 
profound benefits; the pillars, constancy and 
endurance; the square base or foundation, 
unwaveringness and patience in the midst 
of persecution. In the exergue we may also 
read: IN MEMORiam. IVBIL@i. SECundi. 
LVTHERani. That is, “In commemoration 
of the second Evangelical Lutheran jubilee 
festival.”

The following, sixth piece, in silver of 2 
loths, seen reproduced in copper engraving 
in Table VII, number 3, contains on the first 
side the bust of Luther in all respects the 
same as the previous. 

On the reverse appears the city of Jerusa- 
lem, which is more easily recognized by the 
weapon placed under her right hand. This, 
as known, is accustomed to portray the 
Church Militant here on earth, and accord- 
ingly there is evident in the clouds above 


her a star of great brightness shooting forth 
many rays through the clouds, so that the 
whole city is lighted by these. This is ac- 
companied the words borrowed from Isaiah 
60:2 in the form of a superscription, which 
with its Roman numerals also contains the 
year of the current jubilee: ECCE SVPER 
TE ORIETVR DOMINVs! That is, “Behold, 
The Lord arises upon you!” Alternatively, it 
might be rendered into rhyme thus:

As these words were expressed by the 
prophet after he had previously prophesied 
a great darkness which would cover the 
people and the whole earth, it is immediately 
evident how they apply to the uncommon, 
all-prevailing darkness of doctrine in 
the papacy before Luther’s Reformation, 
namely, when doctrine was so obscured 
by the shadowplay of human statutes that 
Christ could no longer be found even in 
the midst of Christendom, but people had 
to grope about, now to this place, now to 
another, now to this mountain, now to that 
image; but after the restoration by Luther 
of this ancient and pure doctrine, Christ, 
as the true Morning-star, has risen again 
in the hearts of His believers by diligent 
instruction in sermons and catechesis, and 
has attained to such brightness that we can 
boast with the prophet that the Lord has 
now risen upon the spiritual Jerusalem, and 
His glory has appeared over her. Thus in the 
exergue below, a chronogram is also added 
which reads: ALTER POST EMENDATA 
SACRA ANNVS IVBILAEVS. That is:

Agreeing with the previous are the small- 
er pieces in silver, of 1 quentgen in weight, 
the design of which the gracious reader 
will find in Table VIII, number 12, of sub- 
stantially the same stamp [die] and signifi- 
cation with Table VII, number 5 there. 

X. 

The tenth piece, of 1 1/2 loths in silver, 
which the gracious reader will find included 
in copper engraving in Table IV, number 6, 
shows on its first side, lying open on a table, 
the holy book of the Word of God revealed 
to us, in whose leaves may simultaneously 
be recognized the words of Psalm 119:89 
as well as of 1 Peter 1:25: Verbum Domini 
Manet In Aternum, that is, “The Word of 
the Lord endures forever.” Likewise on this 
table standing opposite is a lead scale, to 
show that all the doctrine must be tested 
and examined exactly according to the 
unaltered rule of this divine Word, and, 
if it is to be accepted, to be found correct 
first, that the peace and mercy of God 
may rest and mightily abound upon those 
who confess adherence to it, according 
to the words of Paul in Galatians [6]:16 
inserted around it (the reference for which 
is given in the exergue below: GAL. VI. 
XVI.): WIEVIEL NACH DIESER REGVL 
EINHER GEHEN, U[U]BER DIE SEY[E] 
FRIED VND BARMHERZIGKEIT. [“As 


many abide by this rule, upon them be 
peace and mercy.” ] 

On the other side, within a triumphal 
laurel wreath, the cause of the content 
of this medal is revealed in few but pithy 
words, along with the year of this jubilee: 
DAS ZWEYTE IVBEL IAHR NACH DER 
REINEN W[VV]JIDER HERSTELLVNG 
DES EVANGELII[Y]. 1717. [The second 
jubilee year after the pure restoration of 
the Gospel. 1717.] 

XI. 

The eleventh, of the same stamp and in- 
scription with respect to either side, only 
lighter in weight and smaller in outward 
form, and weighing 1 1/2 quentgen in sil- 
ver, may be found in copper engraving in 
Table II, number 10. 

XII. 

The twelfth, found in copper engraving 
in Table II, number 9, being in size and 
weight to 1 1/2 quentgens in silver, and 
agrees in every respect with the previous 
legend within a laurel wreath on the reverse 
or other side: DAS ZWEYTE IVBEL-IAHR 
NACH DER REINEN W[VV]IDER HER- 
STELLVNG DES EVANGELII[Y] 1717. 
[The second jubilee year after the pure res- 
toration of the Gospel. 1717.] But the first 
side, by contrast, features the bust of Dr. 
Martin Luther, as the one who by posting 
theses on the door of the Castle Church in 
Wittenberg on the 31st of October, 1517, 
successfully inaugurated the blessed Ref- 
ormation which followed thereupon, and 
with his faithful helpers labored in the 
Word of God constantly and fearlessly at 
all times until his blessed end. With this 
is the laudatory circumscription found on 
the second side, with all justice ascribed 
to him and simultaneously containing the 
year: LVTHERVS ELECTVM DEI NostTrRI 
ORGANON. That is, “Luther, the chosen in- 
strument of our God.” 

XIII. 

The thirteenth, in silver at 1 quentgen, 
the design of which appears in copper 
engraving in Table VIII, number 10, again 
has on the first side the bust of Dr. Martin 
Luther with bare head and his usual priestly 
attire, with the inscription so frequently 
appearing, containing the year: MARTINVS 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGI2 DoCT[or]., 
that is, “Martin Luther, teacher of Holy 
Scripture [=theology].” <63> 

The other side focuses somewhat more 
narrowly on Luther, and presents him 
under the image of a faithful and diligent 
sower. This parable, which particularly has 
foundation here in the scattering of the seed 
of the divine Word, Christ—who according 
to the royal psalmist, David, frequently

That is, “I 
planted, God gave the increase.”

And everyone who is not entirely unfamil- 
iar with the church history of this period 
must certainly confess without compulsion 
here that if Luther’s planting had lacked the 
Most High’s increase granted particularly 
thereto, he would certainly have done no 
better than Johann Huf or any other be- 
fore him. But since it was granted him from 
heaven, it must also necessarily happen 
that that teaching should increase daily, the 
Gospel blossom in glorious fashion, and 
immediately bear fruit a hundredfold in the 
hearts of men, and the enemies, by contrast, 
be consumed by wind and fire like so many 
thorns and thistles, and thus all perish, as 
the Spirit of the Lord had decided and de- 
sired. Below this, the day of the incipient 
second Evangelical jubilee year is added:

XIV. 

The fourteenth piece, at 2 loths in sil- 
ver, found in copper engraving in Table 
VI, number 10, shows on the first side the 
jubilee of the last century, 1617, namely, 
by presenting the church in the form of a 
virgin having the half-moon at her feet 
and wearing on her hed a crown of twelve 
stars, as she is described in the Revelation 
to St. John [12:1]. In addition, she sits in a 
mournful position, lifting her hands up to 
heaven and turning her eyes to the thick- 
ly clouded sun, with the circumscription, 
which simultaneously contains the number 
of the previous century, 1617: 

HEI VIDI! HEI Latas post IVBILA 
PRIMA TENEBRAS! 
That is: 
Die Sonne meiner Lust und meiner Jubel- 
Freud 
Ward mir zu bald verhiillt in Nacht und 


Traurigkeit! 
[The sun of my delight and my jubilee joy 
Was too soon veiled from me 
in night and sorrow.] 

In the exergue below appears, in addition, 
the following chronogram: pRIMA IVBILal 
ECCLEsIz# EVANGELLICZ CELEBRATIO.

sure protection under the same, so that there 
will be no such sorrowful times as followed 
the first jubilee of 1617, but rather peace and 
concord shall dwell with constancy in the 
German kingdom, and righteousness and 
peace shall always kiss each other. Below, 
the following is additionally appended: 
ALTERA SOLEMNIs IVBILaI ECCLEsIa& 
EVANGELICa& CELEBRATIO. That is:

the coining and distribution to the school 
youth particularly, as well as to others, 
of a certain ducat and groschen,(m) as a 
grateful memorial thereof. 


I. 

One side of this piece, the design of 
which the gracoius reader will find 
in Table VI, number 8 (but both are 
identical in stamp with respect to either 
side) contains the usual and _ public 
coat-of-arms, consisting of a gate with 
two towers, with the name of the city, 
RAVENSPVRG, marked above it on 
a banner, and over this on either side 
the year 1717 appended, the whole 
circumscribed by the words: IVBILEZVM 
SECVNDVM LVTHERAN[VM] Die. 31. 
OCTobris, that is, “The second Lutheran 
jubilee, on the 31st of October.” 

The other side presents the open book of 
the Bible within a flourishing laurel wreath 
or wreath of triumph with the famous 
words from Psalm 119:89: VERBVM 
DOMINI MANET IN ZTERNVM, that 
is, “The Word of God [=the Lord] endures 
forever. This is to show that the power

of Holy, Divine Scripture, which through 
Luther’s unwearying efforts is no longer 
hidden away, but lies open in public view 
before everyone's eyes, is never found 
without the wreath of victory, and hence 
the conquest of its enemies spiritual and 
bodily must remain forever and ever, 
even as is the case. 
II. 

Next are the somewhat larger pieces 
created at 3 or rather 4 groschen, found 
in Table IX, number 10, which on one 
side contain a book standing upright, 
on which the coat-of-arms of the city 
of Ravensburg is as it were embossed, 
but above in the upper field the word: 
BIBLIA, or “the Bible,” is legible, with the 
common jubilee watchword around the 
outside: VERBVM DOMINI MANET 
IN AATERNVM, that is, “The Word of 
God endures forever.” 


On the other side, however, only 
the following is read: IVBILZVM 
SECVNDVM [II] LVTHERANVM. 


1717. [That is,] “The second Lutheran 
jubilee, 1717” 


[Medals of] The Free Imperial City of Regensburg 


AC THE MOST RENOWNED FREE 
imperial city of Regensburg, on ac- 
count of the imperial diet held there since 
long ago, affiliated itself with the body of 
those princes and estates confessing the 
Augsburg Confession by a thorough ref- 
ormation in religious and spiritual mat- 
ters—and that only in the year 1542, as 
clearly attested and intimated by its jubi- 
lee sermons and special jubilee coins,(n) 
formerly created on this account in the 
year 1642— yet neither in the previous 
century nor in this present one(o) did 
it fail, according to Christian usage and 
obligatory indebtedness, simultaneously 


to join in celebrating for two days in all 
quietness, devotion, and peaceableness 
the universal jubilee of the Evanglical Lu- 
theran Church, to which it confesses af- 
filiation, and to prove its gratitude even 
now by coining various pieces of coin- 
age and distributing the same among the 
ministry and students in upper and lower 
classes.(p) <65> 


The first side of the first medal, in silver 
of 2 loths, the design of which the gracious 
reader will find in Table V, number 10, 
shows the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in the form of an honorable female seat-

Her head is 
furnished with a wreath twisted from lil- 
ies and roses, and below at her left side a 
swan is seen. In addition, she is lighted 
by ample rays from the all-seeying eye of 
divine providence above, and the whole 
is circumscribed by the words, containing 
the year of the present jubilee: CVSTODE 
DEO, CVsToDIo IVRaA. 
That is: 
Durch GOttes Schutz 
bewahr’ ich GOttes Recht, 
Sein theures Wort, 
fiir mich und mein Geschlecht. 
[By God’s protection 
I preserve God’s laws— 
His precious Word—

In addition to this, below in the exergue, 
is appended: S. P. Q. R., that is, Senatus 
Populus Que Ratisbonensis, that is, “The 
council and the whole community of the 
city of Regensburg.” Namely, this shows 
that this religion teaches nothing new nor 
anything that negates divine and tempo- 
ral laws or good manners; moreover, that 
it sits upon that rock where Christ Jesus 
is the Cornerstone. Thus in mind here is 
not only the Law but also and especial- 
ly the Gospel, yet in the sense that it is 
not merely a confession of the lips, but 
also that all that Christ and His disci- 
ples taught must be exercised, as by good 
soldiers under the banner of Christ, the 
cross, and in this way she has the hope 
that that she will not be defeated, but un- 


der the greatest anguish and heat of battle 
will always be refreshed by her Captain 
with lilies and roses, if only she will over- 
come by faith and hope under the most 
omniscient leading of God’s providence, 
like her forerunner in the faith, blessed 
Luther, who sang sweetly all his life as a 
swan, yet could not be brought by his en- 
emies to roast in the fire like the Bohe- 
mian goose, Johan Huff. And in this way 
at last, while preserving the Lord’s laws 
and statutes, she will in turn be preserved 
by God and protected in adequate safety 
from all her enemies. 

The other side is occupied solely by 
this inscription: REGINVM ECCLESIAE

On the reverse, the eye is met with the 
Passover Lamb standing on a tall and 
firmly planted pillar, carrying a banner 
of triumph, as well as a crown and palm 


After the jubilee ended, not only did the noble council honor the reverend ministerium 
through the superintendent with the latter forms, the jubilee pfennig struck in gold, that 
they as well as their children might each have a memorial, for which such important pres- 
ent they made a deputation to the governing Lord City Chamberlain and gave him due 
thanks for the gift; he also ordered that said superintendent, as the scholarch, should go to 
the Gymnasium Poéticum and distribute to each professor and preceptor along with all the 
discipuli classici and candidati academie [students of the lower classes and academy, the 
silver jubilee pfennigs. During this even, after the hymn “Ein feste Burg,” etc., was sung, 
an address was delivered touching on the content of the coin, concerning the goodness of 
God expressed by this jubilee year; during which the youth showed uncommon joy when 
he particularly suggested that, because of their age, they might yet live to see three more 
jubilee years: 1730 because of the Augsburg Confession, 1731 because of the church stand- 
ing in proximity to their college, and 1742, the particular Reformation festival of the city 
of Regensburg. In time, the superintendent invited the college students to his house, who 
excelled in the aforesaid public catechetical examination, and likewise distributed to each 
of them, beneficio nutritorum [for the benefit of those who raised them], several such ju- 
bilee pfennings. Similar was done in each and every German school, where the children, 
for their great joy, could hardly wait till his address was finished, and brought their jubilee 


coins home in abundance of joy.

Reutlingen, which, led by God’s good 
hand, was among the first which dis- 
counted all human authority, power, 
and persecution, made room for the 
operation of the Holy Spirit through 
His Word, and subscribed to the Augs- 
burg Confession, to the great bewilder- 
ment of all human reason and wth the 
praiseworthy incitement of confident 
adherence, shared the same worthy in- 


tention with its other fellow cities and 
estates, and in Christian indebtedness 
set apart the 3lst of October and the 
lst of November for the celebration of 
this solemn feast.(r) And that this cel- 
ebration might be all the more endur- 
ing, it caused a certain commemorative 
pfennig®** (the design of which is found 
in Table XII, number 15) to be coined

The first pieces, of 1/2 loth or 
orths-thaler, found in copper engrav- 
ing in Table II, number 6, contain on 
one side the bust of Luther with bare 
head and his usual clerical garb, hold- 
ing before him with both hands the 
Bible, printed on the cover of which 
may be read the five letters: V. D. M. 


I. &., which is the familiar verse from 
Psalm 119:89: Verbum Domini Manet 
In Aternum. That is, “The Word of the 
Lord endures forever.” 

The interior field of the other side is 
filled with the customary and regular 
coat-of-arms of the aforesaid city of 
Rothenburg, which is circumscribed 
by the expression of thanksgiving by 
the angels <67> at the birth of Christ, 
in consideration of the fact that this 
festival deserves to be sung forth with 
the tongues of angels and men, and 
that God alone should be given the 
glory and acclaim for this and for the 
fact that we have lived to see it; yet 
such that the year of this celebrated 
jubilee is simultaneously found in it,

it reads: IVBIL@um RELIGionis 
II. CIVITatis LIBera IMPerialis 
ROTENBurgensis. That is, “The 
second religious jubilee of the free 
imperial city of Rothenburg.” 

IV. 

In this locality too, for distribution 
as a memorial, pieces whose design is 
found in Table VII, number 14, were 
created in silver of 1 loth. 

The first side of these is stamped 
with the bust of Luther seen with bare 
head and in his ordinary priestly hab- 
it, holdng in both hands the Holy Bi- 
ble, on the outer cover of which the 
oft-quoted words of Psalm 119:89 are 
printed: Verbum Domini Manet In 
fEternum. That is, “The Word of the 
Lord endures forever.” By this, the 
power of this verse expressed even in 
this jubilee year is hereby acknowl- 
edged with humblest thanks toward 
the Divine Majesty. 

The second side contains, to the 
greater praise and acclaim of God, the 
following commemorative rhyme, in 
which the year 1717 is simultaneously 
embedded: 

GOTT VERMEHR ZV SEINER EHR 
DoCToR LVTHERS REINE LEHR. 
[May God multiple to His own glory 
The pure doctrine of Dr. Luther. ]

joyous preaching and preservation for 
a whole century,(x) but also through 
the minting and distribution of cer- 
tain coins created for the greater re- 
membrance thereof.

The first side of the first item, in 
silver of 1 loth, which is met in cop- 
per engraving in Table VII, number 
9, features the bird’s-eye view of the 
aforesaid imperial city of Schwein- 
furth with the words found below in 
the exergue: INMEMoriam. IVBila@i. 
LVTHerani. Il. SVINFVRTI 31. OC- 
Tobris. 1. ET 2. NOVembris. 1717. 


CELEBRATI. That is, “In commem- 
oration of the second Lutheran jubi- 
lee year, which was celebrated in Sch- 
weinfurth on the 31st of October and 
the lst and 2nd of November.” 

On the reverse is seen an angel flying 
through the midst of the heavens 
holding in both hands an open book, 
on the first page of which can be 
read: AETERNVM EVANGELIVM, 
that is, “Eternal Gospel,” but on the 
second: APOCalypseos: XIV. v. 5. 6. 
7. That is, “Revelation 14:5-7.” Here, 
as we know and have mentioned 
above, the following words are found: 
“And I saw another angel flying in the 
midst through the heavens, having 
an eternal Gospel to declare to those 
who reside and dwell on earth, and 
to all nations and kindreds, and 
languages and peoples; <68> and 
saying with a loud voice, ‘Fear God, 
and give Him the glory, for the time

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of His judgment is come, and worship 
Him who made heaven and earth, 
and the seas and springs of water.” By 
the flying angel, Luther is certainly 
to be understood here, as he who in 
short time flew through the whole of 
Europe and to some degree the rest of 
the worldy with His eternal Gospel, 
the contents of which were and still 
are: “Fear God!” (not the Antichrist) 
“and give Him the glory!” (not saints 
and their relics and images). He was 
followed by the second angel (his 
numerous successors in the faith), 
who said, “She is fallen! She is 
fallen—Babylon!”(z) That is, in the 
many countless hearts of laymen, 
now well instructed by the conviction 
of conscience, [Rome’s] esteem and 
prestige are fallen, her revenues and 
riches are fallen! The circumscription, 
which simultaneously contains the 
year of the celebrated jubilee, is:

Below is added the initials of the 
master of the mint’s name [F.E.W.], 
as well as the number 2, to indicate 
that it is to be valued at 2 groschen. 

On the other side appears a burning 
candle over an open book, on which 
may be read: SACRA BIBLIA, that is 
“the Holy Bible,” placed on a table, 
over which things the Holy Spirit in 
the form of a dove hovers with beams 
of light radiating from Him, while the 
arms of the city of Schweinfurth may 
be seen embroidered on the front of 
the tablecloth. The circumscription, 
from which again the year of the 
jubilee may be deduced, reads: 
LVCEM EVANGELII PROTEGE PORRO 
DEVs!

The first side of the groschens and 
ducats, the design of which the gra- 
cious reader will find in Table VI, 
number 11, (and Table XIII [VIII], 
number 5,) on which there is a candle 
standing on a table, has everything in 
common with that of the 2-groschen 
pieces, except that the arms of the city 
do not appear on the table covering. 

The inscription on the other side, 
however, only somewhat abbreviated, 
reads thus: IN MEMORIAM

N? LESS DID THE MOST NOBLE COUNCIL 
of the Evangelical congregation of 
the free imperial city of Speier, in con- 
sideration of the various imperial diets 
held here, and particularly in 1529, and 
the exceptionally notable special mercy 
of God therein concerning the Evangel- 
ical Church, acknowledge itself indebt- 
ed to observe this great religious jubilee 
most solemnly for two days in succes- 
sion, not only with prayers, praises, and 
thanksgiving,(a) and on this occasion to 
conduct the consecration of the renovat- 
ed church of the Holy Trinity, but also 
preserve as unforgettable among its ma- 
turing school youth the remembrance 
thereof (as also happened a century be- 
fore in most worthy manner)(b) by the 
distribution of the following klippe coin:

this is lighted from above on every side 
by the divine name Jehovah, and on ei- 
ther side the appended year of the pres- 
ent jubilee: 1717, and the following cir- 
cumscription:

I T SEEMS THAT THE FREE IMPERIAL

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first jubilee festival in 1617, the 
second jubilee sermon found in his 
Sonderbare Predigten, part I, p. 71, 
printed in quarto in Frankfurt in 
the year 1669, of which his words 
pertinent here are as follows: 
All the scholars of the Latin 
school as well as of the German 
school, boys and girls, were led 
into the afternoon sermon ser- 
vice, afterward examined in Lu- 
ther’s Catechism by the preacher 
in the presence of the assembled 
congregation, and then com- 
mended to God Almighty in a 
special prayer, that He might 
paternally preserve them and 
their descendants in the pure 
Evangelical doctrine. And the 
following week, each one was 
presented with a special coin 
which the honorable Council 
had had minted in commemo- 
ration of the Evangelical jubilee 
year, along with a copy of the ju- 
bilee prayer in the school chapel 
as a memorial of the occasion, 
after first having been exhorted 
by the grace of God to persevere 
steadfast in the saving Christian 
doctrine of the Catechism. 
And on page 72: 
In addition, every schoolchild in 
all the cities, towns, and villages 
belonging the principality were 
presented with a special piece of 
money and a copy of the jubilee 
prayer as a memorial. 
I, 

On the 2-groschen pieces mint- 
ed by command of the most noble 
Council (found in copper engrav- 
ing in Table IX, number 8), the 
first side shows the city’s venera- 
ble, regular coat-of-arms with the 
word U[V]LM stamped on top, 


and on either side the year: 1717, 
and circumscribed by these words: 
GEDACHTNVS DES ZWEYTEN 
EVANGelischen. IVBEL IAHRS. 
[Commemoration of the second 
Evangelical jubilee year.] 

The other side has only the fre- 
quently quoted words of David 
from Psalm 119 encircled by a 
laurel wreath: VERBVM DOMINI 
MANET IN AATERNVM. That is, 
“The Word of God [=the Lord] en- 
dures forever. 

Or: 

Alles mufs doch nur vergehen, 
GOttes Wort bleibt ewig stehen. 
[Everything must pass away. 
God’s Word remains 
standing forever. ] 

And around the outside appears this 
legend, which relates in Latin what 
was already found in German on 
the first side: MEMORIA IVBILAI 
SECVNDI EVANGELICI. That is, 
“Commemoration of the second 
Evangelical jubilee year.” 

II. 

This stamp [die] is imitated also 
with respect to both sides of the 
jubilee groschen (Table IX, num- 
ber 9), except that these are some- 
what smaller in size and weight 
than the previous. 

III. 

By contrast, the jubilee 6-pfen- 
nig pieces (visible in copper en- 
graving in Table IX, number 18) 
feature on one side solely the ar- 
morial bearings of the city men- 
tioned above superscribed by the 
word U[V]LM and flanked by the 
year 1717. On the other side, how- 
ever, there appears only the words: 
GOTTES Wort bleib[e]t Ewig.[!] 
[The Word of God endures forev- 
er!] <71> 


Hilaria 1:684, this report is found: “In addition, on the following Thursday, since the time 
for this is too short during the jubilee festival, about 1 oclock in the afternoon, all the youth 
in Latin and German schools will be conducted partly into the cathedral and partly into 


the Spitalkirche, . . 


. then the youth will be examined out of Luther’s Catechism and other 


things by the clergy, according to the abilities of the students and children, and each one of 
them shall be gifted and presented with a small commemorative coin along with the printed 
prayer.” And again in Hilaria 1:694a-b: “The next day (Friday), the most noble Magistrate 
had the jubilee coins especially created for this occasion (which had been previously dis- 
tributed in the council itself and among other districts) distributed in the German schools, 
and specifically the middle-sized one, by the reverend visitors. This (like the larger ones) 
bears on one side Ulm’s coat-of-arms, etc.; the smaller ones designated for the children in 
the rural domains, likewise showed the city’s coat-of-arms; the other side, the saying: ‘The 
Word of God endures forever’ The Latin-school youth, as well as the higher students, were 
given the coins on the Thursday of the following week after the oratory ceremonies of the 


Gymnasium [college] were completed.”

UST AS WITTENBERG, THE ELECTORAL 
| bee on the Elbe, famed throughout 
the whole world both formerly and even 
to this hour, in particular was set apart 
by God, according to His utterly unfath- 
omable wisdom, as the place from which 
the light of the Holy Gospel should first 
reemerge, and from whence the radi- 
ance thereof should go forth into every 
corner and quarter of the world, so it 
was fitting that that event should be 
heartily embraced by that city on this 
occasion also,(d) and be honored with 
certain medals, as an inextinguishable 
memorial thereof, of which three dif- 
ferent pieces come to our attention as 
pertaining thereto: 


On the first side of the first piece, 
in silver at 2 loths (Table I, number 
9), Luther appears in his usual clerical 
habit, holding in his right hand a 
brightly burning candle, resting his left 
hand upon an open Bible, which stands 
on a table, in the covering of which 
is embroidered the words: Verbum 
Domini Manet In Aternum, “The Word 
of God [=the Lord] endures forever.” Or 
as it reads on another stamp: BIBLIA 
SACRA PSALMO CXIX. VERS 89 
[Holy Bible, Psalm 119:89]. At his right 
hand we still see a swan carrying a 
laurel branch or olive leaf in its beak, 
indicating that he is that swan that was 
pointed to by Johan Huf’s finger, as it 
were, as the one who would, like the dove 
of Noah, bring the olive leaf as a sign of 
the comforting Gospel, or who would 
wrest the laurel branch [of victory] 
from his enemies so that, by means of 
the divine Word and by his exceptional 
enlightenment, on which Word alone he 
ever and always grounded himself, and 
with further special assistance of God, 
he might draw forth the bright light 
of the Gospel from under the bushel 


of former gross ignorance, indeed, of 
papistic statutes and tyranny, and set it 
back on the candlestick, that it might 
give light to all who find themselves 
in this house of the Christian church 
during this life. The circumscription 
is taken from the Sunday Gospel then 
falling on 31st of October and the 23rd 
Sunday after Trinity, from the Gospel 
of Matthew 22:16,(e) on which occasion 
the jubilee festival was celebrated, and 
what is boasted of there by Christ may, 
to a certain extent, justly be said here 
concerning Luther, His faithful servant 
who walked in His footsteps, viz.: WIR 
WISSEN, DAS DV WARHAFTIG BIST, 
Und LEHREST DEN WEG GOTTES 
RECHT. Und DU FRAGEST NACH 
NIEMAND, DENN DU ACHTEST 
NICHT DAS ANSEHEN DER 
MENSCHEN. [“We know that You are 
true, and teach the way of God aright. 
And You do not inquire after anyone, 
for You do not regard the appearance 
of men.”] Here further consideration is 
given to the fact that he forthrightly and 
conscientiously presented to the whole 
world nothing other than the divine 
truth without fear and with a special, 
heroic courage, and for his whole 
life, as even his enemies must grant 
him, pursued the truth in speaking 
and writing and as a true teacher and 
doctor of theology called for that 
purpose conformed all his teachings 
to the prescription of Holy Scripture, 
which alone he acknowledged as the 
true and sure way to eternal life. And 
that this might be all the more certain 
for others, he translated Holy Scripture 
from the Hebrew and Greek language 
into German for everyone’s perusal. 
As long as he was alive, moreover, 
understanding well that his enemies 
could only kill the body but not his soul, 
<72> he paid little or no heed to human

‘Whose image and inscription is it?’ On one side, blessed Luther was seen with an open 
Bible in hand and the legend: “We know that You are true, etc. On the other side, a Lutheran 
appeared, standing erect, with one hand placing a groschen on a table on a which crown 
and scepter are found, and with the other offering his heart on the altar, with the legend: 
“To Caesar what is Caesar’s, and to God what is God’s.” [Mark 12:17]

moved by the promises or threats of Pope 
Leo X, Adrian VI, Clement VII, Paul III, 
and the emperors Maximilian I, Charles 
V, and Ferdinand I, King Henry VIII of 
England, Ludwig of Hungary, Emanuel 
of Portugal, Cardinal Thomas Cajetan, 
Campegius, Peter Paul Vergerius, those 
assembled at the imperial diets in 
Worms, Speyer, Augsburg, Nuremberg, 
and Regensburg, the universities of 
Paris, Ingolstadt, Leuven, Cologne, 
Frankfurt, his learned adversaries 
Johann Eck, Sylvester Prierias, Jacob 
Hogstrat, Erasmus of Rotterdam, 
Johann Carolstadt, Huldrich Zwingli, 
[Lancelotto Politi] Catharinus, [Jacobus] 
Latomus, and countless others; except 
that, according to Christ’s exmaple, he 
showed his authorities of that time all 
fitting reverence, obedience, honor, 
and respect, even to the point of freely 
confessing and unabashedly speaking his 
teachings before emperor and king, as 
the necessity of the situation demanded, 
and never being ashamed of his and his 
Master’s Gospel, whom he revered all 
his life not only as the Instituter of His 
Sacraments but also as the all-powerful 
Defender and Preserver thereof, and 
therefore in the end experienced what 
is said here concerning Christ: “When 
they (his enemies, Prierias, Wimpina, 
Hogstrat, Eck, Emser, and Cochlaeus) 


heard this, they marveled and left him, 
and went their way.” 

On the reverse appears, in the 
foreground, a Lutheran teacher (which 
the superscription: LVTHERANVS 
[Lutheran] [ORTHODOXVS][Orthodox] 
denotes), standing between a table on 
his right hand, on which a crown and a 
scepter lie, and an altar on his left hand, 
on which a fire burns. On the table, with 
his right hand, he lays a groschen, or to 
speak according to the Gospel, the coin 
of the tribute; with the left hand, he 
offers a heart upon the altar, into which is 
carved below: MATth@wi XXII. [Matthew 
22:16], with this superscription likewise 
taken from the twenty-first verse of 
the same Gospel: DEM KAYSER, WAS 
DES KAYSERS IST, UND GOTTE, 
WAS GOTTES IST. [To Caesar what 
is Caesar’s, and to God what is God’s. ] 
This is the doctrinal statement not only 
of Luther,(f) but also of all Evangelical 
theologians, both living and dead, 
and is observed far more correctly by 
Lutherans than by their adversaries 
even today, as everyday experience 
teaches.(g) Further added below is: 
<73> IVBILeum. LVTHERANum. 
CELEBRatum. 31. OCTOBRis. 1. 2. 
NOVembris. 1717. That is, “The second 
Lutheran jubilee, which was celebrated 
on the 31st of October and the Ist and 
2nd of November, 1717.” 


(f) Certainly the temporal authorites today have Luther to thank for ther respect, since he 
published a treatise and demonstrated that pious rulers lived in a holy, blessed, and godly 
estate: “My most gracious lord, Duke Friedrich, was so overjoyed,” he writes (Tom. IV, Al- 
tenb., fol. 225), “when I first wrote of temporal authority, that he had this booklet copied, 
bound separately, and loved it very much, because too could see what his estate was before 
God. And the Roman-Catholic princes and lords have Luther and his Reformation to thank 
for the fact that they have been somewhat liberated today from the yoke of the pope, wheth- 


er they believe that it is true or not. 


(g) And that we may not belabor ourselves with old examples, among which that of Pope Urban 
VI is especially remarkable, who through Johannes Theranus wrote that the verse “Render 
to Caesar what is Caesar’s,’ had been abolished by Christ’s ascension, we will quote here 
only one of the newest, and specifically, one that occurred with the current pope’s rela- 
tives—his governor, no less—a short time ago in [the city of] Iesi (from the Amsterdam [?] 
Dingswegsen Courant, from Vienna, the 19th of October), for the greater confirmation of 


our assertion: 


Further, it is reported from Italy that one of the papal soldiers, when the imperial govern- 
ment of Brandenburg-Onolzbach was passing through the Ecclesiastical State [=the Vati- 
can] to the Kingdom of Naples and asked for some means of sustenance from one of those 
from Iesi, in the [?] Urbinise, the man said, “Ecco vengono minebioni del Archiduca, that 
is, “Behold, here come the Archduke’s fools.” The chief lieutenant of the imperial regiment, 
having heard this, sent for the governor, who is a distant cousin of the pope, requesting 
that the soldier (whom they identified) might be punished as appropriate. But this gover- 
nor sent the reply that he could not strike the mouth of the common people; which caused 
the chief lieutenant to resolve to go with forty grenadiers to request personally that the 
governor would punish the soldier. The governor, far from giving proper satisfaction, gave 
a recalcitrant reply, not refraining to denounce both the emperor and the Archduke, and 
refusing to revoke it. Hereupon the chief lieutenant <73> laid him [the soldier] down on >

The second piece, of 1/2 loth in sil- 
ver, seen in copper engraving in Table 
II, number 14, again has the allusion to 
the swan, depicting it pulling out with 
its beak a book from under the bench by 
means of the strap attached to its bind- 
ing, while on the side of the book we 
read: BIBLIA, and on the book itself the 
radiant sun is visible as it were printed in 
the middle of it, but simultaneously and 
opposite thereto, the sun itself sweetly 
arises on the horizon out of the dusky, 
black clouds, with the superscription: 
DER TAG VERTREIBT DIE FINSTRE 
NACHT. [Day drives off gloomy night.] 
From church history we know that the 
world was never oppressed by a great- 
er night of ignorance than just before 
the time of Luther, when many priests 
and theologians existed who never once 
saw the Bible in all their days, let alone 
the good, old, orthodox doctors of the 
church, much less read it, when no cat- 
echism was available, there was no com- 
prehension of God and God’s nature in 
the hearts of any men,(h) but the great- 
est and crudest ignorance so filled and 
occupied everyone’s mind, according- 
ly it pleased God to use the service of 
blessed Luther at that time and to equip 
him for this task with the necessary 
spirit and courage, as well as other ma- 
jestic gifts of the heart conducive to this 
purpose, to compass fields of knowl- 
edge and languages with great speed, by 
which he promptly caused the Gospel, 
which had been previously hidden away, 
to be restored to pulpits, lecterns, and 
altars, to be read, preached, and disput- 


ed in the most diligent manner, so that 
the light thereof broke forth from the 
Word, was kindled in many thousand 
hearts every day, and in little time trav- 
eled from one province to another, such 
as Sweden, Denmark, Holland, England, 
France, Bohemia, and Hungary, so that 
everyone knew, indeed, had to know, 
that it was not chiefly Luther’s work, but 
God’s, and had to say, “Day drives out 
gloomy night!” Or rather from Isaiah 
2:3: “From Zion shall the Law go forth, 
and the Word of the Lord from Jerusa- 
lem (=Wittenberg).” Below, in addition, 
the time and place of this blessed emer- 
gence is indicated: WITTENBERG Den. 
31. OCTOBRis. 1517. [Wittenberg, the 
31st of October, 1517.] 

On the reverse, the Evangelical 
Church, under the form of a modestly 
clothed female, graciously lighted from 
heaven above by the radiant sun, sits 
and rests upon a square stone, which is 
none other than the choice Cornerstone, 
according to the words hewn into it: 
CHRISTVS, holding in her left hand 
the chalice with Host held above it, as 
the symbols of the Sacraments in use in 
our church, and in her right hand, <74> 
an open book, or the brilliant Word of 
God, indicated partly by the imprinted 
word BIBLIA, partly by the sun shining 
on one page, with this heartfelt wish 
as the superscription, which, as may 
be easily read, is taken from Joshua 
10:12: STEH STILLE BIS DER STREIT 
VOLLBRACHT. [Stand still, until the 
conflict is finished!] [IOSua. X.12] 
Here the sun, at Joshua’s command, 
stood still a whole day, until Joshua 


the floor in his quarters and gave him 100 strokes of the cane. The pope, receiving news 
of these things, immediately sent to his nuncio, the Marquis Spinola, residing at this 
court, and commanded him quite naturally to complain of this atrocity, which he very 
well carried out, demanding satisfaction for so serious an affront. At this the emperor, 
we understand, is supposed to have answered the nuncio, “Since the papal governor or 
commandant failed to punish the soldier in question appropriately, and furthermore 
had lost respect for his own [the emperor’s] person, he had to bear with the offense, 
since he [the governor] himself was to blame,” adding these words: “Che Sua Santita 
demandi sodisfattione del Archiduca,’ which is to say, “Let his Holiness seek satisfaction 
from the Archduke.” Or as it reads elsewhere: “To this the nuncio received the reply that 
such quarrels between military officers are not resolved by their higher principals, since 
they do not get involved; except that the affront was not committed by an officer of the 
emperor, but of the archduke, who is consequently not known here. 


—Certanly a fitting cover for the dish. 


(h) Luther’s words on this (in Tom. V. Altenb., fol. 298b) read as follows: “Then the old doctrine 
of the apostles concerning the faith of Christ, love, prayer, cross, consolation in affliction, 
lay entirely unknown, indeed, there was no ‘doctor’ in all the world who knew the whole 
Catechism, that is, the Our Father, Ten Commandments, and Creed, so as to be able to 
understand and teach them. For this I appeal to all their books, both theologians and ju- 
rists—if a piece of the Catechism can be learned from them, I will let my self be broken on 


the wheel and my blood be drawn.”

Word of God, as of the two Sacraments 
instituted by Christ for His church, may 
endure from this second successfully 
celebrated jubilee onward until the 
Church Militant has become the Church 
Triumphant and Eternally Jubilant! And 
that this is the true intent of the creator 
is demonstrated by the words further 
added below in the exergue: WVNSCH

Yet another strike of the aforesaid 
medal confronts us, which appears in all 
respects the same as the previous, and 
only differs in its greater circumference 
in being of 1 loth in weight, the design 
of which the gracious reader will find in 
Table XII, number 6. 

IV. 

The fourth, in silver at 2 loths, found 
in Table I, number 7 (and by oversight in 
Table V, number 2), again features on one 


side the bust of Luther with bare head 
and his usual attire, circumscribed by the 
familiar title: MARTINVsS LVTHERVS 
THEOLOGIa2 DOCTOoRr, that is, “Martin 
Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology]”; with his customary 
insignia [Luther-rose]inserted above in 
the middle, and these words toward the 
interior: IVBILEVM SECVNDVM, that 
is, “The second jubilee.” But below this 
appears: Natus. 1483. OB[I]iT 1546. 
That is, “Born 1483, died 1546.” 

On the other side, the Electoral City 
of Wittenberg with its outlying build- 
ings is presented in bird’s-eye view, over 
which the pleasant sun rises, the whole 
surrounded by the circumscription: 
SOLE ORIENTE NOVO SIT W[VV]IT- 
TEMBERGA PERENNIS. That is:

HIS CITY HAS THE SPECIAL RENOWN 
of being the place where the precious 
and chosen instrument, Luther, made the 
first trial of his public and undaunted 
confession before Emperor Charles V and 
the collective estates of the empire. Like- 
wise, it has the honor of having received a 
letter from Luther in which he comforted 
the citizens of Worms and exhorted them 
to steadfastness. Therefore the most no- 
ble council of this city not only acknowl- 
edged its Christian indebtedness solemn- 
ly to observe this jubilee festival for two 
days successively, and devoutly to glorify 
God with heart and mouth for this unmer- 
ited benefit until the present,(i) but also 
caused certain jubilee coins to be struck 
and distributed among the school youth 
as an enduring memorial thereof.(k)

One side of the silver medals, at 1 1/2 


loths, features, as seen in copper engrav- 
ing in Table XII, number 10, features in 
the inner field this legend, over which a 
flying angel with the Eternal Gospel may 
be discerned: 

ERHALT UNS HERR, 

ZV DEINEM RUHM,

[Preserve to us, O Lord, for Your glory, 
Your eternal Gospel.]

The other side presents the great <75> 
imperial diet in Worms in the year 1521, 
and specifically how his Majesty, Emperor

secular electors and imperial estates are 
seen. Before his Majesty and among the 
imperial estates we find Luther, still in his 
customary monastic habit, with greatest 
veneration and faithfulness submitting 
his confession both concerning his 
books, which lie before him on the table, 
and concerning his teaching, with the 
subscript: Anno. Christi. 1521. That is, “In 
the year after Christ’s birth 1521.” Around 
it appears the circumscription from 
Psalm 119:46: ICH REDE VON DEINEN 
ZEUGNUSSEN VOR KONIGEN, Psalm. 
119. v. 46. [I speak of Your testimonies 
before kings. Psalm 119:46.] By this, it 
no doubt wished with utmost humility to 
extol to posterity the grace then granted 
Luther from God and the unfathomable 
wisdom of the Most High in directing 
the dispositions of the supreme powers 
of the world at that time. 
II. 

The second piece struck, of 1 loth in 
silver, or 1 gulden, found in copper 
engraving in Table XII, number 9, offers 
to inspection on one side the bird’s-eye 
view of the free imperial city of Worms, 
over which a two-headed eagle hovers 
with wings outspread, holding a scepter 
and dagger in its talons, beneath the 
superscription: SVB CAE[A]SARIS 
UMBRA. That is, “Under the shadow 
of the all-serene Emperor.” This is to 
demonstrate that their most submissive 
devotion to his most Serene Majesty is 
unalterable, and that it is the desire of 
the entire worthy magistracy as well as of 
the entire citizenry to continue to enjoy 
spiritual and secular freedom under 
the most mighty protection and shelter 
of their emperor and rightful lord. The 


subscript is: IVBILZVM WORMATiense:, 
SECVNDum: MDCCXVII. Die: 31. 
OCTobris:. That is, “The second jubilee 
festival of the city of Worms in the year 
1717, on the 31st of October. 

On the other side, the holy name of 
God, Jehovah, from the clouds illumi- 
nates an upright key and star with the 
circumscription: ERECTAM SERVA 
HANC PVRAM [SERVA HANC PVRAM 
ERECTAM] [Preserve in its purity this 
{church or doctrine} which You have es- 
tablished]. This draws our attention to 
how it is the hearty desire of this locality 
that God would keep upright the tempo- 
ral government, laws, and justice of the 
city of Worms (referenced by the city’s 
regular coat-of-arms, namely, the keys), 
but in the process also and especially 
preserve pure and undefiled the teaching 
of the Gospel formerly arisen here two 
hundred years ago (indicated by the star) 
along with the divine service.

The — groschens, conversely, the 
design of which the gracious reader 
will find in Table XII, number 8, have 
the same emblem on one side, with 
the circumscription: HANC PVRAM 
ERECTAM SERVA [SERVA HANC PVRAM 
ERECTAM]; along with the year and day 
stamped inbetween: 1717. 31. OCTobris. 
[On the 31st of October, 1717. ] 

However, the other side features on 
the interior field the words: IVBILZVM 
SECVNDVM ECCLESLE LVTHERane. 
WORMATiensis. That is, “The second 
jubilee festival of the Lutheran Church 
in the city of Worms”; and_ this 
circumscription: VERBVM DOMINI 
MANET IN ATERNVM. That is, “The 
Word of God [=the Lord] endures 
forever.” 


[Medals of] The City of Gotha 


LTHOUGH THE FOLLOWING MEDALS, 

like those created by medalists of 
Nuremberg, Augsburg, Leipzig, Breslau, 
and other places, were not minted by the 
public authority, yet those designed here 
by Christian Wermuth, because they were 
created in commemoration of one person 
and another living before, during, or after 
the Reformation, have not been wholly 
passed over, but rather it was my desire that 
they should still be inserted (though on 
account of an unexpected circumstance out 
of alphabetical order, to which order this title 
“The City of Gotha,” with the jubilee coins 
included under it will not prove difficult 
to restore), in the hopes of contenting the 


gracious reader, or at least not to give him 
the opportunity to complain that not every 
jubilee medal can be found here. 
I 

The first side of the first medal, [of two 
loths in silver], which is found in copper en- 
graving in Table I, number 5, contains the 
bust of Luther in his clerical dress, denoted 
below with the Latin words: Natus.1483. 
OBiiT 1546. That is, “Born in the year 1483, 
died in 1546.” This is circumscribed on the 
outer edge by the legend: <76> MARTINVS 
LVTHERVS THEOLOGIa{AE] DOCTOR. That 
is, “Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=theology].” Toward the inside, on either 
side of him, appear the two words: IVBILE-

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VM SECVNDVM, that is, “The second ju- 
bilee festival.” And if, in view of his motto 
chosen of yore (as Dr. Nicolaus Selnecker in- 
forms us in his Life of Luther, page 200) from 
the words of Psalm 118:17: “NON MORIAR, 
SED VIVAM,” that is, “I shall not die, but 
live, and declare the works of the Lord, it 
is possible to say of him that in this matter 
he was a true prophet, if we consider the nu- 
merous coins created for the present jubilee, 
which certainly help to keep him from dying 
in the hearts of posterity. 

The reverse is occupied by the bust of Johann 
Huf, whose head is covered with the beret 
then customary, flanked on either side by the 
words offering further explanation: IOAnnes 
HVS, and the circumscription: CREDO 
VNAM ESSE ECCLESIAM SANCTAM 
CATHOLICAM. That is, I believe that there 
is one universal, holy, catholic Church, or: 

Ich glaube eine Kirch allein, 
Die heilig sey und allgemein. 
[I believe one church alone, 
Which is holy and universal.] 
It is certainly well known to everyone before 
and apart from our reminder, and is record- 
ed in history with all precision, that Johann 
Huf, a tremendous and steadfast witness of 
the truth, as well as a famous professor of 
theology in Prague, native of the village of 
Husnitz, by which people referred to him 
according to the custom, and thus called 
him Huf, which is to say “Goose” in Bo- 
hemian,(k) after he refused in Constance, 
on the 6th of July, 1415, to retract his doc- 
trinal propositions (which in many points, 
especially concerning the Sacrament of the 
Holy Supper, agree with Luther), despite the 
safe-conduct that he had been granted by the 


Roman Emperor Sigmund, was burned on a 
stake over a bonfire, and his ashes were af- 
terward scattered in the Rhine. We will not 
press so much on his prophecy of the swan 
who was to come in 100 years,(1) since it is 
more certain that Luther’s theses for the most 
part agreed with those of Huff, that the same 
intention for Luther was had by the adversa- 
rues not to uphold the safe-conduct granted 
him, but rather, in keeping with the notori- 
ous Jesuit Brocardicus’s proposition, “Heret- 
ico non est servanda fides,’—one need not 
keep faith with a heretic—to execute him in 
the usual fashion,(m) that Luther read Huft’s 
writings carefully and without doubt had 
much enlightenment from them; and that in 
the year 1531, when the altar of St. Sebastian 
at the Augustinian cloister church in Gotha 
was removed, the following two verses were 
also found hidden behind it: 

M. C. QUADRATUM (i.e., MCCCC) Lx 
QVOQVE DVPLICATVM (i.e., LLXX, or 120) 
ORAPS (i.e., ora pro nobis [pray for us]) 
PERIBIT ET HUS WICLEFQUE REDBIT.(n) 
[“In the 1520, ‘Pray for us’ will perish, and 
Huf and Wycliffe will return.”] <77>

The second medal, of two loths in silver, 
found in Table I, number 6, is again stamped 
on one side with the bust of Luther, similar 
in all respects to the foregoing. 

On the other side, however, appears a 
bust of his wedded wife, Catharina, of 
noble descent from the house of von Bora, 
a family formerly well known in Misnia. She 
is depicted from the left side, in the usual 
dress of females of the day, her head covered 
with a knitted wimple, wearing an apron 
typical of the period, with the noble coat-of-

facing to sinister [or, a yellow lion walking 
to heraldic left], and at her side the words: 
SVCCESSIB°?[VS] FOECVNDVM, likewise 
below: NVPsit 1525 (“married in 1525”). 
Around this appears the circumscription 
from which the year 1717 simultaneously 
flows: CATHARINA VON BORA Doctor{is] 
LVTHERS FRAV, GEMAHLIN [Catharina von 
Bora, Dr. Luther’s wedded wife.] And it is on 
this account that this bust does not exactly 
pertain to the jubilee. Yet, as we already 
noted above, it pleased the creator according 
to his caprice to portray Luther’s wife along 
with him, since an accurate portrait of 
her occurs seldom or not at all, especially 
on coins. And he may have meant to say, 
in doing so, that this Reformation found 
expression not only in teaching, but also in 
the observance of that teaching, so that in 
time he himself eventually conformed to the 
rule of the apostle Paul’s words, “A priest 
should be the husband of one wife,” which he 
had often taught to others. She had been a 
nun who, in the increasing ascent of the light 
of the Gospel was convinced by Scripture to 
endeavor with others to leave the cloister 
in Nymtschen near Grimma, and she was 
married to Dr. Luther in Wittenberg on the 
13th of June, 1525, and in this marriage bore 
three sons, John, Martin, and Paul, and three 
daughters, namely, Elizabeth, Magdalena, and 
Margaretha. And as she always showed him 
love and faithfulness while he lived, she also 
lived after his death in quietness and solitude, 
and spent the remaining seven years of her 
life mostly in Torgau, until, confessing the 
doctrine of her husband, she died blessedly 
there on the 20th of December, 1521. 
Ill. 

The third piece [of two loths in silver], 
seen in copper engraving in Table XI, num- 
ber 21, shows us again the bust of Luther on 
one side, as we have already seen it above in 
Table I, number 5. 

On the other side, the portrait of his dear 
wife is again presented in the same attire, 
but here portrayed a little from the right side 
[quarter bust right], and the lion in the coat- 
of-arms above, by oversight, is depicted pass- 
ing right; with the aforesaid legends above 
and below, except that here, her death year: 
OB[II]T 1552. (“She died in 1552.”), is also 
provided, as is this circumscription: CATH- 
ARINA DE BOHRA Doctoris. MARTini. 
LVTHeri. CONIVX, that is, “Catharina von 
Bohra, Dr. Martin Luther’s wife.” 


IV. 

The fourth piece, of 2 loths, which we see in 
Table V, number 5, offers to view on one side 
all manner of people, namely, of all crafts and 
trades, of various estates and conditions, old 
and young, poor and rich, great and small, 
who are lighted by Jehovah with angels flying 
above, and circumscribed by this legend 
taken from Galatians 3:26: WIR SIND ALLE 
GOTTES KINDER [“We are all children of 
God”], and these words around the outside, 
from which the year of the jubilee again 
emerges: GEDACHTNVS DES ANDERN 
LVTHER. IVBEL-IAurRs, die. 31. OCTobris. 
[Commemoration of the second Lutheran 
jubilee year, on the 31st of October.] 

On the other side appear three oval shields, 
and in the first the orb of the world lighted 
by radiance from a triangle on high; in the 
second, Christ on the cross; in the third, the 
Holy Spirit in the form of a dove, representing 
the three chief symbols of our Christian creed, 
circumscribed with the words from the verse 
cited on the first side from Galatians 3:26: 
DVRCH DEN GLAVBEN [“by faith”]. In 
addition to this appears the circumscription 
borrowed from Habakkuk 2:4 as well as from 
Romans 1:17 and Galatians 3:11, from which 
the year is produced: DENN DER GERECHTE 
VVIRD sEINES GLAVBENS LEBEN. [“For the 
righteous shall live by faith.”] 

V. 


The fifth piece, [of two loths in silver], seen 
in copper engraving in Table XI, number 20, 
on the first side again presents Luther’s bust 
agreeing in all respects with that in Table I, 
numbers 5, 6, 7, and 8. 

The second side, conversely, features and 
exalts his colleague and great preceptor 
of Germany, Philipp Melanchthon, by a 
representation of his bust, as seen in his 
old age, in his usual attire and bare head, 
circumscribed by these words, which contain 
not only the year of the current jubilee 
(1717) but also a great accolade of the man: 
PHILIPPVs <78> MELANCHTHON, OPERANS 
DEO SERVVS, that is, “Philipp Melanchthon, 
a faithful servant of God.” Flanking him in 
the middle also appears: FINE IN FINITVM. 
This Melanchthon, whose true name in 
German is “Schwarzerde,” was born in the 
town of Bretten in Unterpfaltz, on the 16th 
of February, 1497. Although he was a small 
person of slender physique, as his portrait 
clearly shows here, he possessed a great 
genius, a very thorough understanding, and 
at the same time a very moderate disposition, 


spiritual man, “was fulfilled precisely about the same time.” From this, Dr. Sagittarius later 
repeated it in his Memorabilia Historie Gothane, page 98, as did Juncker in his Giild- 
ene und silberne Ehren-Gedachtnis Lutheri, page 34, though in the latter the false reading 


“peribit” occurs instead of “redibit.”

[Luther pointed Christ’s sheep to the proper

For his insignia he used the serpent lifted 
on the cross, which Johannes Schosserus ex- 

plains in a distich thus: 
Angue gravis quondam crux omnes perdidit 
angues; 

Crux gravis humanum reddidit una genus. 
Wie die Schlang ehmahls am Creutze heilte 
aller Schlangen Gifft: 

Also hat der Herr am Creutze aller Menschen

[As formerly the serpent on the cross healed 
the venom of all serpents: 

So the Lord on the cross established the 
salvation of all men.] 

He died in the year 1560 amid great con- 
troversies which had been made for him 
by Flacius and others on account of Cryp- 
to-Calvinism, and received his resting place 
in the Castle Church in Wittenberg. 

VI. 

The sixth piece, of 1 loth, found in copper 
engraving in Table IX, number 21, again fea- 
tures Luther as we have already seen in Table 
I, number 11 [and 12; Table II, number 2; 
Table VII, number 4; Table VIII, number 2; 
also Table IX, number 20]. 

The second side, however, alludes to the 
origin of the name Luther and gives the year 
according to Roman numerals with the fol- 
lowing words: 

GAR RVHIG ALLES ERGEHT 
Da LVTHER IM LAVTEREN STEHT. 
[Everything goes quite peacefully 
Where Luther stands in clarity.] 
VII. 

The seventh piece, of 1 loth, seen in 
copper engraving in Table IX, number 22, 
might well have been reissued, and only 
the interior legend added to it, viz., DES 
II. (andern) LVTHerischen IVBEL-IAHRS 
1717. Den 31. OCTobris GEDECHTNVS. 
[Commemoration of the second Lutheran 
jubilee year, 1717, on the 31st of October.] 
Besides this, there is the superscription: DIE 
HOFNVNG BESSRER ZEITEN [The hope 
of better times], and the following subscript: 
WEN[N] KOMMT SIE? [When does it 
come?] This is answered, as it were, by the 
interior emblem, where Hope is represented 


with an open book before her, holding in her 
right hand a palm branch, in her left hand 
an anchor before her, and, sitting on a snail, 
looks around longingly. 

The other side is stamped with the Fear 
of God, Righteousness, and Patience, along 
with their symbols, holding a shield over 
them, in which may be read: DIE DA ZV[U] 
CHTIG, GERECHT UND GOTTSELIG 
LEBEN [“who live a disciplined, righteous, 
and godly life”]; with this superscription: 
SIE FRAGT NACH GVTEN LEUTHEN 
[“She asks for the good people”], and this 
superscription: WO SIND SIE [Where are 
they]? This is to show that, as the latter 
[good people] were never sown very thickly, 
and the former are seldom seen in the world, 
so it will also remain for the future, and after 
the jubilee, there is more to hope for than to 
expect. 

VIII. 

The eighth piece, at 1 ducat in gold, and at 
1 quentgen in silver, presented in copper en- 
graving in the Table IX, number 23, has, with 
the portrait of his most Serene Highness of 
Saxe-Gotha [Friedrich II] on one side, which 
we already saw above and is found in Table 
X, number 16. 

On the other side, a beautiful tree of Leb- 
anon, which is known to last for many cen- 
turies and to remain continually green, with 
the legend: PER SECVLA CONSTANS. That 
is: 

Wer hat wohl doch noch nicht erfahren 
Mein Griinen nach viel hundert Jahren? 
[Who indeed has not heard of 
My greenness after many centuries?] 
The subscript is: IVBIL@o. EVANGELico. 
1717. That is, “In the Evangelical jubilee 

year 1717” 
IX. 

On the first side of the following silver 
medal of 1 loth, found in copper engraving 
in Table II, number 2, Luther is again seen 
in his priestly habit and bare head, standing 
in a pleasant environs or landscape, happi- 
ly lighted by the sun above, holding before 
him the open Bible, in which may be plainly 
read: VERBVM DOMINI Manet In &ter- 
num, “The Word of the Lord endurs forev- 
er”; having at his left side his symbol given 
him by Johann Huf, namely, a singing swan 
on the water of a living spring, with the sub- 
script: IVBILAEVM II. Psalmo XXXVI. 10. 
That is, “The second jubilee festival. [Psalm 
36:10].” According to the cited psalm, this 
would further show that it is in God that the 
living spring both of blessing and of light is 
found, and in His revealed light alone that 
we see the Light for blessing and life. 

The back or reverse features this legend, 
from which the year is deduced: so RVHET

The following, tenth piece, of 1 loth in sil- 
ver, seen in Table 1, number 11, (and by over- 
sight of the engraver, in Table VIII, number 
2), agrees with the previous in every respect. 

The other side, however, has solely this 
inscription, which not only has his title with 
the year 1917, but also contains the anagram 
derived from it, which nonetheless produces 
the number 1917, as follows: MARTINVS 
LVTHERVS SACRO SANCTAE THEOLOGIAE 
DoCror. dvaye[vvnots]. OLOR ANTE 
HAC DICtVs HVsso, MELOS’ ERGO 
TERRA CANTAVIT. Translated, this reads: 
“Martin Luther, teacher of Holy Scripture 
[=sacrosanct theology]; by transposition of 
the Latin letter: ‘who was previously named 
a swan by Hus, has now sung his song in the 
world.” 

XI. 

The first side of the eleventh piece, 
likewise of 1 loth in silver, found in Table 
VII, number 4, has in the middle once more a 
chronostichon, viz.: MENTE DEo ConCors 
STAT SORTE BEATVS VBIVIs. 

That is:

The twelfth medal, in silver of 1 loth, found 
in copper engraving in Table VII, number 11, 
shows on one side the bust of Luther with 


bare head and his usual clerical garb, with the 
circumscription: MARTINVS LVTHERVS 
Doctor. That is, “Martin Luther, Doctor.” 

The reverse contains his whole biography 
in the following, brief legend: NATVS 
ISLEB[IAE]ie [A.] 1483. [D] X. [10] 
NOV[EM]bris, [A.] 1503. ERFVRTI 
MAGIST[ER]er, [A.] 1505. MONACHVS

FEBRwarii. That is, “He was born in Eisleben 
on the 10th of November, 1483, earned his 
master’s degree in Erfurth in 1505, became 
an Augustinian monk there in 1508, a 
professor at Wittenberg in 1511; he began the 
correction of the church with several theses 
against indulgences on the 31st of October, 
1517, defended himself at the imperial diet 
in Worms in 1521, and when he was declared 
under imperal ban, he lived in secret at the 
Wartburg Castle, in 1522 he returned to 
Wittenberg on account of the unrest stirred 
up by certain Enthusiasts, and published the 
German Bible, in 1525 he married Catharina 
von Bora, carried on praying and writing, 
and died in Eisleben on the 18th of February, 
on the day of St. Concordia, and was buried 
in Wittenberg on the 22nd of February in the 
year 1546.” 

From either side it is clear that it is the same 
coin that was formerly prepared in commem- 
oration of Luther, and agrees in all respects 
to those <80> which Mr. Christian Juncker 
already published in his Silbere und giildene 
Ehren-Gedachtnis Lutheri, page 216, except 
that, because the broken stamp [die] had to 
be recreated, it was added at the bottom that 


(o) That Luther means “pure, clean, clear” in German (which was opposed by Mauritius Gude- 
nus in the Erfurt Chronicke, p. 215, as well as by others) was demonstrated by von Secken- 
dorff, bk. 1, §8, fol. 19, and sect. 24, §50, p. 68b. Therefore the Bishop of Sedun, Matthaus 
Scheiner, when he had read Luther’s writings, was made to cry out in this regard, “Luther, 
tu es veré Luther, hoc est, liquidus & purus,’ that is, “Luther, you are truly Luther, that is, 
clear and pure!” And when someone showed him Eck’s Propositiones, and endorsed this as 
very learned, he answered, “Eck may dispute as well as he will, Luther writes the truth.” 
Likewise, Elector Christian I of Saxony, who was early on led astry to the Calvinistic error, 
but before his end repented of everything and publicly confessed adherence to our church, 
contributed this word of commendation: “Luther, you remain a lJauter, [clear], and a pure 
theologian!” (Pfefferkorn’s Thuringian Chronicles |Merkwiirdige und Auserlesene Geschichte 
von der beriimten Landgrafschaft Thiiringen], page 208).

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he was buried in Wittenberg on the 22nd of 
February, and likewise, that there, in lieu 
of the edge inscription, it read: LVTHERI 
LEHR IST GOTTES WORT, DARVMB 
BESTEHT SIE HIER UND DORT. [Luther’s 
doctrine is God’s Word. Therefore it stands 
here and hereafter.] The Latin words from 
Psalm 119:890 are read here: VERBVM DO- 
MINI MANET IN ATERNVM. That is, “The 
Word of God [=the Lord] endures forever.” 
Apart from that, it may also be noted that in 
the German version of said work, page 217, 
(no doubt by oversight of the printer), his 
date of birth reads “19. Novembris.” 
XIII. 

Up to this point, we have seen various med- 
als created partly for his name, partly for his 
biography. Now comes one that also features 
his usual insignia (which we have also ob- 
served before either over or under his bust) 
in somewhat larger form. 

The first side of this medal, found in Ta- 
ble IX, number 20, in silver at 1 loth, agrees 
in all respects with the previous in Table 1, 
numbers 11 and 12, and does not need to be 
rehearsed here. 

The other side, however, presents for con- 
sideration the image of his coat-of-arms, 
which the blessed man chose over other pos- 
sibilities, and in a special letter to Lazarus 
Spengler, the city clerk of Nuremberg, de- 
scribed at length the reason, motivation, col- 
ors, and meanings, namely, a heart of natural 
hue, in the midst of it a black cross, and these 
set in turn in a white rose in a sky-blue field. 
Accompanying the image is a superscription 
from which (if the W is seen as a W and not 
as a double V) the year of the current jubilee 
emerges: 

DER CHRISTEN HERTZ AVF ROSEN GEHT, 
W[VVIJENNS MITTEN VNTERN 
CREVTZE STEHT. 

[The heart of Christians walks on roses 
If it stands right under the cross.] 

Or as Helias Eobanus Hessus translates ac- 


cording to his manner: 
Crux conjuncta rosae, 
mens est & vita Lutheri, 
Delicias notat hec, 
ill jugum Domini. 
That is, 
Nebst dem Creutz auch eine Rose 
ist Lutheri Wapen-Schild, 
Diese zeigt die Lust des Himmels, 
jenes ist des Joches Bild. 
[Along with the cross 
a rose is Luther’s coat-of-arms, 
The latter shows the delight of heaven, 
the former is the image of the yoke. ] 
A similar medal also existed in the past, but 
the words of the subscript: DER CHRISTEN 
HERTZ, etc., appeared by themselves on one 
side, and on the other side, the aforesaid 
coat-of-arms of Luther circumscribed with 
the words: IN PATIENTIA SVAVITAS, that 
is, “In patience is pleasure.” This was dis- 
cussed by Mr. Juncker (Silbere und giildene 
Ehren-Gedachtnis Lutheri., page 223f.) and is 
also depicted there in copper engraving. 
XIV. 

To this we add, on account of the similari- 
ty (although not made in this place) another 
piece of somewhat greater size, at 6-8 loths 
in silver, found in copper engraving in Table 
XH, number 11, which on its first side pres- 
ents Luther facing forward in his usual habit, 
circumscribed by the usual title during this 
jubilee: MARTINVs LVTHERVS THEOLOGIz& 
DoCrTor. [Martin Luther, teacher of theol- 
ogy.] 

The other side, featuring his ordinary coat- 
of-arms, namely, a blossoming white rose in 
which is set a heart and cross, seems by the 
circumscribed words from Psalm 1:3, which 
simultaneously produces the year of the ju- 
bilee, to focus more closely on his insignia: 
NEC FOLIVM EIVS DEFLVET. P[S]a/mo I. 
v. 3. That is, “And its leaves do not wither. 
[Psalm 1:3].” That God does fulfill this in- 
deed certainly needs no demonstration here.
